WEDNESDAY,  January  11,  1899. 
The  forty-fourth  session  of  the   legislature  of   the   state   of 
WiseoDsin  began  at  Madison,  the  capital  city  of  said  states,  on 
the  second  Wednesday,  being  the  11th  day  of  January,  1899. 

Pursuant  to  law,  at  12  o'clock  M.,  of  said  day,  the  senate  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Hon.  Jesse  Stone,  president  of  the  sen- 
ate, who  addressed  the  senate  as  follows:

We  meet  at  a  time  and  underconditionsof  happy  promise.  You 
have  been  called  here  from  thrifty  and  prosperous  communities, 
enjoying  the  tokens  of  their  evident  favor  and  confidence.

Then  let  us,  as  we  enter  upon  the  discharge 
of  our  legislative  duties,  exert  such  efforts  as  will  tend  to  give 
to  the  people  of  Wisconsin  wise,  conservative  and  judicious 
legislation.  Thus  shall  we  have  faithfully  administered  the 
trust  and  confidence  of  our  constituents.  Senators,  I  have  the 
fullest  confidence  in  the  conservative  wisdom  of  this  body  and 
deem  it  necessary  only  that  I  should  ask  that  the  kindly  indulgence 
of  the  senate  be  extended  to  the  president  pro  tem.  Again  Sen- 
ators I  thank  you  sincerely  for  the  distinguished  honor  conferred 
upon  me.

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GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

State  or  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Office. 
Madison,  Wis.,  Jan.  12,  1899. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature : — 

Y&H  are  assembled  at  the  beginning  of  what  promises  to  be 
the  most  prosperous  period  in  the  history  of  our  State  and  Na- 
tion. Our  country  is  again  at  peace  after  a  brief  struggle  with 
a  foreign  power ;  the  majority  of  the  volunteers  called  to  meet 
the  emergency  of  war  have  resumed  their  peaceful  avocations;, 
every  legitimate  industry  is  thriving,  and  every  man  who  de^ 
sires  employment  can  secure  it.  We  may  well  congratulate  our- 
selves upon  these  evidences  of  material  prosperity,  though  wac 
may  feel  the  comparative  insignificance  of  material  prosperity^ 
in  the  presence  of  the  profoundly  important  responsibilities  re- 
cently imposed  upon  us  as  a  nation.  In  view  of  these  new  du- 
ties, it  is  vastly  more  important  to  be  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  today  than  it  was  a  year  ago;  and  to  be  a  Legislator  of  a 
State  charged  with  the  duty  of  selecting  men  who  are  to  assist  in 
solving  the  new  problems  is  indeed  a  grave  responsibility.  At 
a  time  like  this,  personal  or  selfish  interests  should  be  buried 
from  sight,  and  only  the  deep  need  of  the  Nation  for  wise 
counselors  should  be  given  consideration.  If  our  country  is 
to  pass  through  the  present  crisis  in  honor  and  safety,  it  wiU 
only  be  by  the  exercise  of  the  highest  human  wisdom  and  the 
aid  of  Divine  Power. 


Under  a  provision  of  the  Constitution  it  becomes  my  dut}? 
to  submit  to  you  at  this  time  a  brief  review  of  the  condition^ 
of  the  State  and  such  recommendations  as  seem  to  me  ex- 
pedient 

FINANCES. 

I  desire  first  to  present  for  your  consideration  a  statement 
of  the  fiscal  system  and  the  financial  condition  of  our  State^^ 
both  somewhat  more  at  length  than  has  been  the  custom.  In 
the  nature  of  the  case  it  is  not  possible  for  a  Gfovemor  just  en- 
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lering  ujxm  the  duties  of  office  to  lay  before  the  L^islature  ^ 
Mtisfactory  statement  of  the  financial  ajBFairs  of  the  State. 
After  having  served  one  term,  therefore,  it  ia  more  plainly  bis 
duty  to  present  these  matters  in  a  clear  and  comprehensive 
form;  and  in  this  connection  I  am  impelled  to  suggest — al- 
ihough  an  innovation  upon  established  practice — that  it  would 
be  an  advantage  to  the  Legislature  and  also  to  the  incoming 
Executive  if  it  were  the  duty  of  the  retiring  Governor  to  address 
to  the  Legislature  a  message,  covering  fully  the  condition  of  pub- 
lic business,  with  such  recommendations  as  his  experience  and 
observation  in  office  might  commend  to  his  judgment.  The  ex- 
perience and  observation  of  an  Executive  who  has  served  two  or 
four  years,  and  embodied  in  such  a  message,  could  nou  fail  to 
be  beneficial  to  the  Legislature  and  helpful  to  his  successor. 
This  would  not  in  any  wise  supersede  the  message  of  the  incomr 
ing  Governor,  who  would  be  at  liberty  to  make  reconmienda- 
tions  from  his  own  standpoint,  and  to  approve  or  disapprove 
^06e  last  made  by  his  predecessor. 

I  believe  one  of  the  conspicuous  needs  of  the  times  is  a  better 
understanding  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  the  manner  of  con- 
ducting public  business.  If  appropriations  of  public  moneys 
are  to  be  intelligently  and  honestly  made  by  the  Legislature, 
Buch  an  understanding  is  essential  to  its  members;  and  if  the 
£tate  IS  to  continue  to  be  successful  in  raising  the  large  siuns 
necessary  to  carry  on  its  functions,  it  is  imperative  that  the  peo- 
ple who  supply  the  money  clearly  understand  the  necessity 
therefor  and  the  detail  of  its  disbursement. 

I  shall  endeavor  to  present  to  you  a  statement  which  shall  be 
comprehensive,  and  as  brief  as  the  subject  will  admit. 

The  State  has  certain  well  defined  sources  of  income  and 
avenues  of  expenditure.  Its  income  is  derived  from :  Interest 
on  trust  funds  for  educational  purposes,  annual  tax  levies  for 
any  and  all  purposes,  suit  tax  from  counties,  fees  from  life,  fire, 
accident  and  guaranty  insurance  companies,  from  railway, 
street  railway,  sleeping-car,  telegraph,  telephone,  loan  and  trust 
and  boom  companies,  and  from  the  land  office.  Then  there  are 
miscellaneous  sources  which  include,  for  instance,  interest  on 
bank  deposits ;  that  is,  money  belonging  to  the  general  fund 
which  the  State  Treasurer  deposits  in  various  banks  and  receives 
interest  thereon;  appropriations  by  the  general  government  to 
the  State  Veterans^  Home;  hawkers'  and  peddlers'  licenses; 
fmblidiing  bank  statements ;  fees  from  Bank  Examiner's  office ; 
penaHy  and  advertising  of  contracted  State  lands ;  sale  of  books 
i)y  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Property ;  sale  of  books  by  the 
SHjflttriotandent  of  Public  Instruction ;  incorporation  fees ;  fines 
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for  violation  of  game  laws ;  fees  for  sale  of  land ;  trespass  pen- 
alties, etc.  All  the  money,  Aerefore,  that  the  State  receives  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  State  government  in  all  its 
various  departments  comes  from  the  above  mentioned  sources. 

The  interest  on  the  Trust  fund  includes  interest  on  the  Com- 
mon School  fund,  Normal  School,  University  fund  (the  latter 
including  again  Agricultural  Collie  funds),  and  interest  on  the 
Drainage  funds.  Thdsib  f tinds,  which  are  known  as  trust  funds, 
and  the  interest  received  on  which  goes  to  their  respective  de- 
partments, come  first  from  the  sale  of  lands  which  were  granted 
by  the  United  States  government  for  the  purpose  indicated  by 
the  title  of  the  funds  or  designated  by  the  statute.  The  second 
item  given  as  a  source  of  income  is  the  annual  tax  levy.  This, 
as  will  be  readily  understood,  varies  according  to  the  needs  of 
the  case.  The  third  item,  the  cuit  tax,  as  the  name  indicates,  is 
the  amount  received  from  the  various  counties  as  taxes  on  civil 
suits  begun  in  the  courts.  This  also  varies  somewhat,  running 
at  the  present  time  something  over  $7,000  a  year.  The  fees 
from  insurance  and  guaranty  companies  also  vary,  but  are  run- 
ning during  the  last  few  years  from  $125,000  a  year  upward. 
The  fees  from  the  railway  companies,  which  are  paid  in  lieu  of 
all  taxes,  are  by  far  the  largest  source  of  the  State's  income. 
Those  received  from  the  palace  and  sleeping-car  companies  are, 
like  the  railway  companies'  fees,  in  lieu  of  all  taxes,  but  the 
amounts  received  are  not  large.  The  State  receives  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $10,000  each  from  the  telegraph  and  telephone 
companies,  and  lesser  amounts  from  the  loan  and  trust  com- 
panies and  the  boom  companies  in  the  way  of  fees. 

The  State  expenditures  are  made  through  four  avenues,  which 
may  be  specified  as  Administrative,  Legislative,  Judicial  and 
Educational. 

First,  money  is  expended  for  administrative  purposes;  that 
is,  for  the  cost  of  carrying  on  the  State  government  in  its  various 
forms,  as  represented  by  the  direct  disbursements  in  the  Capitol 
building  at  Madison,  including  expenses  of  charitable  and  penal 
institutions.  The  second  is  legislative  expenses — the  cost  of  the 
Legislature.  Third,  the  educational  expenses,  within  this  being 
included  the  amount  distributed  to  the  different  counties  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  common  schools,  the  high  schools,  the  manual 
training  schools,  and  the  day  schools  for  the  deaf;  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  University;  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  State 
Normal  Schools.  Fourth,  the  expenses,  of  maintaining  the 
judiciary  of  the  State,  including  the  Circuit  Courts  and  the  Su- 
preme Court. 

The  above  classification  is  an  arbitrary  one,  but  it  will  be  seen

at  once  that  it  is  comprehensive;  that  the  State  pays  out  money 
only  through  these  four  avenues. 

Here,  then,  are  two  simple  facts :  first,  that  the  State  has  cer- 
tam  sources  of  income ;  and  second,  that  every  dollar  expended 
through  the  State  Treasury  for  any  purpose  must  go  lirough 
one  of  the  four  avenues  indicated. 

Before  going  further,  another  fact  should  be  stated  in  order 
to  make  more  comprehensive  this  review:  Wisconsin  has  no 
bonded  indebtedness,  technically  speaking,  and  yet  the  State 
owes  on  certificates  of  indebtedness  $2,251,000.  This  debt  was 
contracted  for  war  purposes  between  1861  and  1865.  The 
State  first  raised  money  by  selling  its  bonds;  later  these  bonds 
were  redeemed  by  money  accumulated  in  the  trust  funds,  and 
certificates  of  indebtedness  given  to  the  several  trust  funds  rep- 
resenting the  amounts  borrowed.  The  State  pays,  therefore,  oa 
certificates  of  indebtedness,  back  into  these  funds,  the  sum  of 
$157,500  annually,  the  interest  being  at  the  rate  of  seven  per 
cent.  This  interest  is  one  of  the  items  of  disbursement  from 
the  general  fund. 

I  think  there  never  has  been  presented  to  the  Legislature  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session  an  estimate  in  the  nature  of  a  budget 
showing  the  necessary  expenses  for  the  current  biennial  period, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  State's  fixed  income.  It  has 
seemed  to  me,  in  studying  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
various  departments,  that  it  is  necessary,  if  the  Legislature  is 
to  vote  intelligently  upon  appropriations^  to  have  prepared  for 
each  legislative  session  such  a  statement.  Inasmuch  as  the  bi- 
ennial period  of  1899  and  1900  has  already  begun  and  some  ex- 
penditures for  it  have  already  been  made,  no  accurate  or  binding 
statement  can  be  given  force  at  this  time  for  the  first  half  of 
that  period.  However,  it  has  seemed  best  to  me  to  present  these 
estimates  and  statements  in  the  hope  that  it  will  become  a  settled 
practice  of  the  State,  and  that  hereafter  all  appropriations  will 
be  made  upon  the  basis  of  estimates,  and  be  binding  to  the  ex- 
tent that  no  considerable  expenditures  can  be  made  in  any  de- 
partment beyond  the  estimates  furnished  at  the  opening  of  each 
biennial  session  of  the  Legislature.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me 
to  enlarge  upon  this.  If  the  L^slature  is  to  make  appropria- 
tions, it  should  first  of  all  ascertain  as  accurately  as  possible  the 
fixed  income  of  the  State,  and  thus  know  whether  it  is  necessary 
to  make  special  provisions  to  meet  them ;  and  should  have  esti- 
mates so  carefully  prepared  as  to  be  practically  correct,  of  what 
appropriations  are  needed  bv  the  diflFerent  departments.  In 
order  to  crive  you  approximately  an  estimate  of  what  will  be  re- 
quired, I  have  asked  the  Regents  of  the  State  University,  the 
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Begents  of  the  State  Kormal  Schools,  and  the  Board  of  Control 
to  furnish  me  with  estimates  of  the  needs  of  their  several  de- 
partments for  each  of  the  two  years  of  this  period ;  and  the 
needs  of  the  department  in  the  Capitol  building  I  have  baaed 
upon  the  expenditures  for  a  series  of  years,  as  shown  by  the  re- 
ports of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  State  Treasurer. 

The  Regents  of  the  University  have  prepared  a  statement 
showing  that  with  the  strictest  economy  they  can  meet  the 
necessary  current  expenses  of  the  institution  for  the  present  bi- 
ennial period  with  the  sum  of  $760,600,  which  sum  is  already 
rrovided  for  by  the  appropriations  made  as  permanent  tax 
levies  and  percentages  of  license  fees,  together  with  trust  fund 
income,  so  that  for  the  maintenance  of  the  University  for  1899 
and  1900  no  special  appropriation  will  have  to  be  made. 
Farther  on  I  shall  refer  to  the  special  appropriation  for  new 
buildings  which  is  asked  for. 

The  amount  which  will  be  distributed  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  common  schools  for  the  biennial  period  is  $1,590,000,  for 
which  provision  is  already  made  by  law,  and  no  special  appro- 
priation will  be  needed  for  them. 

The  Normal  School  Regents  inform  me  that  it  will  require 
$640,000  to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  the  Xormal  Schools  for 
the  biennial  period.     This  is  already  provided  for  by  law. 

The  Board  of  Control  have  prepared  for  me  a  table  showing 
what  it  cost  during  the  last  biennial  period  to  carry  on  the  State 
institutions,  and  giving  also  a  statement  showing  that  it  will  re- 
quire for  the  current  biennial  period  $1,299,238.  ^o  deduc- 
tions have  been  made  for  estimated  receipts  by  the  State  Treao- 
urer  from  the  charitable  and  })enal  institutions  and  from  coun- 
ties for  maintenance  of  the  insane  in  the  State  institutions. 
Comparing  this  with  the  coat  of  the  seven  institutions  which 
were  in  existence  at  the  opening  of  the  la«t  biennial  period,  there 
is  shown  a  reduction  in  expenses  of  $33,000. 

For  general  administrative  purposes — and  this  estimate  (. 
have  made  upon  the  basis  of  expenses  for  a  period  of  several 
years — it  will  require  $2,149,776.  For  the  maintenance  of  the 
judiciary — that  is,  the  Circuit  Courts  and  the  Supreme  Court — 
it  will  require  for  the  biennial  period  $226,538.  The  Legis- 
lature will  cost  about  $211,219 ;  the  latter  including  the  cost  of 
the  publication  of  the  laws.  The  total  of  these  estimated  ex- 
pfenses  for  the  present  biennial  period  is  $6,877,373. 

A  careful  estimate  of  the  probable  total  income  of  the  State, 
based  upon  the  receipts  for  the  last  few  years  and  including  one 
year's  receipt  from  the  special  tax  levy  made  to  reimburse  the 
general  fund  in  1897,  aggregates  $6,830,850.     In  this  amount, 
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it  should  be  explained,  there  is  not  included  the  money  received 
from  counties  for  care  of  their  own  insane  in  other  county  insti- 
tutions, as  the  State  in  this  particular  acts  merely  as  a  clearing- 
house for  those  counties,  paying  each  the  amount  due  on  this  ac- 
count; but  there  is  included  an  amount  of  $307,000,  which  it  is 
estimated  will  be  received  by  the  State  Treasurer  from  char- 
itable and  penal  institutions  and  from  counties  for  maintenance 
of  their  insane  in  the  various  State  institutions. 

To  recapitulate :  The  estimated  expenses  of  the  State  for  the 
present  biennial  period,  not  including  any  special  appropria- 
tions which  have  been  asked  and  to  which  reference  will  be  made 
later,  are  $6,877,372 ;  while  the  estimated  income  for  the  same 
period  is  $6,830,850.  Assuming  that  these  figures  are  correcft, 
tliere  would  be  a  deficit  at  the  end  of  the  biennial  period  of 
946,522.  This  deficit  is  not  so  great,  however,  but  that  by  the 
strictest  economy  it  is  possible  to  carry  on  all  departments  of 
tie  State  government  for  the  present  biennial  period  without 
provision   being   made   by   the  Legislature  for  an  increase  of 

There  are  asked,  however,  special  appropriations  amounting 
td  more  than  $800,000,  which  you  will  be  called  upon  to  con- 
sider. These  special  appropriations  are  $300,000  by  the  Board 
of  Control,  half  of  wliich  sum  is  asked  for  additional  bufldings 
Iw  the  new  State  reformatory ;  $250,000  for  completing  the 
State  Historical  Building;  $35,000  by  the  Agricultural  De- 
partment of  the  State  University ;  $100,000  for  the  erection  of  a 
Bititable  building  for  the  College  of  Engineering  of  the  Univer- 
sity;  and  Ipt 5,000  by  the  Norfhal  Schools;  besides  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  Tax  Commission,  to  reimburse  the  trust  funds  for 
the  loan  to^  the  Agricultural  Society,  and  smaller  amoimts  for 
other  purposes.  If  all  or  any  of  these  appropriations  are  made, 
it  will  be  necessary  for  the  T^islature  to  provide  by  special  tax 
levy,  or  otherwise,  the  money  to  meet  them. 

At  this  point  it  may  be  well  to  say  a  word  about  the  special 
taEx  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  levy  in  the  fall  of  1897,  and 
concerning  which  there  has  been  much  misunderstanding  and 
cfiscussion.  For  many  years  no  tax  levy  was  made  for  General 
fund  purposes,  but,  regardless  of  this,  appropriations  were  made 
by  the  Legislature,  and  year  after  year  the  General  fund  showed 
a  shortage,  sometimes  more,  sometimes  less, but  gradually  accum- 
ulating until  it  beeaine  necessary  for  the  State  Treasurer  to  call 
upon  the  railroads  in  advance  of  the  time  when  their  license  fees 
were  due,  and  to  borrow  money  from  the  banks  and  from  the 
trust  funds  in  order  to  maintain  the  credit  of  the  State.  If  the 
Treasurer  had  not  done  this,  the  State,  during  the  past  twelve

or  fifteen  years,  would  many  times  have  been  unable  to  pay  its 
current  expenses.  In  a  message  sent  to  the  Legislature  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1897, 1  called  attention  to  the  existing  conditions,  and  to 
the  obvious  fact  that  the  State  should  not  be  dependent  for  the 
maintenance  of  its  credit  upon  the  good-will  of  the  railroad 
companies  or  the  illegal  use  of  its  credit  by  the  State  oflBcials  at 
the  banks  in  order  to  pay  its  bills,  and  recommended  that  au- 
thority be  given  for  the  levy  of  a  tax  sufficient  to  balance  the  ac- 
counts of  the  State  and  place  the  General  fund  upon  a  solvent 
basis.  The  special  tax  was  authorized  and  was  levied  in  the 
fall  of  1897. 

I  recommend  that  hereafter  all  appropriations  made  by  the 
Legislature  be  upon  the  basis  of  such  a  budget  as  is  here  pre- 
sented, and  which  in  the  future  it  will  be  possible  to  make  more 
accurate  than  this  one ;  and  that  the  difference  between  the  fixed 
receipts  and  necessary  expenditures  be  raised  as  one  tax,  instead 
of  being  divided  into  a  number  of  special  levies.  There  are  now 
on  the  statute  books  a  number  of  laws  providing  for  the  special 
levies  of  comparatively  small  amounts  for  various  institutions, 
the  sum  of  which  represents  the  total  tax  levy.  These  special 
levies  run  for  different  periods  and  some  are  not  limited.  You 
may  not  consider  it  best  to  cut  off  these  at  the  present  time,  but 
I  believe  that  ultimately  this  will  be  found  to  be  the  proper 
method.  The  effect  of  such  a  change  would  be  to  clear  up  much 
of  the  confusion  which  prevails  in  the  public  mind  relative  to  the 
collection  and  expenditure  of  public  moneys. 

If  this  practice  of  dividing  up  the  tax  levy  were  abolished, 
and  it  were  found  at  the  beginning  of  any  biennial  period  'that 
the  difference  between  the  fixed  receipts  and  the  necessary  ex- 
penditures amounted  to,  say,  $1,000,000  a  year,  a  levy  would  be 
made  for  the  $1,000,000,  and  the  appropriatiojis  would  be  made 
by  the  Legislature  on  the  basis  of  the  receipts  thus  provided  for, 
and  not  as  they  have  sometimes  heretofore  been  made. 

If  all  or  any  of  the  special  appropriations  to  which  T  have  re- 
ferred are  made,  and  a  special  tax  levy  to  meet  them  be  au- 
thorized, all  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  State  will  be  called 
upon  to  pay  its  share  of  this  amount,  except  the  property  of  the 
corporations  now  taxed  under  the  license  system. 

I  am  convinced  that  while  the  license  system  of  taxing  cer- 
tain corporations  now  in  force  is  the  most  practicable  method 
yet  evolved,  it  yet  has  elements  of  unfairness  and  inequality 
which  might,  partially  at  least,  be  eliminated.  There  are  cer- 
tain foreign  corporations  doing  business  within  the  State  which 
I  believe  are  not  paying  their  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  gov- 
ernment.    Among  these  are  insurance  companies,  the  sleeping- 
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car  companies  and  express  companies.  Then  there  are  the  trust 
companies  and  insurance  companies  of  our  own  State,  which  do 
not  seem  to  be  fairly  taxed  yvhen  compared  with  other  large  cor- 
porations. Our  present  graded  license  system  of  taxing  the  rail- 
road companies  contains  some  glaring  inconsistencies.  We 
have  under  this  system  five  classes  of  roads,  the  classification 
being  based  upon  the  earnings  per  mile.  The  first  class  pays 
four  per  cent  upon  its  gross  earnings ;  the  second  class  is  taxed 
three  and  one-half  per  cent  on  its  gross  earnings ;  the  third  class 
three  per  cent,  on  its  gross  earnings ;  the  fourth  class  pays  $5 
per  mile  and  two  and  one-half  per  cent  on  all  earnings  over 
$1,500  per  mile  up  to  $2,000  per  mile.  The  fifth  class  pays  $6 
pei:  mile  only. 

The  report  of  the  Railroad  Commissioner  of  the  State,  which 
will  be  laid  before  you,  contains  some  figures  showing  the  in- 
equalities of  this  classification.  For  instance,  the  class  of  roads 
which  pay  foui»  per  cent  of  their  gross  earnings  pay  the  equiva- 
lent of  a  rate  of  forty-five  hundredths  of  one  per  cent,  upon  the 
cost  of  the  roads.  The  third  class,  which  pays  three  per  cent 
of  their  gross  earnings  pays  but  tw-enty-eight  one-hundredths 
of  one  per  cent  upon  the  cost.  The  fourth  class  pays  but  four 
and  one-third  one-hundredths  of  one  per  cent,  upon  the  cost; 
while  the  fifth  class  pays  but  one  and  eight-tenths  one-hun- 
dredths of  one  per  cent  upon  the  cost 

The  Commissioner's  report  further  shows  that  some  of  the 
roads  which  pay  the  trifling  sum  of  $5  per  mile  in  taxes,  and 
from  which  the  aggr^ate  sums  received  varies  from  $60  up- 
ward show  in  their  own  reports  large  earnings,  and,  in  some 
cases,  that  the  management  of  the  roads  have  been  able  to  pay 
large  dividends. 

In  view  of  these  very  noticeable  inconsistencies,  I  recommend 
that  the  classification  be  abolished  entirely,  and  that  a  uniform 
license  fee  upon  their  gross  earnings  be  charged  all  roads  doing 
business  within  the  State,  regardless  of  what  their  mileage  or 
earnings  may  be.  If  the  four  per  cent  fee  upon  the  gross  earn- 
ings, which  the  first-class  roads  now  pay,  were  charged  all  of  the 
roads,  the  income  of  the  State,  based  upon  the  returns  for  the 
past  year,  would  be  largely  increased. 

It  rests  with  you  to  determine,  in  providing  for  raising  the 
additicmal  revenue  necessary  to  cover  any  appropriations  which 
you  may  make,  whether  the  tax  shall  be  levied  upon  the  assess- 
able property  only,  or  shall  be  divided  between  the  assessable 
property  and  those  corporations  which  are  taxed  under  the  li- 
cense system. 

The  fact  we  have  to  face  is  that  each  year  the  expense  bi  car- 
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rying  on  the  State  government  increases.  This  is  true,  I  be- 
lieve, in  every  State.  Xot  only  is  there  an  increase  in  the  ag- 
gregate cost,  but  there  is  an  increase  in  the  per  capita  cost.  In 
other  words,  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  carrying  on  the  State 
government  shows  a  higher  ratio  than  the  increase  in  our  popu- 
lation. It  is  your  duty  to  say  whether,  in  meeting  these  in- 
creased expenditures  each  year,  any  class  of  taxable  property 
shall  be  exempt  from  paying  its  share  of  that  increase. 

It  will  not  be  possible,  I  think,  for  the  Legislature  to  take  up 
the  question  of  taxation  so  thoroughly  as  to  ascertain  definitely 
just  what  increase  there  should  be,  if  any,  in  the  license  feea 
charged  to  certain  corporations  now  paying  taxes  imder  that 
system.  But,  if  you  deem  it  wise  to  continue  or  provide  for  the 
oantinuance  of  the  work  of  the  Tax  Commission,  we  may  hope 
tkat  by  the  time  another  two  years  have  passed  it  will  be  possible 
to  present- to  the  L^islature  such  recommendatiens,  based  upon 
die  most  careful  research,  as  will  simplify  and  make  more  just 
the  whole  system  of  taxation  in  our  State. 

I  have  already  referred  to  the  fact  that  the  sleeping-car,  ex- 
press, insurance  and  trust  companies  are  not  now  sufficiently 
taxed,  and,  on  further  investigation,  it  may  be  found  that  there 
ure  others  which  should  be  placed  in  this  list  The  trust  com-, 
panies  are  somewhat  of  an  experiment  in  Wisconsin,  and  I 
realize  that  it  will  be  difficult  to  reach  a  fair  basis  upon  which 
k»  tax  thCTi.  But,  until  such  a  basis  has  been  reached,  I  recom- 
mend that  tiiese  companies  be  taxed  as  other  companies  are^ 
upon  the  property  they  own.  Certainly  there  can  be  no  in- 
justice in  this ;  for  there  is  no  reason  why  the  property  of  a  trust 
cpmpany,  where  it  is  accessible,  should  be  exempt  from  taxation, 
more  than  the  prc^rty  of  a  lumber  company  or  any  similar  cfyv- 
poration. 

The  present  system  of  taxing  insurance  companies  is  in  many 
ways  ungatisfactory.  The  inequality  of  the  present  method  can 
be  understood  when  it  is  stated  that  the  life  and  fire  insurance 
companies  of  Wisconsin,  with  assets  aggregating  $94,000,000, 
pay  but  $34,000  in  the  way  of  taxes.  There  will  ultimately, 
through  a  tax  commission  or  otherwise,  be  determined  some  juik, 
plan  for  taxing  them,  but  in  the  meantime  some  of  the  unreason- 
able features  of  the  present  system  might  be  dispensed  with. 
Under  the  law  now  in  force,  fees  are  collected  from  agents,  as 
well  as  from  the  companies.  I  am  persuaded  it  would  be  wiser, 
temporarily  at  least,  to  abolish  all  fees  in  connection  with  life, 
fiite,  accident  and  casualty  companies,  except  a  level  license  fee 
upon  the^  gross  premium  receipts.  A  measure  changing  the 
r^thodft  thus  would  not  reduce  in  the  least  the  saf^uards  now 
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placed  around  public  interests,  while  it  would  reduce  expenses 
in  the  Insurance  Department  and  largely  increase  the  State's  re- 
ceipts. 

It  may  be  found  that  the  proper  method  of  taxing  insurance 
companies  is  to  charge  a  fee  upon  their  gross  incomes  as  is  now 
done  in  the  case  of  railroads. 

THE    SLEEPING-CAR    AND    EXPRESS    COMPANIES. 

In  a  special  message  transmitted  to  the  L^islature  in  1897, 
returning  without  my  approval,  for  reasons  stated  therein,  bills 
taxing  sleeping-car  and  express  companies  doing  business  within 
the  State,  I  took  occasion  to  express  my  views  on  the  subject  in 
the  following  language : 

'T[  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  th€«e 
measures,  and  to  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  for  properly  en- 
acting both  bills  before  the  adjournment  of  this  session.  If  we 
are  to  maintain  in  this  State  a  righteous  system  of  taxation,  it 
is  necessary  that  we  see  to  it  that  large  corporations  doing  hvmr 
ness  within  our  borders,  and  receiving  without  discrimination 
or  stint  the  full  protection  of  our  laws,  shall  not  escape  paying 
their  just  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  government" 

I  here  reiterate  that  recommendation.  These  companies 
should  contribute  through  taxation  their  fair  proportion  to  the 
expense  of  the  State  government.  That  they  do  not  now  do  so 
is  obvious.  I  most  eamestlv  commend  this  subject  to  yoiir 
prompt  consideration  and  action.  It  is  possible  that  the  best 
mode  of  reaching  them  is  through  a  charge  upon  their  gross 
earnings  within  the  State,  whether  it  be  called  a  license  fee  or 
a  tax.  If  it  be  found  that  this  method  cannot  secure  from  these 
non-resident  corporations  a  fair  amount,  there  still  remains  the 
method  of  assessing  them  by  what  is  known  as  the  unit  rule, 
which  has  been  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  in  a  case  from  Ohio. 

TChe.hiMory  of  attempted  legi^atjojp  upon  this  subject  impels 
me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  in  passing  such 
measures  of  observing  the  requirement  of  section  8  of  article  8 
of  the  Constitution,  which  is  as  follows : 

"On  the  passage  in  either  house  of  the  legislature  of  any  law 
which  imposes,  continues  or  renews  a  tax,  or  creates  a  debt  or 
charge,  or  makes,  continues  or  renews  an  appropriation  of  pub- 
lic or  trust  money,  or  releases,  discharge  or  commutes  a  claim 
or  demand  of  the  State,  the  question  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays,  which  shall  be  duly  entered  on  the  journal;  and  three- 
fifths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  such  house  shall,  in  all  such 
cases,  be  required  to  constitute  a  quorum  therein." 
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There  has  been  much  discussion  as  to  whether  a  license  fee  is 
or  is  not  a  tax  within  this  constitutional  provision.  It  is  my 
belief  that  it  is  a  tax.  A  bill,  therefore,  attempting  to  tax  these 
companies,  to  be  efficient,  must  be  enacted  in  a  constitutional 
way.  Certainly  common  prudence  requires  that  no  question  of 
the  kind  should  be  left  open,  especially  as  it  is  so  easily  avoided.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  General  fund  shows  a  shortage  of 
$39,745.84,  and  about  this  I  wish  to  say  a  word.  The  equip- 
ment of  the  militia  and  the  general  preparation  of  our  troops  for 
the  war  early  in  the  year  necessitated  extraordinary  expendi- 
tures from  the  General  fund.  A  special  session  of  the  L^is- 
lature  might  have  been  called  to  meet  the  emergency,  but  this  in 
itself  would  have  involved  a  heavy  expense.  It  was  necessary 
to  reconstruct  one  of  the  large  buildings  of  the  State  Industrial 
School  for  Boys  at  Waukesha,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and 
on  which  there  was  carried  no  insurance.  I  might  say  here  that 
since  that  fire  the  Board  of  Control  have  insured  all  of  the  State 
institutions,  so  that  hereafter  when  buildings  are  destroyed  by 
fire  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  overdraw  the  appropriation  in  or- 
der to  rebuild. 

This  shortage  in  the  General  fund  caused  by  the  extraor- 
dinary expenditures,  it  was  found  necessary  to  provide  for 
temporarily  in  order  to  meet  the  current  expenses  for  the  clos- 
ing month  of  the  year.     Alt^oue:h  there  was  no  authority  for 
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doing  so,  I  requested  the  State  Treasurer  to  transfer  from  the 
trust  funds  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  whatever  amount  was 
necessary  to  pay  the  current  bills  for  December ;  and  we  were 
thus  enabled  to  meet  immediate  demands.  The  license  fees 
from  railroads  are  due  in  February,  and  the  general  taxes  b^in 
to  come  in  in  January  so  that  it  was  only  necessary  to  transfer 
from  the  trust  funds  for  a  period  of  about  thirty  days.  Ad- 
vances might  have  been  secured  from  the  railroad  companies, 
or  the  State  officers  might  have  borrowed  the  amount  necessary 
on  their  personal  credit ;  but  to  do  either  would  have  been  un- 
wise, not  to  say  absurd,  while  the  Treasurer  had  in  his  hands 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  belonging  to  the  trust 
funds  which  he  was  imable  to  loan  at  four  per  cent.,  the  mini- 
mum rate  authorized  by  statute.  Rather  than  have  the  State 
fail  to  meet  it«  current  bills,  I  requested  the  State  Treasurer,  as 
before  stated,  to  transfer  to  the  General  fund  a  sufficient  amount 
to  meet  the  requirements.  Within  thirty  days  sufficient  money 
will  be  received  in  payment  of  taxes  to  reimburse  the  trust 
funds. 

If  it  had  not  been  for  these  extraordinary  expenditui*es  the 
General  fund  would  have  contained  an  ample  sum  to  meet  all  ex- 
poses and  leave  a  good  working  balance  with  which  to  begin  the 
new  biennial  period.

On  December  31, 1898,  there  was  a  balance  in  the  Governor's 
Contingent  Fund  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer  of 
$347.14. 

EDUCATIONAL. 

THE  COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

A  -reference  to  the-  ejdwmstive  report  of  the -State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  which  will  be  placed  in  your 
hands,  will  show  you  that  the  past  few  years  have  been  a  time 
of  unprecedented  prosperity  for  our  public  schools.  The  sta- 
tistics show  that  the  total  expenditures  for  public  education  in 
Wisconsin  for  the  year  1898  were  $6,220,700.02;  but  these 
figures,  large  as  they  are,  do  not  express  the  full  measure  of 
prosperity.  Th^re  has  been  a  wonderful  growth  in  public  school 
attendance,  noticeably  in  the  country  districts ;  great  activity 
and  interest  in  teachers'  institutes  and  educational  associations, 
and  a  gratifying  growth  in  the  free  high  schools,  including  the 
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establishment  of  manual  training  departments;  extraordinary 
expansion  of  the  Normal  Schools  and  the  University  and  a  rapid 
development  of  the  township  school  library  system.  This  gen- 
eral prosperity  is  very  gratifying,  and  especially  when  viewed  in 
connection  with  the  future  possibilities  of  our  excellent  system 
of  public  education. 

In  his  report  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
makes  some  recommendations  to  which  I  shall  briefly  call  your 
attention.  He  believes  that  the  weakest  features  of  our  com- 
mon school  system  are  :  (1)  The  existing  practice  of  licensing 
teachers;  (2)  the  comparative  failure  of  the  system  to  make 
adequate  provision  for  suitable  professional  training  of  teachers 
for  the  common  district  schools;  and  (3)  the  lack  of  close,  care- 
ful, professional  supervision.  I  feel  confident  that  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  State  Superintendent  suggesting  remedies  for 
these  evils  will  receive  your  earnest  consideration. 

TOWNSHIP  LIBEABY  SYSTEM. 

The  township  school  library  system  maintained  by  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction  has  come  to  be  recognized  as 
one  of  the  most  important  factors  in  our  educational  system. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  these  libraries  and  their  patron- 
age is  very  gratifying.  So  long  as  this  system  is  maintained 
and  the  selection  of  books  kept  in  the  efficient  hands  of  the  Su- 
perintendent, the  township  library  system  will  continue  to  be  a 
great  educational  factor.  This  is  a  reading  age — books  bad  and 
good  are  within  the  reach  of  every  child  in  the  State;  it  be- 
comes absolutely  necessary,  therefore,  that  the  character  of  the 
reading  of  children  be  guided,  and  the  township  library  system 
is  doing  this  by  furnishing  to  the  school  children  of  the  town- 
ships away  from  the  cities,  as  well  as  in  the  cities,  books  of  a 
helpful  and  uplifting  character. 

TirE  NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

The  eighth  biennial  report  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the 
Normal  Schools  of  Wisconsin  has  been  laid  before  you.  This 
report  shows  a  very  pleasing  growth  in  the  Normal  Schools  and 
in  their  capacity  for  turning  out  teachers.  The  Normal  School 
system  of  the  State  has  grown  in  attendance  in  two  years  nearly 
thirty-two  per  cent.,  and  in  four  years  nearly  ninety-one  per 
cent.  In  two  years  the  ability  of  the  schools  to  furnish  trained 
teachers  has  increased  nearly  sixty-eight  per  cent.,  and  more  than 
two  hundred  and  eight  per  cent,  in  four  years.     This  rate  of 
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progress  indicates  that  the  Normal  Schools  are  rapidly  coming 
to  fulfill  their  true  mission  in  the  State^  that  of  preparing  com- 
petent teachers.  The  current  expenses  of  the  Normal  Schools 
for  the  present  biennial  period  as  estimated  by  the  Board  of  Ke- 
gents  is  already  provided  for  by  fund  incomes,  from  appropria- 
tions and  tax  levies.  The  Board  ask  for  a  special  appropriation 
of  $75,000  for  necessary  building  and  repairs,  which  request 
schould  receive  your  earnest  attention. 

THE  STATE  UNIVERSITY. 

The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  University  report  an  in- 
crease in  the  enrollment  of  students  for  the  present  year  about 
two  hundred  over  any  previous  year.  This  is  but  one  indication 
of  the  increasing  usefulness  of  this  great  institution.  Th^  Uni- 
versity at  present  stands  well  up  to  the  front  among  the  great 
universities  of  this  country,  and  the  citizens  generally,  as  well 
as  the  Regents,  have  a  pride  in  maintaining  its  present  high 
standard.  In  their  biennial  report,  which  will  be  placed  be- 
fore you,  the  Board  of  R^ents  ask  for  a  special  appropriation 
of  $35,000  for  additions  to  the  Dairy  Department  of  the  Agri- 
cultural College,  and  $100,000  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
building  for  the  CoUega  of  Engineering.  The  current  expenses 
of  the  institution  are  already  provided  for  by  tax  levies,  perma- 
nent appropriations  and  otherwise,  and  these  amounts  asked  are 
exclusively  for  the  purposes  named.  I  am  sure  that  these  re- 
quests will  receive  your  careful  consideration.  The  members 
of  the  Board  of  Regents,  after  carefully  studying  the  needs  of 
the  University,  believe  these  appropriations  asked  for  to  be 
necessary  if  the  institution  is  to  maintain  its  present  rate  of 
progress  and  keep  pace  with  the  advances  made  by  the  other 
great  universities  of  the  eoimtry. 

HISTORICAL  LIBRARY  BUILDING. 

You  will  be  asked  to  make  a  special  appropriation  sufficient 
to  complete  the  construction  and  furnishing  of  the  building  of 
the  State  Historical  Society  t)n  the  University  grounds.  The 
cost  of  this  building  greatly  exceeds  what  was  at  first  contem- 
plated or  asked  for.  In  the  future  I  believe  that  when  appro- 
priations are  asked  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings,  the  Leg- 
islature should  require  a  definite  estimate  as  to  the  cost  of  the 
buildings  and  linrit  its  appropriations  to  the  amount  of  the  esti- 
mates. The  new  building  of  the  State  Historical  Society  is  to 
be  one  of  the  best  library  structures  in  the  country  when  com- 
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pleted,  and  will  be  an  honor  to  the  State  as  well  as  to  the  Society. 
To  fail  to  provide  for  its  completion  and  proper  equipment  at 
this  time  would  be  to  deprive  the  public  of  the  advantages  which 
should  accrue  from  the  amount  already  expended  thereon.  I 
recommend,  therefore,  that  the  needs  of  this  building  be  given 
vour  careful  consideration. 

FBEE  LIBRARY  COMMISSION. 

Two  years  ago  the  Legislature  gave  the  Wisconsin  Free  Li- 
brary Commission  larger  means  and  provided  a  room  for  it  in 
the  Capitol  building.  Since  that  time  the  intelligent  activity 
in  library  work  which  has  won  Wisconsin  well-deserved  fame 
has  steadily  increased.  The  gifts  and  bequests  to  free  public 
libraries  have,  within  the  past  two  years,  amounted  to  more  than 
$260,000.  The  free  traveling  libraries,  all  furnished  by  private 
beneficence,  but  generally  directed  by  the  Commission,  have  in- 
creased in  number  from  thirty  to  two  hundred.  Twenty-four 
new  free  public  libraries  have  been  established  upon  permanent 
foundations  by  cities  and  villages.  The  older  public  libraries 
are  becoming  more  accessible  and  more  serviceable  to  the 
children  and  the  masses  of  the  people.  These  great  gifts,  the 
new  libraries,  the  sending  of  the  best  books  to  isolated  communi- 
ties, the  costly  and  beautiful  library  buildings  recently  erected 
in  Milwaukee,  Madison  and  other  cities,  all  attest  the  belief  of 
the  people  in  this  method  of  popular  education.  The  Commi8«- 
fii<m  asks  for  an  appropriation  of  $7,500  to  carry  on  its  work 
during  the  next  two  years,  and,  in  view  of  the  excellent  worfc 
being  accomplished  by  the  Commission,  I  recommend  that  suA^ 
appropriation  be  made. 

THE  TAX  COMMISSION. 

Two  years  ago  the  Legislature  passed  a  law  providing  for  a 
Tax  Commisision  to  be  made  up  of  the  Goifemor  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  'as  ex  officio  members,  and  three  members  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor.  The  work  of  the  Commission  as  laid 
out  by  the  law  creating  it  was  to  collect  and  collate  material  re- 
lating to  the  assessment  and  levy  of  taxes,  and  to  make  sudi 
recommendations  for  legislation  on  the  subject  as  the  conditions 
would  seem  to  require.  No  provision  was  made  for  payment  of 
the  expenses  of  the  Commissicn,  but  notwithstanding  this  the 
work  has  been  very  successfully  carried  on  up  to  this  time.  The 
ex  officio  members  have  not  been  able  to  participate  to  any 
great  extent  in  the  work  or  take  part  in  the  deliberations  of  the 
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Conmussion ;  its  report,  therefore,  is  exclusively  the  work  of  the 
three  members  appointed  by  the  Governor.  This  report  will 
be  laid  before  you,  and  you  will  learn  that  a  great  deal  of  work 
has  been  done.  Much  valuable  and  necessary  date  for  intelli- 
gent action  on  the  subject  has  been  collected  and  some  important 
recommendations  made,  and  yet  the  work  can  be  regarded  only 
as  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  far  from  complete.  The  re- 
port contains  a  statement  of  the  origin  and  grow^th  of  our  present 
system  of  taxation  and  a  carefully  prepared  synopsis  or  analysis 
of  the  requirements  of  the  present  laws  as  they  stand  upon  the 
statute  books.  The  defects  in  the  laws  are  fully  disclosed  and 
the  work  of  tax  commissions  in  other  States  is  described,  and 
fiome  suggestions  and  recommendations  for  changes  in  the 
freeent  system  are  made. 

No  one  can  read  the  report  without  being  impressed  with  the 
^aat  amount  of  work  vdifich  the  commissioners  have  accomplished 
in  the  face  of  many  obstacles.  I  believe  it  is  of  the  greatest  im- 
f^rtaaee  to  the  people  of  Wisconsin  that  this  work,  so  well  be- 
goxiy  sliould  be  carried  forward  to  completion. 

The  practical  importance  of  the  subject  of  taxation  niust  be 
i^par^it  to  every  intelligent  person.  Between  sixteen  and 
4i^«t0e&  million  dollars  were  levied  in  1897  for  taxes  of  various 
kkkda  by  the  towns,  cities  and  villages  of  Wisconsin.  In  addv 
tion  to  this  were  the  license  fees  for  various  purposes,  whiph 
Wings  the  gross  smn  collected  for  taxes  in  the  State  for  the  year 
in^ntioited  up  to  about  twenty  million  dollars,  beside  what  ia  be- 
iiig  collected  by  the  Federal  Qovemment  as  a  war  tax. 

Ferlmps  no  other  branch  of  public  business  has  been  con> 
diKsted  in  so  loose  and  imsystematic  a  manner  as  has  been  the 
vprk  of  asse^ing  and  levying  the  taxes.  I  bdi^ve  that  a  care- 
ful reading  of  the  report  of  the  Commission  will  impress  y^u^ 
with  the  necessity  for  the  continuation  of  the  work. 

Tbe  expenses  of  the  Commission  up  to  the  present  time  have 
boen  raised  by  private  subscription.  It  is  not  creditable  to  thii 
S^ate,  nor  ^ould  it  be  necessary,  that  a  Commission  of  such 
importance,  provided  for  by  the  L^Lslature,  should  be  com- 
pelled to  themselves  solicit  the  money  necessary  for  the  expenses 
incurred  in  their  work.  I  urgently  recommend,  therefore,  that 
a  law  be  passed  providing  for  the  ccmtinuation  of  the  work  by 
the  appointment  of  a  Commission  of  three  or  five  members,  with 
ample  powers  and  facilities  for  carrying  on  their  work,  and  thai 
an  appropriation  of  not  less  than  $25,000  be  made  for  expenses 
for  the  two  years.  It  seems  reasonable  to  expect  that,  if  the 
work  is  properly  done  and  supplemented  by  wise  legislation, 
millions  of  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  which  now  escapes 
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can  be  brought  into  the  assessment  rolls,  and  many  thousands — 
possibly  millions — of  dollars  eventually  saved  to  the  tax-payers 
of  the  State. 

MILITARY. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  Adjutant-General 
of  the  State  for  the  biennial  period  just  closed.  The  report  is 
a  very  comprehensive  one,  presenting  not  only  the  condition  of 
the  State  militia  at  the  present  time,  but  containing  a  careful 
history  of  the  part  taken  by  our  troops  in  the  late  war  with 
Spain.  The  experience  of  the  past  year  proves,  I  believe,  the 
necessity  for  making  some  changes  in  our  military  organiza- 
tion. While  our  troops  were  more  prompt  than  those  of  almost 
any  other  State  in  responding  to  the  President's  call,  yet  much 
time  might  have  been  saved,  and  much  inconvenience  and  trou- 
ble also,  had  the  whole  organization  been  the  same  as  that  of  the 
regular  army.  I  recommend,  therefore,  that  provision  be  made 
for  the  reorganization  of  the  State  militia  upon  the  same  basis 
as  the  regulars. 

If  this  be  done  and  the  number  of  regiments  limited  to  three 
and  an  additional  battalion,  the  expense  will  not  be  greater  than 
it  has  been  in  the  past,  because  of  the  reduction  in  the  number 
and  Day  of  certain  oflficers. 

I  believe  the  State  militia  should  conform  as  nearly  as  prac- 
ticable in  organization,  instruction  and  general  equipment  to 
the  regular  army.  I  recommend  further  that  provision  should 
be  made  for  a  change  in  the  present  practice  of  paying  the 
troops.  It  has  been  necessary  heretofore  for  the  State  Treas- 
urer to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  paymaster,  without  any  secur- 
ity or  warrant,  large  sums  of  money  to  pay  the  men  in  camp, 
and  many  times  this  account  has  been  left  open  for  several 
months  before  a  complete  set  of  vouchers  and  receipts  could  be 
prepared.  The  practice  has  been  very  safely  carried  on  so  far  be- 
cause of  the  high  character  of  the  men  who  have  been  appointed 
to  do  the  work,  but  it  is  not  likely  that  State  Treasurers  will  in 
the  future  be  as  willing  to  turn  over  large  sums  of  money  with- 
out warrant,  trusting  merely  to  the  personal  honor  and  fidelity 
of  the  paymaster.  This  practice  might  easily  become  an  abuse, 
as  did  that  of  advancing  money  on  their  salaries  to  employees, 
which  had  been  carried  on  so  many  years,  but  was  discontinued 
by  the  State  Treasurer  six  months  ago. 
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CHAKITABLE  AND  PENAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

I  have  already  referred  to  the  estimate  furnished  by  the  State 
Board  of  Control  of  the  amount  necessary  to  carry  on  the  State 
charitable  and  penal  institutions  for  the  present  biennial  period. 
In  their  biennial  report,  printed  copies  of  which  will  later  be 
placed  in  your  hands,  the  Board  make  a  very  complete  and  com- 
prehensive report  upon  the  conditions  of  the  State  institutions 
and  their  needs.  This  report  should  receive  your  most  serious 
attention.  The  work  of  caring  for  the  criminal  and  helpless 
classes  has  come  in  modem  times  to  be  one  of  the  most  import- 
ant duties  of  the  State.  The  Board  of  Control  have  been  mak- 
ing some  important  reforms  in  the  method  of  conducting  the  in- 
stitutions, and  some  changes  will  have  the  effect,  I  believe,  of 
materially  reducing  expenditures.  A  change  has  taken  place 
in  the  method  of  employing  help  in  the  State  institutions.  A 
year  and  a  half  ago  the  Board  adopted  resolutions  which,  have 
practically  placed  the  whole  responsibility  for  the  employment 
of  help  in  the  hands  of  the  respective  superintendents,  the  lat- 
ter being  held  to  a  more  strict  account  for  the  character  pf  the 
work  done.  This  has  tended  greatly  to  enhance  the  eflSciency 
of  the  employees. 

THE  STATE  SERVICE. 

In  my  message  to  the  Legislature  two  years  ago  I  called  at- 
tention to  the  necessity  which  then  existed  for  a  re-organization 
of  the  State  service  in  the  Capitol  building,  and  recommended 
in  the  interest  of  economy  an  investigation  of  the  subject.  This 
recommendation  was  followed  by  the  selection  of  a  legislative 
committee  appointed  to  make  su<*h  investigation ;  the  committee 
introduced  a  bill  which  afterwards  became  a  law  making  a  new 
classification  of  employees,  and  fixing  salaries.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances and  considering  the  time  which  the  committee  had, 
each  member  of  which  was  busy  for  a  good  portion  of  the  session 
in  other  committees,  the  bill  was  a  very  satisfactory  one.  It  is 
plain,  however,  to  any  one  familiar  with  the  subject  that  there 
is  still  wide  room  for  improvement  in  the  matter  of  classifying 
the  State  service.  I  conmiend  this  subject  to  your  careful  con- 
sideration.        * 

After  consultation  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  it  has  seemed 
to  me  proper  to  reconmiend  that  the  work  of  compiling  and  pub- 
lishing the  Blue  Book,  which  is  now  done  biennially,  and  also 
that  of  compiling  and  publishing  the  State  Census  every  ten 
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years,  be  delegated  to  the  Department  of  Labor  Statistics.  I 
make  this  recommendation  believing  that  such  a  change  will 
save  the  State  thousands  of  dollars.  The  nature  of  the  work 
being  carried  on  in  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  is  such  that 
there  would  be  involved  very  little  additional  work  or  extra  ex- 
pense to  that  department.  This  is  even  more  true  in  relation  to 
the  compilation  of  the  census,  which  has  come  to  be  a  kind  of 
technical  work,  for  which  some  special  preparation  is  necessary 
if  it  is  to  be  done  at  all  satisfactorily.  In  some  other  States 
this  work  is  done  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  and  I  am  satisfied 
that  at  least  one-third  of  the  cost  of  the  census  can  be  saved  and 
the  efficiency  and  value  of  the  work  greatly  increased  by  placing 
H  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  Statistics. 

STATE    BOOK-KEEFITCO. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  appar^it  that  the  system  of  book- 
keeping used  by  the  State  is  needlessly  complicated  and  obscure. 
With  the  practice  of  changing  book-keepers  with  each  change 
of :  administration,  however,  it  has  been  deemed  impracticable 
for  any  Secretary  of  State  or  State  Treasurer  to  undertake,  in 
the  few  years  in  which  he  holds  office,  to  improve  the  systenii 
I  believe  the  time  has  come  when  the  State  book-keeping  shonld 
be  revised  and  simplified.  It  is  possible  that  the  change  cannot 
be  accomplished  witiiout  extra  h^lp,  as  the  book-keepers  in  the 
two  departments  named  are  kept  fully  occupied.  I  recommend, 
therefore,  that  the  Legislature  consider  the  question  of  author- 
imng  the  temporary  employment  of  one  or  more  experts  to  take 
up  the  sttbject  with'tSie  Secretary  of  State  and  State  TreasuDer, 
and  f  ommfeite  a  ne^  system.  No  one  who  undertakes  to  gather 
information  from  our  State  reports  can  fail  of  the  conviction 
that  the  method  of  accounting  is  obsolete  and  unsatisfactory. 

A  system  or  method  which  does  not  enable  one  quickly  and 
accurately  to  know  the  true  status  of  the  public  accounts  is  self- 
condemnatory.  This  I  have  found  to  be  a  just  criticism  upon 
the  existing  methods,  and  I  feel  constrained  thus  publicly  to 
give  it  as  a  reason  for  the  introduction  of  different  methods, 
without  intending  to  reflect  in  the  least  upon  the  integrity  or 
zeal  of  past  or  pres^at  officials.  The  fault  lies  mainly  with  th© 
system. 

Under  the  existing  laws  all  receipts  issued  by  the  Treasurer 
for  money  paid  him  for  the  State  must  be  and  are  countersigned 
by  the  Secretary  of  State,  but  there  is  no  provision  for  the  coun- 
tersigning of  receipts  issued  for  money  collected  for  the  State 
by  the  Secretary  of  State,    State  Treasury  Agent,    Insurance 
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Commissioner,  Executive  Clerk,  Quartermaster-General  or  any 
other  State  officer,  so  there  is  no  direct  check  upon  these. 

Inasmuch  as  the  law  contemplates  that  all  money  shall  im- 
mediately on  receipt  pass  to  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  it 
would  seem  that  his  receipt,  countersigned  as  provided,  should 
be  given  in  all  cases,  and  should  alone  be  considered  valid.  That 
is,  all  pajTnents  should  be  made  to  him,  either  direct  or  indirect ; 
if  remittance  is  made  to  any  other  officer,  the  same  should  be 
turned  over  to  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Treasurer's  receipt,  duly 
countersigned,  should  be  given  to  the  payor.  The  law  should 
bo  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  the  safeguard  of  counter-signa- 
ture of  Treasurer's  receipts  shall  be  extended  to  include  the 
financial  transactions  of  all  other  State  officers. 

Every  person  having  charge  of  a  State  office  or  a  State  insti- 
tution, or  having  authority  to  do  business  for  the  State,  should 
be  obliged  by  law  to  keep  a  journal  in  which  should  be  entered 
from  day  to  day,  in  the  order  in  w^hich  they  occur,  every  trans- 
action which  in  any  way  aflFects  the  finances  of  the  State. 

THK   LAM)  1>KPAKT.\[KNT. 

In  my  recommendations  two  years  ago  concerning  the  State 
service,  I  referred  to  the  Land  Department,  and  expressed  the 
belief  that  the  expenses  of  carrying  on  that  department  m,ight 
be  greatly  reduced  without  injury  to  the  service.  There  was 
under  the  new  law  very  little,  if  any,  reduction  made,  I  think, 
in  the  force  in  this  department.  I  call  your  attention  here  to 
the  recommendation  made  in  his  last  report  by  the  retiring  State 
Treasurer,  who  was  one  of  the  Land  Commissioners,  and  com- 
l^etent  to  judfje  intelligently  of  the  needs  of  the  Land  Depart- 
ment. Mr.  Peterson  recommends  the  entire  abolition  of  the 
Land  Department  on  the  grounds  that  the  office  of  the  State 
Treasnrer,  with  the  addition  of  one  or  two  clerks,  might  do  all 
the  necessary  work  now  I)eing  done  by  the  large  force  employed. 
\Vliether  this  would  he  the  better  way  to  dispose  of  it,  T  am  not 
prepared  to  say;  it  is  possible  that  the  work  might  be  more  effi- 
ciently carried  on  in  some  other  <lepartment.  In  any  event,  I 
am  thoroughly  satisfied  that  the  de])artment  as  now  organized 
and  conducted  is  entirely  unnecessary  and  inexcusably  burden- 
some in  expense  to  the  people.  T  earnestly  recommend  that  as 
a  distinct  office  it  be  abolished ;  that  the  duty  be  iin])osed  upon 
Borae  single  department  of  the  government,  and  that  the  number 
of  persons  employed  in  the  perfonnance  of  the  <luties  be  limited 
bv  law.  This  will,  I  am  sure,  secure  a  great  savinc:  to  the  State 
with  a  ffain  of  effioien?y  in  the  transaction  of  the  business.

THE    STATE    SECURITIES. 

The  quarterly  examination  of  the  State  Treasurer's  depart- 
ment by  the  Governor,  required  by  law,  has  disclosed  the  fact 
that  the  law  is  not  sufficiently  clear  in  specifying  who  shall  be 
the  custodian  of  the  State  securities,  and  as  a  result  part  of  the 
securities  are  in  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer,  while  some 
of  them  are  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  conse- 
quence has  been  that  the  quarterly  reports  made  to  the  Governor 
hav  not  shown  all  of  the  securities  held  by  the  State,  and  hence 
these  reports  are  only  partially  reliable  as  records  of  the  State's 
resources.  I  believe  it  was  contemplated  that  the  State  Treas- 
urer should  be  the  sole  custodian  of  the  State  securities ;  and  I 
recommend  that  the  law  upon  this  point  be  so  changed  as  to 
make  it  clear  that  all  securities  should  be  placed  in  his  custody. 

BANK     EXAMINER. 

In  my  message  to  the  Legislature  in  1897  I  called  attention 
to  the  need  of  revising  the  present  banking  code  and  its  apparent 
inadequacy  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  banking  business 
of  the  present  day.  Steps  were  taken  to  prepare  a  new  code  to 
be  voted  upon  by  the  people,  and  such  code  was  presented  and 
voted  upon  at  the  last  general  election,  but  was  not  adopted.  It 
is  worthy  of  your  consideration  whether  it  would  not  be  wise  to 
again  bring  this  matter  before  the  people  so  that  it  may  again 
receive  their  attention.  I  recommended  at  that  time,  also,  some 
changes  in  the  law  concerninc:  the  office  of  Bank  Examiner,  and 
pointed  out  that  it  was  the  clear  intent  of  the  banking  law  now 
in  existence  that  the  State  Treasurer  should  stand  in  the  rela- 
tion to  the  State  banks  which  had  been  occupied  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  the  present  code,  by  the  Bank  Comptroller.  It  is 
very  doubtful  whether  the  law  passed  in  1895  creating  the  office 
of  Bank  Examiner  is  in  harmony  with  the  law  adopted  by  a  vote 
of  the  people  in  1805.  I  again  make  the  recommendation  that 
the  duties  of  Bank  Examiner  be  delegated  to  the  State  Treas- 
urer, where  the  existing  banking  code  seems  to  place  it,  and  that 
that  official  be  empowered  to  appoint  a  competent  deputy  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  him  in  examining  the  banks,  who  shall 
report  directly  to  him.  I  made  this  recommendation  in  1897 
believing  that  it  would  reduce  the  expense  of  bank  examination, 
while  more  certainly  complying  with  the  fundamental  law,  and 
furnish inir  at  least  as  much  protection  to  the  people.  A  measure 
was  passed  by  the  last  Legislature  ostensibly  for  the  purpose  of 
remedying  some  of  the  defects  pointed  cut,  but  which  in  reality 
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removed  the  authority  further  away  from  the  State  Treasurer, 
where  it  is  placed  by  the  fundamental  law,  and  leaving  the  of- 
fice of  Bank  Examiner  open  to  unlimited  employment  of  help, 
therefore  necessarily  increasing  the  expenses  instead  of  reduc- 
ing them  as  recommended.  This  measure,  for  the  reasons 
noted,  I  was  compelled  to  return  without  my  approval. 

An  additional  reason  for  the  change  recommended  is  found 
in  the  fact  that  the  State  Treasurer  is  one  of  the  commissioners 
empowered  to  loan  the  public  funds.  It  would  serve  well  the 
public  interest  if  one,  at  least,  of  the  commissioners  were  re- 
quired, in  the  exercise  of  his  duty,  to  become  familiar  with  ithe 
banking  institutions  throughout  the  State,  their  strength,  their 
solvency  and  methods  of  conducting  business.  In  such  knowl- 
edge should  be  found  valuable  security  against  loss  to  the  State 
in  addition  to  that  afforded  by  the  bonds  required  by  law. 

BUEEAU  OF  LABOR  STATISTICS. 

One  of  the  chief  features  of  the  work  performed  by  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  has  been  the  attention  given  to  the 
Question  of  child  labor.  Few  can  realize  the  extent  to  which 
the  evil  of  child  labor  has  been  carried  on  in  this  State.  Under 
various  pretexts,  many  of  them  worthy  of  some  consideration, 
hundreds  of  children  under  the  age  prescribed  by  law  have  been 
kept  employed,  to  their  detriment  as  well  as  to  the  general  in- 
jury of  society.  So  rapidly  are  the  industrial  institutions  of 
the  State  multiplying  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  take 
advantage  of  the  privilege  given  under  the  present  salary  law 
to  employ  extra  factory  inspectors  for  this  department.  I  be- 
lieve it  is  necessary  that  more  factory  inspectors  be  employed 
if  this  department  is  to  efficiently  and  successfully  carry  on  its 
work.  I  recommend,  therefore,  that  provision  be  made  for  the 
appointment  of  two  or  more  additional  factory  inspectors  for 
the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics. 

THE  DAIRY   AND  FOOD   DEPARTMENT. 

While  much  attention  is  still  devoted  by  this  department  to 
the  dairy  industry  and  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  against  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  impure  dairy  products,  more  and  more 
attention  is  coming  to  be  paid  to  the  general  subject  of  food 
adulteration.  There  is  a  great  field  here  for  the  department, 
and  its  work  in  the  future  will  necessarily  experience  a  large 
growth.  The  protection  of  the  people  against  adulterated  and 
deleterious  food  is  a  duty  which  may  well  claim  serious  atten- 
tion from  the  State. 
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THE   STATE   BOAKD   OF   IMMIGKATION. 

The  State  Board  of  Immigration  has  prepared  a  brief  report, 
which  has  been  laid  before  you,  showing  what  work  has  been 
accomplished  in  the  way  of  inducing  settlers  to  locate  upon  the 
vacant  lands  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  State.  Carefully 
prepared  figures  show  that  during  the  past  two  years  five  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  forty-one  settlers  have  taken  up  land  in 
twenty-six  of  the  northern  counties  of  the  State.  About 
seventy-five  per  cent,  of  these  new  settlers  came  from  ether 
States  and  foreign  countries,  while  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  them 
are  merely  transferred  from  the  older  settled  portions  of  Wis- 
consin. These  settlers  entered  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
acres  of  government  land  under  the  homestead  law,  and  pur- 
chased, or  contracted  for,  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  thou- 
sand two  hundred  acres  of  uncultivated  land.  It  is  not  claimed, 
of  course,  that  all  these  settlers  are  the  direct  result  of  the  work 
performed  by  the  Board  of  Immigration,  but  it  shows  a  very 
gratifying  growth  in  the  population  and  resources  of  the  State. 
I  commend  the  report  to  your  careful  consideration. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  ARBITRATION  AND  CONCILIA- 
TION. 

The  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  have  filed 
their  report,  which  will  be  laid  before  you.  This  Board  has 
assisted  in  settling  all  of  the  serious  differences,  I  believe,  which 
have  occurred  between  employers  and  employees  in  the  State 
during  the  past  two  years,  excepting  the  strike  at  Oshkosh.  It 
is  but  necessary  to  point  to  the  labor  troubles  at  Oshkosh  to  in- 
dicate the  value  of  the  work  of  such  a  board,  and  what  a  saving 
to  labor  and  capital  may  bo  effected  by  wise  efforts  to  bridge 
over  difficulties  between  them. 

THE  CAUCUS  LAW. 

The  caucus  law  now  upon  our  statute  books  has  proven  to  be 
a  very  salutary  measure,  and  has  been  commended  by  commis- 
sions and  individuals  in  other  States  who  are  making  a  study 
of  improved  caucus  methods.  It  is  complained  in  some  quar- 
ters that  the  law  is  cumbersome,  but  this  complaint  is  likely  to 
be  made  against  all  measures  enacted  for  the  protection  of  our 
electoral  system  from  corruption. 

I  believe  the  usefulness  of  the  present  law  may  be  greatly

enhanced  by  making  its  provisions  applicable  to  every  voting 
precinct  in  the  State.  I  recommend  that  this  be  done,  and  fur- 
ther, that  the  law  be  amended  fixing  the  date  upon  which  cau- 
cuses are  to  be  held,  and  that  the  caucuses  of  all  parties  be  held 
on  the  same  date.  If  the  law  is  to  be  so  amended,  it  would  be 
well  to  consider  whether  it  might  not  be  better  to  make  the  test 
of  the  voter's  eligibility  to  depend  upon  his  expressed  intentions 
rather  than  upon  his  past  affiliations.  I  am  inclined  to  the  be- 
lief that  what  is  known  as  the  *  ^preliminary"  meeting  might  be 
done  away  with  without  detriment  to  the  essential  features  of 
the  law. 

THE   SUBJECT   OF   PARDONS. 

In  my  message  to  the  last  Legislature  I  referred  to  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  applications  made  to  the  Executive  for 
pardon  and  comnmtation  of  sentence,  and  recommended  that 
the  Constitution  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  a  Board  of 
Pardons  to  relieve  the  Governor  of  this  burdensome  duty  and 
responsibility.  My  two  years'  experience  in  the  Executive 
chair  has  wrought  a  change  in  my  views  upon  this  subject.  I 
have  become  convinced  that  to  transfer  the  pardoning  power 
from  the  Executive  to  a  Pardoning  Board  would  result  in  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  pardons  granted,  by  dividing  the  re- 
sponsibility. The  pardoning  power  is  to  be  exercised  pri- 
marily as  an  act  of  mercy ;  and  it  may  sometimes  be  exercised 
as  an  act  of  justice.  If  it  is  to  be  used  chiefly  as  an  act  of  mercy, 
the  power  may  be  more  safely  intrusted  to  one  head,  I  believe, 
than  to  several.  The  tendency  would  be  to  make  of  a  Pardon 
Board,  clothed  as  it  would  be  with  powers  to  investigate,  simply 
an  additional  court  of  last  appeal  in  criminal  cases  where  con- 
viction was  secured. 

An  Advisory  Board,  which  could  be  called  upon  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive to  investigate  cases  where  he  was  in  doubt  as  to  their 
merits,  and  which,  ^'ould  have  no  power  beyond  that  of  making 
recommendations,  might  be  helpful  to  the  Executive  in  dis- 
posing of  applications  for  pardon,  while  it  would  entail  but  a 
trifling  expense  upon  the  State. 

NATURAL    HISTORY    SURVEY. 

Two  years  ago  the  Legislature  created  the  Geological  and 
Natural  History  Survey  and  made  an  appropriation  for  carry- 
ing on  the  worlc  through  a  board  of  commissioners.  The  re- 
port of  this  board  has  been  laid  before  you,  showing  the  char- 
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ftcter  and  value  of  the  work  done.  I  bespeak  for  the  report,  and 
for  the  request  for  an  appropriation  for  the  continuance  of  the 
work  80  well  b^un,  your  careful  attention. 

FORESTRY    COMMISSION. 

The  Forestry  Commission  appointed  under  the  law  passed 
by  the  last  Legislature  has  prepared  a  bill  and  report,  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  which  will  be  submitted  to  you.  The  work  of 
the  Commission  has  been  carefully  performed,  and  their  recom- 
mendations deserve,  and  I  am  sure  will  receive,  your  careful 
consideration. 

PROTECTION  OF  FISH  AND  GAME. 

The  laws  for  the  protection  of  fish  and  game  have  been  wisely 
enforced  in  all  parts  of  the  State  during  the  past  two  years. 
Laws  of  this  character,  while  plainly  a  necessity  if  the  fish  and 
game  which  abound  in  our  lakes,  rivers  and  forests  are  not  to 
be  exterminated  within  a  few  years,  are  not  popular,  and  their 
enforcement  must  always  be  attended  with  some  unpleasantness. 
I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  under  the  methods  which 
have  prevailed  the  past  few  years  opposition  to  the  law  has 
greatly  diminished,  and  its  enforcement  has  become  a  more 
gracious  task. 

PRISON   LABOR. 

The  Prison  Labor  Commission  appointed  under  the  provi- 
sion made  by  the  last  Legislature  has  prepared  its  report,  to 
which  I  call  your  attention.  This  Commission  has  traveled  a 
great  deal  and  held  conferences  in  this  and  other  States  with 
people  who  have  made  a  special  study  of  the  subject  of  prison 
labor,  and  their  report  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  be  very  useful  to 
you  in  determining  what  action,  if  any,  you  should  take  upon 
this  question  of  the  employment  of  criminals. 


INSURED  THE  CAPITOL. 

The  destruction  of  the  Capitol  of  Pennsylvania  by  fire  a  few 
years  ago,  and  the  indemnity  to  the  State  bv  adequate  insur- 
ance, led  me  to  make  a  careful  examination  of  our  own  Capitol 
building,  with  a  view  to  determine  whether  the  public  interest 
required  that  it  should  be  insured.  The  result  of  my  investiga- 
tion was  such  as  to  convince   me  that  it  is  subject  to  constant 
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danger^  and  to  give  me  the  conviction  that  if  a  great  loss  should 
occur  to  the  people  by  fire  during  my  administration  for  want 
of  adequate  insurance,  I  should  regard  myself,  and  justly  be 
regarded,  as  derelict  in  my  duty.  I  therefore  insured  the  Capi- 
tol in  companies  selected  by  the  Insurance  Commissioner  of  the 
State,  in  the  sum  of  $500,000,  for  three  years,  paying  therefor 
in  premiums  the  sum  of  $2,000.  My  action  in  this  regard  has 
been  criticised  as  without  authority  of  law  and  without  neces- 
sity in  fact. 

I  commend  an  examination  of  this  subject  to  3'our  honorable 
body,  and  if  there  be  want  of  legal  authority,  or  if  it  be  in  doubt, 
I  recommend  that  the  authority  be  made  clear,  unless  upon  in- 
vestigation you  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  insurance  is  unneces- 
sary or  inexpedient,  in  which  event,  of  course,  the  responsibility 
will  not  be  upon  the  Executive.  In  addition  to  insurance,  I 
took  such  measures  as  I  deemed  proper  to  safeguard,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  contents  of  the  Capitol,  of  great  value  and  not  in- 
sured. 

TIIE  STATE  FAIR   GKOUXDS. 

Several  years  ago  there  was  loaned  to  the  State  Agricultural 
Society,  to  enable  them  to  purchase  State  Fair  Grounds,  the 
sum  of  $90,666  from  the  School  funds  and  $77,782.03  from 
the  General  fund.  Part  of  this  loan  was  made  through  the 
purchase  of  incumbrances  held  against  the  grounds,  but  they 
constituted  as  a  whole  a  loan  to  the  amount  of  $168,448.03. 

Ifo  interest  was  ever  paid  upon  this,  and  there  was  no  likeli- 
hood of  the  State  ever  being  able  to  reimburse  itself,  so  pro- 
ceedings were  begun  to  foreclose  the  mortgages  upon  the 
grounds  in  June,  1897,  and  judgment  of  foreclosure  and  sale 
was  entered.  The  total  amount  due,  with  the  accumulated  in- 
terest, at  that  time  was  $201,176.66.  Pending  the  foreclosure 
proceedings,  two  receivers  were  appointed  by  the  Circuit  Court 
for  Milwaukee  county,  to  take  charge  of  the  property.  On  De- 
cember 5,  last,  the  necessary  time  having  expired,  a  sale  of  the 
property  was  made  under  the  decree  of  the  court,  and  the  At- 
torney-General's Department,  representing  the  State,  bid  in  the 
property  for  the  State  for  the  sum  of  $234,265.14.  This 
amount  included  the  accumulated  interest,  the  solicitor's  fees 
of  $200,  and  various  other  court  expenses,  including  $10,000 
which  the  court  allowed  to  the  receivers. 

The  property  is  not  at  the  present  time  worth  the  amount  for 
which  it  was  bid  in,  but  it  was  necessary  for  the  State  to  make 
a  bid  covering,  not  only  the  total  amount  due,  but  all  expenses 
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connected  with  the  receivership,  foreclosure  and  sale.  The 
State  now  holds  the  property  in  fee,  and  it  rests  with  the  Legis- 
lature to  determine  what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  it. 

I  refer  to  the  matter  at  this  time  more  particularly  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  sum  which  was  loaned  from 
the  Trust  funds  to  the  Agricultural  Society,  which  aggregated, 
as  before  stated,  $90,66G,  should  be  returned  to  those  funds,  and 
I  recommend  that  that  amount  at  least,  (which  does  not  include 
accimiulated  interest)  be  appropriated  to  reimburse  the  School 
funds.  It  is  highly  important  that  the  Trust  funds  of  the  State 
be  kept  intact  There  has  apparently  been  in  the  past  a  lack 
of  careful  scrutiny  of  security  in  the  loaning  of  these  Trust 
funds,  and,  consequently,  some  losses  have  resulted.  I  believe 
it  very  necessary  that  provision  bo  made  for  returning  to  the 
Trust  funds  every  dollar  which  has  been  lost  in  this  manner. 
It  is  true  that  it  is  no  less  a  loss  to  the  State  to  have  this  amoimt 
taken  out  of  the  General  fund  to  reimburse  the  Trust  funds,  but 
to  fail  to  reimburse  those  funds,  when  money  loaned  from  them 
is  lost,  would  imj)eril  our  most  important  resource  as  well  as 
the  whole  financial  svstem  of  our  State. 


THE     RAILROADS. 

We  may  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  pleasant  relations 
which  exist  between  the  people  of  tlie  State  and  the  great  trans- 
portation corporations  doing  business  within  our  borders.  It 
is  coming  to  be  more  clearly  understood  each  year  that  there  is 
a  close  relation  between  the  development  and  prosperity  of  our 
agricultural,  commercial,  manufacturing  and  other  interests 
and  that  of  the  transportation  companies.  I  look,  therefore, 
for  a  continuance  of  these  ])leasant  relations  between  the  twenty 
or  more  railroad  companies  of  Wisconsin  and  the  people  of  the 
State,  nothwithstanding  the  efforts  occasionally  made  to  prove 
that  these  interests  are  inimical  to  each  other. 


RAILROAD    INVESTIGATION. 

The  last  Legislatiye  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee to  make  investigation  of  the  books  of  the  railroad  com- 
panies doing  business  within  the  State.  This  committee,  I  un- 
derstand, has  performed  its  work,  and  its  report  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  printer  and  will  be  submitted  to  you  early  in  this 
present  session.  It  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  receive  your  careful 
attention. 
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STATUS    OF    WAR    CLAIMS. 

It  is  my  duty]  to  advise  you  of  the  status  of  the  claim  of  Wis- 
<X)nsin  against  the  United  States  to  indemnify  the  State  for  ex- 
penses incurred  during  the  war  of  the  Rebellion.  The  claim 
was  filed  by  a  previous  administration.  It  has  within  the  last 
two  years  received  careful  attention  from  the  Attorney-General 
and  other  State  oflBcers,  and  at  the  proper  auditing  department 
of  the  United  States,  with  a  view  to  classifying  the  claim  and 
separating  the  items  which  fall  clearly  within  legislation  here- 
tofore enacted,  from  those  not  at  any  time  heretofore  provided 
for.  It  seems  to  be  very  clear  that  over  $600,000  of  this  claim, 
being  for  interest  paid  by  the  State  on  funds  borrowed  and  in- 
terest lost  by  the  sale  of  interest-bearing  securities,  to  raise 
money  with  which  to  equip  troops  and  enable  Wisconsin  to  do 
her  part  in  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  should  be,  without 
question,  as  a  matter  of  justice,  repaid  to  the  State. 

The  State  of  New  York  made  similar  claim  against  the 
United  States  and  brought  suit  in  the  Court  of  Claims  to  re- 
cover. The  defense  of  the  statute  of  limitations  was  inter- 
posed, and  it  was  held  in  that  case,  as  the  claim  had  been  specifi- 
cally presented  within  the  six  years  to  the  proper  department 
of  the  government,  that  when  transmitted  to  the  Court  of 
Claims  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1883,  it  was  competent  for  the 
court  to  render  judgment  upon  it. 

The  claim  of  Wisconsin  does  not  appear  to  have  been  specifi- 
cally presented  within  six  years  after  it  accrued,  as  was  the 
claim  of  New  York,  and  therefore  it  seems  that  the  obstacle,  and 
the  only  obstacle  to  its  payment,  is  to  be  found  in  section  1069 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  which  declares 
as  follows : 

'TEvery  claim  against  the  United  States,  cognizable  by  the 
Court  of  Claims,  shall  be  forever  barred  unless  the  petition  set- 
tingforth  a  statement  thereof  is  filed  in  the  court,  or  transmitted 
to  it  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  or  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  as  provided  by  law,  within  six  years  after 
the  claim  first  accnies." 

This  statute  has  been  held  applicable  to  the  claim  of  a  State 
against  the  government. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  an  amendment  was  offered  to 
the  Southern  War  Claims  bill,  which  had  passed  the  House  and 
was  pending  in  the  Senate,  removing  the  bar  of  this  staiute  of 
limitations  from  any  claim  of  States  for  costs,  charges  and  ex- 
penses incurred  under  the  acts  of  1861  and  1802  above  referred

to.  The  amendment  was  adopted  by  the  Senate,  and  the  bill  is 
now  pending  before  a  conference  committee  upon  a  difference 
which  does  not  relajte  to  this  amendment.  It  is  reasonably 
hoped  that  before  the  end  of  the  present  session  of  Congress  the 
bill  will  have  passed,  and  the  way  thereby  made  easy  to  secure 
this  act  of  justice  to  the  State. 

THE    SWAMP    LAND    CLAIM. 

Early  in  my  last  administration  a  bill  was  introduced,  at  my 
instance,  in  both  houses  of  Congress,  to  provide  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  differences  between  the  State  and  the  United  States 
over  the  swamp  land  grant  of  1850.  The  Senate  bill  was  re- 
ferred, as  is  the  custom,  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  for 
examination  and  report,  and  I  am  advised  that  the  points  of  dif- 
ference have  been  adjusted,  and  that  the  Department  will  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  bill,  with  some  amendments  which  seem 
to  be  just. 

The  controversy  between  the  State  and  the  United  States 
upon  this  subject  is  of  lons^  standing,  and  involves  details  too 
complicated  to  permit  of  rehearsal  here.  Briefly  it  may  be  said 
that  by  the  swamp  land  grant  everv  tract  of  public  land  within 
certain  States,  including  Wisconsin,  the  major  portion  of  which 
was  swamp,  was  granted  to  the  State.  If  the  minor  portion  was 
swamp,  the  tract  was  excluded  from  the  grant.  The  authori- 
ties of  the  United  States  at  the  outset  tendered  to  the  State  the 
election  to  adopt  one  of  the  two  modes  of  adjustment.  One  was 
to  select  the  land  upon  the  basis  of  the  field-notes ;  the  other  was 
to  take  upon  a  special  examination  of  each  tract.  Wisconsin 
chose  the  former  method,  and  for  many  years  lands  were  selected 
and  patented  upon  that  basis.  Afterwards  the  State,  through 
the  legislature  and  State  officers,  memorialized  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  for  leave  to  change  the  basis  and  to  adopt  the 
second  methml  above  indicated.  This  proposition  the  Depart- 
ment at  Washington  declined  to  entertain. 

In  1881  the  Honorable  William  E.  Smith,  then  Governor  of 
the  State,  being  duly  authorized,  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  Mr.  Sohurz,  and  the  Commis- 
sioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  Mr.  Williamson,  as  shown 
by  correspondence  and  in  other  ways,  by  which  it  was  under- 
stood that  the  grant  was  to  be  adjusted  at  the  earliest  practicable 
date,  the  selections  being  made  upon  the  basis  of  the  field-notes. 
That  is  to  say,  wherever  the  field-notes  showed  a  major  fraction 
of  a  fortv-acre  tract  to  be  swamp,  it  was  to  be  considered  swamp 
land  within  the  grant,  and  patented  by  the  United  States  to  the 
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State  as  such.  Where  the  field-notes  showed  that  the  major  por- 
tion was  not  swamp  it  was  to  be  excluded  from  the  grant,  and, 
it  being  not  a  part  of  the  grant  the  State  was  to  have,  of  course, 
no  indemnity  therefor. 

To  carry  forward  this  agreement  and  to  bring  the  adjustment 
to  a  speedy  conclusion,   an  agent  was  appointed  by  the  State, 
who,  acting  with  one  appointed  by  the  Interior  Department, 
spent  nearly  two  years  in  making  a  list  of  the  lands  within  the 
State  shown  by  the  field-notes  to  be  swamp,  these  lists  being  duly 
certified  by  both  agents.     For  some  time  the  lands  upon  these 
lists  were  patented  to  the  State.     Controversies  then  arose  be- 
tween the  settlers  and  the  State,  and  the  Department  at  Wash- 
ington so  far  departed  from  the  agreement  as  to  permit  proof 
outside  of  the  field-notes  as  to  the  character  of  the  land ;  in  other 
words,  permitted  evidence  to  be  given  to  impeach  the  accuracy 
of  the  field-notes.     The  authorities,  however,  held  the  State  to 
the  agreement,  and  would  not  permit  her  agent  to  show  that  the 
lands  not  reported  swamp  by  the  field-notes  were  in  fact  swamp. 
The  bill  directed  the  speedy  adjustment  of  the  grant  upon 
the  basis  of  the  agreement  and  the  lists  made  thereunder,  and 
provides  that  lands  still  owned  by  the  United  States,  contained 
in  the  lists,  shall  be  patontc<l  to  the  State,  and  for  the  lands  con- 
tained in  the  lists  which  have  been  disposed  of  by  the  United 
States  since  the  lists  were  made,  the  State  shall  have  the  right 
to  select  indemnity  from  other  public  lands  of  the  United  States 
within  the  State. 

The  bill  also  provides  that  swamp  lands  which  have  been  al- 
lotted to  Indians,  and  swamp  lands  within  the  Indian  reserva- 
tions, shall  be  relinquished  by  the  State  to  the  United  States, 
indemnity  being  taken  therefor  from  other  public  lands  within 
the  Stated 

It  has  been  found  that  there  are  some  lands  in  the  lists  which 
were  disposed  of  by  the  United  States  prior  to  the  making  of 
the  grant.  These  lands,  of  course,  are  to  bo  excluded,  nor  is 
the  State  entitled  to  indemnity  therefor,  since  they  were  not 
public  lands  at  the  time  the  errant  was  made. 

There  are  some  lands  also  in  the  lists  to  which  the  State 
would  have  been  entitled  under  the  swamp  land  act,  but  which 
were  selected  many  years  ago  under  internal-improvement 
grants  to  the  State,  and  patented  to  the  State,  or  its  beneficiar- 
ies, under  such  grants.  The  Interior  Department  insists  that 
these  lands  should  be  excluded,  as  the  State  has  received  them, 
and  may  fairly  be  said  to  have  elected  to  take  them  under  the 
later  grants  rather  than  to  claim  them  under  the  prior  grant, 
and  that,  inasmuch  as  the  State  has  received  them,  she  is  not 
entitled  to  indenmity  for  them. 
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The  bill  provides  that  before  any  patent  shall  be  issued  to 
the  State  under  its  provisions,  the  State  shall,  by  legislative  au- 
thority, relinquish  all  its  right,  title  and  interest  to  the  lands 
which  have  been  disposed  of  by  the  government  to  settlers,  and 
also  to  the  lands  of  which  settlers  are  the  purchasers,  and  also 
to  the  lands,  if  any,  which  have  been  allotted  to  the  Indians,  and 
*X)  the  swamp  lands  within  the  Indian  reservations. 

If  this  bill  shall  be  enacted,  as  I  believe  it  will,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  it  will  put  an  end  to 
this  long-standing  controversy  between  the  State  and  the  United 
States,  will  quiet  the  title  to  a  great  many  farms  and  homes,  and 
will  eliminate  the  troubles  constantly  growing  out  of  the  cases 
in  which  the  State  has  the  legal  title  and  the  Indian  has  the  per- 
manent right  of  occupancy,  which  has  led  to  controversies  over 
timber  and  other  values.  This  subject  has  had  my  careful  and 
constant  attention,  and  is  receiving  the  careful  attention  of  the 
delegation  in  Congress.  It  will,  if  consummated,  fcive  to  the 
State  of  other  public  lands  over  three  hundred  and  ten  thousand 
acres. 

Of  course,  the  act,  if  passed,  does  not  bind  the  State  to  an  ac- 
ceptance, but  if  this  general  adjustment  shall  meet  the  approval 
of  your  honorable  body,  I  recommend  that  a  law  be  enacted  giv- 
ing authority  to  carry  it  out  by  the  execution  of  the  proper  in- 
struments of  relinquishment. 

THE    PASS    QUESTION. 

The  two  leading  political  parties  in  convention  assembled 
adopted  resolutions  condemnatory  of  what  is  known  as  the 
"pass  system''  and  demanded  the  enactment  of  legislation  to  put 
an  end  to  it.  These  resolutions  were  severally  unanimously 
adopted.  They  are  to  be  taken,  although  differing  somewhat  in 
form  and  scope,  as  expressive  of  the  popular  sentiment  upon  the 
general  subject,  and  I  earnestly  recommend  that  legislation  be 
enacted  giving  full  effect  to  the  popular  will  as  thus  expressed. 

The  theory  of  the  resolutions  is  that  the  acceptance  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  or  other  public  servants,  executive  or 
judicial,  of  such  favors  from  corporations  is  calculated  to  in- 
fluence them  in  their  action  by  placing  them  imder  a  sense  of 
])er8onal  obligation,  and  therefore  is  prejudicial  to  the  public 
interest.  In  this  view  neither  declarati(m  in  my  judgment  is 
sufficiently  broad  to  reach  and  eradicate  the  evil  complained  of. 

It  is  well  known  that  it  has  been  the  custom  for  many  years 
for  the  railway  companies  of  the  State  to  send  to  all  members 
of  the  Legislature  and  public  officials  generally,  annual  passes 
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for  themselves.  This,  to  some  extent,  has  been  true  as  to  ex- 
press, telegraph  and  sleeping-car  companies.  The  universality 
of  the  custom,  and  the  fact  that  in  the  distribution  of  annual 
passes  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature  no  discrimination  has 
been  shown,  has  tended,  it  is  believed,  to  minimize  any  possible 
sense  of  favoritism  or  personal  obligation  on  tho  part  of  the  re- 
cipients. The  real  field  for  favor,  and  therefore  of  personal 
obligation,  has  been  in  the  granting  of  transportation  upon  the 
request  of  public  officials  to  constituents,  favors  not  gi*anted  as  a 
matter  of  course,  and  therefore  possible  of  being  construed  as 
having  been  distributed  with  ulterior  purposes,  either  to  influ- 
ence the  recipients  in  future  action  or  to  reward  them  for  past 
action. 

It  has  seemed  to  me  that  the  popular  will  upon  the  subject 
can  only  be  expressed  by  legislation  which  will  destroy  the  sys- 
tem root  and  branch,  and  eliminate  from  it,  at  least  so  far  as 
State  officials  are  concerned,  as  far  as  it  can  be  done  by  legisla- 
tion, the  possibility  of  any  favors  directly  or  indirectly  in  the 
matter.  Therefore,  I  believe  that  the  legislation  should  not  be 
restricted  to  the  giving  of  passes  by  the  corporations  indicated, 
or  their  acceptance  by  a  public  official  for  his  own  use,  but  that 
the  prohibition  should  extend  to  any  person  upon  the  request 
of  public  officials.  In  this  view  the  law  should  prohibit  the 
panting  of  passes,  or  the  acceptance  of  passes  or  franks,  to  or 
by  public  officials,  and  also  the  granting  of  transportation  or 
franks,  or  facilities  of  any  kind,  to  any  person,  directly  or  in- 
directly, upon  the  request  of  any  public  official.  One  of  the 
platform  declarations  is  sufficiently  broad  to  extend  the  prohibi- 
tion to  the  granting  to,  or  acceptance  by,  mayors,  aldermen  and 
other  public  officials  of  municipalities. 

All  that  I  have  said  upon  the  subject  in  its  relation  to  State 
officials  certainly  applies  to  all  munici])al  authorities  who  have 
duties  to  perform,  legislative  or  otherwise,  with  reference  to  lo- 
cal franchises. 

I  recommend  that  an  adequate  constitutional  amendment  be 
submitted  to  the  people  in  order  that,  if  adopted,  the  prohibition 
shall  be  a  part  of  the  permanent  law  of  the  State,  beyond  reach 
of  legislative  modification  or  repeal ;  and  that  there  be  promptly 
enacted  legislation  covering  the  same  ground,  to  be  in  force  until 
it  shall  have  been  superseded  by  constitutional  amendment. 

THE    LEGISLATIVE    LOBBY. 

Both  the  leading  political  parties  in  convention  also  declared 
for  the  enactment  of  legislation  adequate  to  destroy  what  ia 
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called  the  legislative  lobby  and  to  protect  the  members  of  each 
body  from  malign  influences. 

It  is  not  supposed  that  it  was  or  could  be  intended  to  preclude, 
if  it  were  possible  so  to  do  by  legislative  enactment,  the  people 
from  communicating  to  their  representatives,  either  at  the  Capi- 
tol or  otherwise,  their  wishes  or  wants  as  to  legislation.  Every 
citizen  has  the  right,  which  cannot  be  taken  away  from  him 
or  her,  to  ask  for  or  to  oppose  legislation,  and  to  present  in  a 
proper  manner  the  reasons  for  his  or  her  contention.  The 
platform  declarations  are  evidently  not  intended  to  isolate  the 
Legislature  from  its  constituency.  To  do  so  would  be  to  de- 
stroy in  a  considerable  measure  its  representative  capacity. 
Memb:'^8  of  the  Legislature,  like  the  Executive,  are  but  agents 
of  the  people,  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  out,  within  the 
limits  of  the  Constitution,  the  will  of  the  people  properly  ex- 
pressed. The  evil  sought  to  be  reached  is  to  remove  from  the 
Legislature  the  supposed  danger  of  undue  influence  resulting 
either  in  the  defeat  of  needed  legislation  or  the  enactment  of 
vicious  legislation. 

•  Just  what  form  efficient  legislation  for  the  purpose  indicated 
can  take  without  doing  harm  as  well  as  good,  I  confess  my  in- 
ability at  this  time  to  see.  The  Legislature  can  pass  no  law 
which  will  prevent  persons  from  coming  to  or  residing  in  the 
Capital  city  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Legislature  of  this  State  many  years  ago  passed  laws, 
still  in  force,  intended  to  protect  legislation  against  not  only 
corrupt  influences,  but  against  influences  not  strictly  corrupt, 
but  sinister  because  secret. 

Section  4482  of  the  Revised  Statutes  reads: 

^^Any  person  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  give  or  agree,  or 
offer  to  give,  any  money  or  property,  or  valuable  thing,  or  any 
pecurity  therefor,  to  any  person  for  the  service  of  such  person, 
or  of  any  other  person,  in  procuring  the  passage  or  defeat  of 
any  measure  before  the  Legislature,  or  before  either  house  or 
any  cojimittee  thereof,  upon  the  contingency  or  condition  of 
the  passage  or  defeat  of  such  measures,  or  who  shall  receive, 
directly  or  indirectly,  or  agree  to  receive,  any  such  money, 
property,  thing  of  value  or  security  therefor,  for  such  service, 
upon  any  such  contingency  or  condition,  or  who,  having  a  pe- 
cuniary or  other  interest,  or  acting  as  the  agent  or  attorney  of 
any  person,  in  procuring  or  attempting  to  procure,  the  passage 
or  defeat  of  any  measure  before  the  Legislature,  or  before 
either  house  or  any  committee  thereof,  shall  attempt  in  any ' 
manner  to  influence  any  member  of  such  Legislature,  for  or 
against  any  such  measure,  without  first  making  known  to  such 
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member  the  real  and  true  interest  he  has  in  such  measure,  either 
personally  or  as  such  agent  or  attorney,  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
by  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars." 

Section  102  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  as  follows: 
"Each  bouse  may  punish  as  for  a  contempt,  by  imprisonment, 
a  breach  of  its  privileges  or  the  privileqjcs  of  its  members,  but 
only  for  one  or  more  of  the  following  offenses,  to-wit: 
4.  That  of  giving  or  offering  a  bribe  to  a  member,  or  of  attempt- 
ing by  menace,  or  other  corrupt  means  or  device,  directly  or  in- 
directly, to  control  or  influence  a  member  in  giving  his  vote,  or 
to  prevent  bis  giving  the  same ;  but  the  term  of  imprisonment 
which  such  house  may  impose  for  any  contempt  specified  in  this 
section  shall  not  extend  beyond  the  same  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature." 

Again,  section  4475  declares  that : 

"Any  person  who  shall  corruptly  give,  offer  or  promise  to  any 
executive,  judicial,  legislative,  administrative  or  other  officer 
of  the  State,  or  of  any  county,  town,  city,  village,  school  dis- 
trict, or  other  municipal  corporation  or  subdivision  therein, 
after  his  election  or  appointment,  and  either  before  or  after  he 
shall  have  been  qualified,  or  shall  have  taken  his  seat,  any  gift 
or  gratuity,  or  any  money,  pocds,  thing  in  action,  personal  or 
real  property,  or  anything  of  value,  or  any  pecuniary  or  other 
personal  advantage,  present  or  prospective,  with  intent  to  in- 
fluence his  vote,  opinion,  judgment  or  action  upon  any  ques- 
tion, inatter,  cause  or  proceeding  which  may  then  be  pending 
or  which  may  by  law  come  or  be  brought  before  him  in  his  offi- 
cial capacity,  and  any  such  officer  who  shall  corruptly  accept 
or  receive  any  such  gift,  gratuity,  money,  goods,  thinsj  in  action, 
personal  or  real  property,  or  anything  of  value,  or  any  such  pe- 
cuniary or  other  personal  advantage,  present  or  prospective, 
under  any  agreement  or  understanding  that  his  vote,  opinion, 
judgment  or  action  should  be  thereby  so  influenced,  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  State  prison  not  more  than 
five  years  nor  less  than  one  year,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  nor  less  than  two  hundred  dollars." 

These  statutes  are  brought  together  to  show  the  existing 
status  of  legislation  upon  the  subject. 

It  is  quite  clear  that  the  penalty  provided  by  section  4476 
is  inadequate.  No  greater  offense  against  our  system  of  gov- 
ernment, unless  it  be  treason,  can  well  be  conceived  than  the 
ddiberate  corruption  of  public  servants.  Such  an  offense,  when 
proven,  is  not  adequately  punished  by  fine.  One  convicted  of 
it  should  be  made  to  bear   the  degradation   of  imprisonment

Section  12  of  the  statutes  excludes  from  the  right  of  suffrage 
every  person  convicted  of  bribery. 

The  enforcement  of  a  portion  of  these  statutes,  in  so  far  as 
they  i*elate  to  legislation,  depends  very  greatly  upon  the  co- 
operation of  members  of  the  Legislature.  Ordinarily  the  of- 
fense of  bribery  or  improper  influence  is  secret.  Those  who 
bribe  or  are  bribed  are  not  likely  to  tell  of  it.  Those  who  are 
unduly  or  improperly  influenced,  if  they  are  conscious  of  it, 
are  not  likely  to  give  publicity  to  the  fact.  The  best  deterrent, 
so  far  as  it  relates  to  public  officials,  is  the  certainty  of  prompt 
exposure  and  punishment.  I^ach  house  has  the  matter  mainly 
in  its  own  hands.  Every  member  of  the  Legislature  improp- 
erly approached  should  unhesitatingly  make  it  known  as  not 
only  an  insult  to  himself,  an  offense  against  the  people,  but  an 
attack  upon  the  dignity  and  honor  of  the  lody  of  which  he  is  a 
member.  Every  member  of  a  body  charged  with  the  duties  of 
legislation,  who  knows  of  the  exercise  of  undue  influence,  or  has 
good  reason  to  believe  it,  owes  a  solemn  duty  to  himself,  to  the 
people,  and  to  the  house  of  which  he  is  a  member,  to  make 
known  the  fact,  and  to  set  in  motion  the  investigating  powern 
of  the  body.  The  concealment  by  a  member  of  such  a  body  of 
the  fact,  or  well-grounded  suspicion,  of  corruption  or  attempted 
corruption,  is  not  a  much  less  heinous  offense  against  popular 
government  than  the  offense  of  being  corruptly  influenced. 

Section  8  of  article  4  of  the  Constitution  provides  that : 

"Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings, 
punish  for  contempt  and  disorderly  behavior,  and  with  the  con- 
currence of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected,  expel  a  mem- 
ber/' etc. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  declared  in  a  well-known  case  that: 

"It  is  competent  for  the  Legislature  to  investigate  into  the 
alleged  bribery  of  any  of  its  members,  or  the  members  of  a  pre- 
vious Legislature,  in  the  disposal  of  a  trust,  and  it  may  compel 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  inflict  punishment  upon  them 
for  contempt.  There  is  no  appellate  or  supervisory  jurisdic- 
tion over  legislative  proceedings  in  such  matters/^ 

It  is  entirely  within  the  province  of  each  house  to  determine 
who  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  and  who  shall  be  excluded. 
The  exercise  of  that  power  by  each  house  is  evidenced  by  the 
standing  rules  of  each  body.  It  is  within  the  power  of  each 
house  to  modify  and  strengthen  or  weaken  these  rules  at  will, 
and  manifestly  the  power  to  enforce  them  and  the  extent  of 
their  enforcement  rests  with  each  house. 

After  all,  aside  from  the  fearless  exercise  of  the  powers  given 
to  each  house  to  protect  its  honor  and  dignity,  and  legislation 
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against  xuidue  or  improper  influence^  the  surest  safeguard  is  to 
\)6  found  in  an  enlightened  public  opinion  among  the  people  and 
the  election  of  men  to  public  tinist  beyond  question  of  undoubt- 
ed int^rity  and  of  abilitj  to  enable  them  to  detect  the  approach 
of  insidious  influence  and  to  spurn  it 

I  am  aware  that  this  is  a  delicate  subject  for  consideration  in 
a  message  addressed  by  the  Executive  to  the  Legislature.  Un- 
der our  Constitution  our  government  is  divided  into  three  de* 
partments:  Legislative,  Judicial,  and  Executive.  Each  is 
independent  of  the  other  within  its  sphere.  Neither  may  dic- 
tate to  the  other,  and  primarily  the  protection  of  the  dignity 
and  honor  of  eadi  rests  with  each.  I  find  justification  for  the 
suggestions  herein  made  only  in  the  platform  declarations  re- 
ferred to,  and  disclaim  a  purpose  to  thereby  in  any  wise  invade 
the  legislative  jurisdiction.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  ground  for 
impeachment  of  legislative  integrity.  I  necessarily  leave  the 
whole  matter  to  your  honorable  body  to  devise  such  further 
measures,  if  any  are  deemed  necessary,  as  to  you  may  seem  best, 
with  the  assurance  of  my  earnest  co-operation  within  the  limits 
of  my  constitutional  authority  in  the  premises. 


CONCLUSION. 

I  cannot  hope  in  this  review  to  have  touched  upon  all  the  vital 
subjects  which  will  claim  your  attention  during  this  session, 
but  I  have  tried  to  lay  emphasis  upon  those  which  seem  to  me 
to  be  of  paramount  importance. 

I  believe  that  in  a  time  of  general  prosperity  like  this,  ther© 
is  more  need  for  a  close  scrutiny  of  appropriations  and  a  watch- 
fulness of  public  expenditures  than  when  a  general  financial 
stringency  makes  the  necessity  for  economy  to  each  an  individ- 
ual matter. 

A  wise  economy  may  be  practiced  without  depriving  any 
State  interest  of  its  necessary  support.  I  feel  confident  that 
every  subject  which  shaU  come  before  you  will  receive  that  con- 
sideration which  will  enable  you  to  dispose  of  it  in  the  best 
manner  possible.  Be  assured  that  in  aU  your  work  you  will 
have  my  hearty  and  sincere  co-operation.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONER  TO  COLLECT    HISTORICAL 

MATERIAL. 

To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin: 

By  chapter  289,  laws  of  1897,  the  undersigned  was  ap- 
pointed commissioner  "to  collect  through  local  historical 
societies,  schools,  the  grand  array  of  the  republic,  woman^s 
relief  corps,  and  j^uch  other  agencies  as  may  be  found 
available,  such  local  historical  and  biographical  material  as 
may  be  considered  valuable  for  preservation  in  the  library 
of  the  state  historical  society;  to  encourage  and  advispi  local 
historical  societies,  and  foster  in  schools  and  colleges  a  spirit 
of  local  historical  inquiry  and  research,  and  to  co-operate  gen- 
erally with  the  state  historical  society  and  the  central  commit- 
tee on  the  semi-centennial  anniversary,  in  the  work  of  gathering 
and  preserving  pioneer  and  other  valuable  historical  material, 
particularly  with  reference  to  the  semi-centennial  anniversary 
of  the  state." 

The  same  act  further  provided  that  the  commissioner  thereby 
appointed  make  an  annual  report  to  the  state  historical  society 
on  the  first  of  December,  1897,  and  1898;  that  said  commission 
terminate  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January,  1899,  and  that 
the  said  commissioner  make  a  final  report  to  the  legislature 
within  fifteen  days  after  its  meeting  and  organization  in  the 
year  1899. 
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In  conformity  with  these  provisions  of  law,  the  undersigned 
begs  leave  respectfully  to  submit  this  his  final  report  to  the 
legislature. 

Entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  immediately  upon  the 
passage  and  publication  of  the  act  cited,  the  commissioner  in- 
vited R.  G.  Thwaites,  secretary  of  the  State  Historical  society, 
Hon.  W.  H.  Chandler,  state  inspector  of  high  schools,  and  Rev 
A.  O.  Wright,  to  act  upon  the  advisory  and  consulting  board 
and  they  accepted  the  positions. 

Active  measures  were  taken   to  advise  by  circulars,  leading 
citizens,  teachers  and  schools  of  the  plans  of  the  commissioner, 
and  of  the  general  committee,    and   to    invite  hearty  co-op  era 
tion  in  the  preparatory   work   of   the  semi-centennial  cele^pj^. 
tion,  and  o'  collecting  historical   material,  provided  for  in  ^y^^ 
act.     No  little  interest  was   awakened,  especially  in  the  Public 
schools,  in    collecting  material,    writing  essays,    and  ho 
local  public  exercises  for  the  reading  of  essays  and  listening  to 
addresses,      upon     pioneer     reminiscences     and     experiences. 
It    is    believed    that  the    educational    value   of    these    efforts 
was  very  great,  and  that  the  knowledge  gained   of  the  material 
needed,  and  the  method  of  treatment  of   the   matter    collected, 
will  prove  of  permanent  value.     The   material  collected,  so  far 
as  forwarded  to  the  commissioner,    has   been    deposited    in  the 
archives  of  the    state   historical   society,    together  with  the  ad- 
dresses made  at  the  educational  meeting   held    in  the  capitol  in 
Madison,     at    the  semi-centennial  anniversary  of  the  state,  and 
the  annual  reports  to  that  society  have  been  duly  made    by  the 
commissioner.

carry  on  such  particular  works,  and  shall  devote  thereto  the. 
avails  of  such  grants  and  may  pledge  or  appropriate  the  reve- 
nues derived  from  such  works  in  aid  of  their  completion.  No 
franchise  or  other  privilege  shall  ever  be  granted  for  the  use 
of  any  road  improved  by  the  state  of  by  its  aid,  or  of  any  part 
thereof.

To  the  Honorable^  the  Legislature: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  par- 
dons granted  by  me  during  1897  and  1898  and  the  reasons  for 
granting  the  same,  as  required  by  law: 

Rowland  Harris,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for 
Waukesha  county  on  May  11,  1896,  of  the  crime  of  burglary,, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term 
of  two  years.  -  Pardon  granted  May  27,  1897,  on  the  condition 
that  the  said  Elowland  Harris  during  the  life-time  of  his  parents 
shall  assist  them  in  conducting  the  farm  and  otherwise  contrib- 
ute to  their  support,  and  that  he  shall  shun  evil  associations  of 
all  kinds.  Pardon  granted  for  the  reason  that  it  was  recom- 
mended by  the  district  attorney  who  prosecuted  and  the  judge 
who  sentenced  him. 

James  Sullivan,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of  Winne- 
bago county  on  August  4,  1894,  of  the  crime  of  assault  with  in- 
tent to  kill  and  murder,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
state  prison  for  the  term  of  six  years.  Pardon  granted  July 
12,  1897,  upon  the  condition  that  the  said  James  Sullivan  re- 
frain absolutely  from  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  for  a  period 
of  five  years  from  the  date  of  this  warrant.  Pardon  granted  for 
the  reason  that  the  district  attorney  who  prosecuted  and  the 
judge  who  sentenced  him  both  earnestly  recommended  his  pardon. 

Fred  Genke,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Calumet 
county  on  April  13,  1896,  of  the  crime  larceny,  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term  of  two  years. 
Pardon  granted  July  12,  1897,  for  the  reason  that  the  district 
attorney  who  prosecuted  and  the  judge  who  sentenced  him  both 
strongly  recommended  his  pardon;,  the  judge  in  his  letter  say- 
ing that  he  would  never  have  sent  the  said  Genke  to  state 
prison  if  he  had  had  any  alternative. 

John  McCann,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Wood 
county  on  the  18th  day  of  February,  1896,  of  the  crime  of  ob- 
structing a  railroad  track,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in 
the  state  prison  for  the  term  of  three  years.  Pardon 
granted  July  31,  1897,  for  the  reason  that  the  said  McCann  was 
very  ill  of  consumption  and  his  pardon  was  recommended  by 
the  prison  physician  and  the  state  board  of  control. 

Michael  H.  Lennon,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for 
Barron  county,  on  February  29,  1892,  of  the  crime  of  rape, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term 
of  twenty  years.  Pardon  granted  September  10,  1897,  for  the 
reason  that  the  judge  who  sentenced  him   eroressed   the   belief 
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that  the  circumstances  which  developed  since  his  sentence  show 
that  he  has  already  suffered  sufficiently  for  the  crime  he  com- 
mitted. 

Luke  Flynn,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Marinette 
county  on  May  7,  1897,  of  the  crime  Of  robbery,  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term  of  one  year. 
Pardon  granted  November  8,  1897,  for  the  reason  that  the  judge 
who  sentenced  him  wrote  to  me  that  he  bad  investigated  Flynn's 
case  after  he  was  sentenced  and  had  satisfied  himself  that  Flynn 
was  not  guilty. 

William  Quigley  and  Alexander  Petrie,  convicted  before  the 
circuit  court  for  Kenosha  county  on  April  1,  1893,  of  the  crime  of 
rape,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the 
term  of  seventeen  years.  Pardon  granted  November  9,  1897, 
upon  the  condition  that  the  said  William  Quigley  and  the  said 
Alexander  Petrie  refrain  absolutely  from  the  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  warrant, 
and  upon  the  further  condition  that  the  said  William  Quigley  and 
the  said  Alexander  Petrie  assist  in  supporting  each  his  mother 
for  a  period  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  warrant.  Pardon 
granted  for  the  reason  that  the  leading  citizens  of  Kenosha, 
where  the  boys  lived,  very  generally  asked  for  executive  clem- 
ency on  the  ground  that  the  boys  were  "more  sinned  against 
than  sinning,"  their  victim  being  older  than  either  of  them  and 
the  judge  who  sentenced  them  expressed  the  belief  that  the  boys 
had  been  punished  sufficiently  and  that  society  would  be  more 
benefited  by  "their  release  than  by  their  continued   incarceration. 

William  T.  Jackson,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for 
Iowa  county,  on  November  28,  1894,  of  the  crime  of  fornication, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison,  for  the  term 
of  three  years.  Pardon  granted  January  6,  1898,  for  the  reason 
that  it  appeared  to  me  that  Jackson  bad  been  sufficiently  pun- 
ished, his  sentence  of  three  years  lacking  but  four  months  of 
»  completion.  The  new  testimony  discovered  upon  which  it  was 
attempted  to  secure  a  new  trial  for  Jackson,  while  not  conclusive 
of  his  innocence,  was  yet  entitled  to  some  consideration  and  to 
be  given  some  weight,  and  this  constitutes  part  of  the  reason 
for  the  pardon. 

Henry  Stark,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Vilas 
county,  on  February  6,  1896,  of  the  crime  of  robbery,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term  of 
four  years.  Pardon  granted  March  19,  1898,  for  the  reason  that 
the  judge  who  sentenced  Stark  recommedded,  and  the  state 
board  of  control  requested  it,  and  for  the  further  reason  that 
Stark  is  a  helpless  and  hopeless  cripple  and  was  a  burden  on 
the  prison  authorities  and  the  state.  His  people  were  willing 
to  care  for  him. 

Louis  Otto,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for  Wauke- 
sha county,  on  October  3,  1896,  of  the  crime  of  burglary,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  4,he  state   prison   for  the  term  of 
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eight  years.  Pardon  granted  March  31,  1898,  upon  the  condi- 
tion that  the  said  Otto  refrain  absolutely,  for  a  period  of  five 
years  from  the  date  of  pardon,  from  the  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors;  that  he  shun  evil  company  and  that  he  contribute  to 
the  support  of  his  mother  and  her  family.  Pardon  granted  for 
the  reason  that  the  district  attorney  who  prosecuted  and  the 
judge  who  sentenced  him  recommended  the  pardon  on  the  ground 
that  Otto  was  influenced  to  the  crime  by  one  who  seemed  to 
have  an  undue  influence  over  him  and  that  Otto  was  not  crim- 
inally inclined. 

George  V.  Signor,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for 
Washburn  county,  on  August  26,  1897,  of  the  crime  of  assault 
with  the  intent  to  commit  rape,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment 
in  the  state  prison  for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardon  grant- 
ed April  16,  1898,  for  the  reason  that  the  judge  who  sentenced 
him  wrote  that  the  man  had  been  sufficiently  punished. 

Wilson  Skenadore,  Elias  Doxtater,  Edward  Stevens,  Aaron 
Hill,  Alfice  Cornelius.  Sampson  Stevens,  Elijah  Anton  and 
Isaac  Stevens,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Brown 
county,  on  October  2,  1897,  of  the  crime  of  burglary,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term  of 
three  years.  Pardon  granted  May  6,  1898,  on  condition  that 
they  refrain  absolutely  from  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  for 
the  period  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  pardon.  Pardon 
granted  for  the  reason  that  the  judge  who  sentenced  them  re- 
quested it,  explaining  in  a  letter  to  me  that  their  crime  was 
technically  burglary  but  that  they  did  not  deserve  above  six 
months  each,  and  that  he  promised  them  when  sentence  was  pro- 
nounced, to  ask  for  their  pardon  after  they  had  served  six 
months. 

John  Schroeder,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for  Mil- 
waukee county,  on  May '6,  1895,  of  the  crime  of  incest,  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term  of  five 
years.  Pardon  granted  May  6,  1898,  for  the  reason  that  Judge 
Lyon  of  the  board  of  control  and  the  attorney  general's  de- 
partment informed  me  that  Schroeder  was  being  illegally  held 
under  an  error  in  his  conviction,  he  having  been  convicted  of 
the  wrong  crime. 

Paul  K.  Stanton,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for 
Kacine  county,  on  November  29,  1897,  of  the  crime  of  lar- 
ceny, and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the 
term  of  one  year.  Pardon  granted  June  1,  1898,  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  district  attorney  who  prosecuted  him  recommended 
clemency  on  the  ground  that  Stanton  had  been  sufficiently  pun- 
ished. 

Joseph  Hutzler,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for  Dane 

county,  on  February  10,  1898,    of   the   crime  of  burglary,  and 

"sentenced  to  imprisonment   in   the   state   prison  for  the  term  of 

eighteen    months.     Pardon    granted  August  2,  1898,    upon  the 

condition  that  the  said  Joseph  Hutzler  refrain  absolutely   from 
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the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  for  a  period  of  five  y^ars  from 
the  date  of  pardon  and  devote  himself  to  the  support  and 
proper  maintenance  of  his  family.  Pardon  granted  for  the 
reason  that  the  judge  who  sentenced  him  recommended  it. 

John  R.  Lenz,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for  Win- 
nebago county,  on  December  5,  1896,  of  the  crime  of  forgery, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term 
of  two  years.  Pardon  granted  August  19,  1898,  for  the  reason 
that  the  district  attorney  who  prosecuted  and  the  judge  who 
sentenced  him  reconynended  it. 

William  Slater,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Wood 
county  on  June  13,  1894,  of  the  crime  of  assault  with  intent  to 
commit  rape,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison 
for  the  term  of  seven  years.  Pardon  granted  August  19,  1898, 
for  the  reason  that  the  judge  who  sentenced  him  urged  the  par- 
don on  the  ground  that  Slater  was  the  victim  of  a  plot  to  rob 
him  of  his  land.

James  K.  Lovelace,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for 
Lafayette  county, on  February  7,  1898,  of  the  crime  of  burglary, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term 
of  one  year.  Pardon  granted  October  3,  1898,  for  the  reason 
that  the  district  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case  recommended  it. 

John  McHugh,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Calumet 
county,  on  April  13,  1897,  of  the  crime  of  horse-stealing,  and 
•sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term  of 
three  years.  Pardon  granted  November  23,  1898,  upon  the  con- 
dition that  the  said  John  McHugh  refrain  absolutely  from  in- 
toxicating liquors  for  the  period  of  five  years  from  the  date  of 
pardon.  Pardon  granted  for  the  reason  that  the  district  at- 
torney who  prosecuted  and  the  judge  who  sentenced  him  strongly 
recommended  his  pardon. 

Samuel  Trickey,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for  St. 
"Croix  county,  on  August  27,  1897,  of  the  crime  of  perjury,  and 
-sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term  of 
two  years.  Pardon  granted  for  the  reason  that  the  district 
attorney  who  prosecuted  and  the  judge  who  sentenced  him 
strongly  recommended  it.     Pardon  granted  November  29,  1898. 

Patrick  McDonald,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for 
Dodge  county,  on  October  15,  1868,  of  the  crime  of  murder, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the 
term  of  his  natural  life.  Pardon  granted  August  19,  1898,  for 
the  reason  that  he  was  old  and  helpless,  had  served  thirty  years, 
and  had  the  unusual  record  of  never  having  had  a  black  mark 
against  him.         ,     •j^^ 
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COMMUTATION   OP   SEMTEMCE. 

Isaac  Robinson,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Kenosha 
county,  October  3,  1895,  of  the  crime  of  arson,  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term  of  five  years. 
Sentence  commuted  September  16,  1897,  from  five  years  to  a 
sentence  of  three  years,  for  the  reason  that  it  was  shown  by 
the  testimony  on  the  trial  and  by  that  of  neighbors  and  friends 
of  Robinson  that  this  was  the  first  offense  of  which  he  had  been 
guilty,  that  he  had  a  large  family  of  chilBren  sadly  in  need  of 
the  support  which  he  might  give  them,  and  it  seemed  that  the 
interests  of  society  would  be  better  conserved  by  dimishing  his 
term,  and  allow  him  thus  sooner  to  become  a  useful  and  inde- 
pendent citizen. 

Barney  I.  Block,  convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Keno- 
sha county,  on  October  3,  1895,  of  the  crime  of  arson,  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  the  term  of 
eight  years.  Sentence  commuted,  July  11,  1898,  from  the  term 
of  eight  to  four  years,  for  the  reason  that  it  appeared  from  the 
testimony  and  information  furnished  to  me  that  Block  was  not 
really  the  guilty  party,  to  the  extent  that  he  was  the,  at  least, 
partially,  innocent  tool  of  more  able  and  designing  criminals. 
Besides  this  Block's  health  was  very  poor,  an  aged  father  and 
mother  were  dependen t  upon  him  for  support,  and  it  was  thebe- 
.ief  of  all  who  knew  him  that,  if  released,  he  would  be  able  to 
support  his  aged  parents  and  be  of  some  service  to  society.

Sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  industrial 
school  for  girls  at  Milwaukee  until  she  reached  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years.  Pardon  granted  November  10,  1897,  for  the 
reason  that  the  girl  had  been  married,  and  inasmuch  as  the 
parents  of  both  parties  approved  the  marriage,  she  ought  to  be 
allowed  to  join  her  husband,  and  the  power  of  the  board  of 
managers  to  hold  her  for  two  years  longer  ought  not,  under  the- 
circumstances,  to  be  exercised. 

James  Conway,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for  Dane 
county,  on  October  21,  1897,  of  the  crime  of  carrying  concealed 
weapons,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for 
Dane  county  for  the  term  of  sixty  days.  Pardon  granted  No- 
vember 19,  1897,  for  the  reason  that  the  district  attorney  who- 
prosecuted  him  requested  it  on  the  ground  that  Conway  was- 
sick  unto  death  and  it  was  desirable  to   send  him  to   his  home. 
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C.  J.  Nolan,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for  Eane 
county,  on  November  29,  1896,  of  the  crime  of  breaking  and 
entering  the  state  capitol,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  of  Dane  county  for  the  term  of  five  months.

Andrew  Glendenning,  convicted  before  the  municipal  coilrt 
for  Monroe  county,  on  April  19,  1897,  of  the  crime  of  larceny, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  Monroe  county  jail  for  the 
term  of  ninety^days.  Pardon  granted  May  19,  1897,  on  the  con- 
dition that  he  endeavor  at  once  to  secure  honest  employment  and 
that  he  keep  away  from  evil  associates  for  a  period  of  three 
years.  Pardon  granted  for  the  reason  that  the  Rev.  F.  H. 
Wright,  of  Sparta,  recommended  it,  representing  that  the  boy 
could  be  saved  to  a  useful  life  if  pardoned  and  agreeing  to  se- 
cure employment  for,  and  look  closely  after  Glendenning. 

Royal  Payne,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for  Wal- 
worth county,  on  July  6,  1897,  of  the  crime  of  ill  treating  a 
horse,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for 
Walworth  county  for  the  term  of  three  months.  Pardon  granted 
September  7,  1897,  upon  the  condition  that  the  said  Royal 
Payne  refrained  absolutely  from  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors 
for  a  period  of  one  year  fTbm  date  of  pardon.  Pardon  granted 
for  the  reason  that  the  officers  of  the  humane  society  who,  to- 
gether with  the  district  attorney,  prosecuted  him,  and  the 
district  attorney  and  judge  recommended  it  and  expressed  the 
belief  that  the  man  had  been  sufficiently  punished.

Pardon  granted  for  the  reason  that  the 
judge  who  sentenced  the  girl,  accompanied  by  her  father,  ap- 
peared before  me  and  urged  her  release. 

Mrs.  Delia  Fuller,  convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for 
Milwaukee  county,  on  September  12,  1896,  of  the  crime  of  for- 
gery, and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  Milwaukee  county 
house  of  correction,  for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardon  granted 
December  14,  1897,  for  the  reason  that  it  was  recommended  by 
the  judge  who  sentenced  her,  he  expressing  the  belief  that  the 
woman  (who  had  served  all  but  four  months  of  her  term  had 
been  sufficiently  punished. 

James  Miller  and  Thomas  Foley,  convicted  before  the  municipal 
court  for  Racine  county,  on   November   26,  1897,  of  the  crime 
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of  carrying  concealed  weapons  and  using  obscene  language,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  Racine  county 
for  a  term  of  two  months.  Pardon  granted  January  3,  1898, 
for  the  reason  that  the  authorities  of  Manitowoc  county  desired 
to  prosecute  them  on  the  charge  of  burglary  convicted  in  that 
county;  and  to  wait  until  the  expiration  of  the  sentence  of  the 
municipal  court  of  Racine  would  involve  unnecessary  expense  to 
Manitowoc  county.

Pardon  granted  January  26,  1898,  for  the  reason  that  it  ap- 
peared to  me,  from  the  petitions,  letters  and  records  in  the 
-case,  that  the  interests  of  society  will  be  best  served  by  his  re- 
lease.

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REPORT  OF  COMMISSION  OF  FISHERIES. 

To  the  Honorable  The  Legislature  of  Wiscofisin: 

Gentlemen  : — The  commissioners  of  fisheries  of  the  state  of 
Wisconsin,  in  compliance  with  the  law  prescribing  their  duties, 
present  herewith  a  report  of  their  transactions  for  the  two 
years  ending  December  31st,  1898. 


A.    GENERAL   STATEMENT   OF   TRANSACTIONS. 

The  two  years  included  in  this  report  have  been  a  period  of 
great  activity  on  the  part  of  both  the  commissioners  and  those  in 
their  employ.  During  this  time  a  large  and  admirably  equipped 
hatchery  has  been  erected  at  Bayfield,  and  the  operations  of  the 
hatchery  maintained  for  many  years  at  Milwaukee  have  been  sus- 
pended and  transferred  to  Oshkosh.  Much  labor  has,  therefore, 
been  necessary  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  work  of  the  commis- 
sion. 

The  work  of  taking,  hatching  and  distributing  spawn  and 
young  and  adult  fish  now  extends  throughout  the  year  and  no 
sooner  is  the  handling  of  one  variety  of  fish  completed  than  it 
is  necessary  to  begin  work  upon  another.  The  labors,  there- 
fore, of  the  commission  are  unceasing  and  make  great  demands 
on  their  employees  for  unsparing  and  eflBcient  service.  The  com- 
missioners are  glad  to  give  hearty  commendation  to  the  faithful 
services  of  all  their  employees,  and  especially  of  the  superin- 
tendent, Mr,  James  Nevin. 

B.    DISTRIBUTION    OF    FISH.

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A  detailed  statement,  showiDg  the  places  where  distribution 
WBS  made^  is  appended  to  this  report.  Large  as  is  this  output 
the  calls  for  fry  and  adult  fish  are  continually  increasing  and  the 
demands  are  far  in  excess  of  the  number  which  the  commissioners 
can  possibly  supply  at  present.  Owing  to  the  over-crowded 
condition  of  the  Madison  hatchery,  the  number  of  trout  fry  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  has  not  been  so  great  as  in  the  past, 
but,  with  the  increased  accommodations  afforded  by  the  Bayfield 
hatchery,  the  number  will  rapidly  increase. 

C.    STATEMENT   OF    APPROPRIATIONS   AND   EXPENDITURES.

The  accompanying  account  of  the  treasurer  of  the  commission 
sets  forth  more  fully  the  object,  nature  and  distribution  of  the 
expenditures.  The  commissioners  have  made  every  effort  to 
economize  their  resources  and  to  obtain  the  largest  results  and 
full  value  for  money  paid  out,  and  they  feel  that  as  much  as 
possible  has  been  realized  from  the  funds  which  the  state  has 
entrusted  to  their  care. 


D.    BAYFIELD    HATCHERY. 

In  the  last  biennial  report  an  account  was  given  of  the  lands 
acquired  by  the  state  at  Bayfield  and  the  improvements,  both 
temporary  and  permanent,  made  there.  The  legislature  of 
1897  appropriated  $10,000  for  the  building  of  a  fish  hatchery  at 
this  place.  During  the  year  1897  this  hatchery  was  built  and 
was  completed  in  time  for  use  during  the  winter  of  1897-8, 
although  the  building  was  finished  at  so  late  a  date 
that  it  could  not  be  filled  with  eggs.  The  hatchery 
building  is  large,  commodious  and  beautiful,  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  photograph  reproduced  herewith.  The  walls  of  the 
lower  story  are  constructed  of  Lake  Superior  sandstone.  The 
front  of  the  building  is  two  stories  high,  containing  offices  on 
the  lower  floor,  and  accommodation  for  the  family  of  the  super- 
intendent in  the  second  story.  The  hatchery  room,  in  the  rear, 
is  50  by  80  feet  in  size,  and  is,  therefore,  capable  of  containing 
an  immense  number  of  eggs. 

The  water  for  supplying  the  hatching  troughs  is  brought  from 
the  dam  at  Birch  Run,  described  in  the  last  report.  This  water 
has  proved  to  be  in  quality  and    quantity  all    that  could  be  de- 
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sired  for  the  hatching  of  food  fish.  '  The  temperature  of  the 
water,  as  it  comes  from  the  pond  on  Birch  Run  is  so  low  that 
the  hatching  of  the  trout  is  delayed  beyond  what  would  be  the 
case  were  the  water  taken  directly  from  springs.  This  delay 
in  hatching  permits  the  distribution  of  the  trout  in  the  spring 
of  the  year  at  a  time  when  it  is  both  easy  to  place  them  in  the 
streams,  and  when  there  is  sufficient  food  supply  in  the  streams 
for  the  young  fry. 

To  conduct  the  water  from  the  dam  at  Birch  Run  to  the 
hatching  house,  a  wooden  pipe  16  inches  in  diameter  and  two 
thousand  fee^  long  was  constructed  and  laid.  The  pipe  is  made 
of  2  X  4  hemlock  pieces,  and  is  firmly  bound  at  intervals  of  two 
feet  with  heavy  iron  bands.  The  excavations  for  this  pipe  wore 
difficult,  owing  to  the  sandy  nature  of  the  soil  and  the  depth  of 
the  trench,  which  at  some  points  was  twenty  feet  deep.  The 
cost  of  the  pipe  line  for  excavating,  and  construction  and  lay- 
ing of  pipe  was  $2,548:92. 

The  cost  of  the  hatchery  was  $9,005.59.  During  the  year, 
1897  $1,837.34  were  expended  on  other  permanent  improvements 
at  the  Bayfield  hatchery.  During  the  year  1898  there  were  ex- 
pended on  permanent  improvements  at  the  Bayfield  hatchery 
$2,363.78;  of  which  sura  $1,180.04  represent  the  cost  of  the 
barn  and  ice-house;  the  balance  being  expended  for  other  perm- 
anent improvements. 

An  area  of  about  twenty- five  acres  around  the  hatchery  has 
been  graded  and  cleared  of  the  innumerable  stumps  and  logs 
with  which  it  was  incumbered  when  the  commissioners  took 
possession  of  the  property.  A  beginning  has  been  made  in 
the  construction  of  permanent  ponds  for  adult  fish  on  the 
lower  grounds,  adjacent  to  the  hatchery.  In  1896,  a  long 
flume  was  built  through  the  grounds  and  divided  into  ponds 
for  the  reception  of  trout.  This  temporary  structure  is  still  in 
use,  but  the  commissioners  expect  to  continue  the  construction 
of  permanent  ponds  banked  with  stone,  which  will  take  the 
place  of  this  raceway.  The  accompanying  map  of  the  grounds 
shows  the  number,  size  and  arrangement  of  the  ponds  as 
planned.  Three  of  the  ponds  are  now  made  and  others  will  be 
added  during  the  coming  year. 


E.    OSHKOSH    HATCHING    STATION. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  for  1897  shows  that  out  o. 
nearly  200,000,000  eggs  of  wall-eyed  pike,  which  were  collected 
in  the  spring  of  that  year,  and  placed  in  the  Milwaukee  hatchery, 
only  a  little  more  than  23, 000, 000, were  hatched  and  distributed. 
This  was  the  first  time  that  pike  eggs  had  ever  died  at 
the  Milwaukee  hatchery.  The  cause  of  the  death  was  un- 
doubtedly the  low  temperature  of  the  water,  caused  by 
the  extension   into  deeper    water   of    the    intake    of    the  Mil- 
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waukee  water- works.  This  effect  of  the  low  temperature  of  the 
water  on  the. eggs  of  the  wall-eyed  pike  made  it  impossible  for 
the  commissioners  to  continue  longer  their  work  at  Milwaukee. 
Accordingly  they  determined  to  establish  a  temporary  hatching 
station  at  Oshkosh.  The]  park  board  of  Oshkosh  offerred  the 
commissioners  a  site  free  of  charge  in  Lake  Park,  and  a  wooden 
building,  30x60  feet,  waa.  erected  there  during  1897,  at  a  total 
expense  of  $1,267.19.  In  this  building  were  placed  the  wall- 
eyed pike  eggs  in  the  spring  of  1898.  Owing  to  low 
water  in  the  Wolf  River  at  the  spawning  season,  the  com- 
missioners were  unable  to  secure  as  many  eggs  as  in  the  former 
year,  collecting  altogether  110,000,000;  of  which  more  than 
50,000,000  were  hatched  and  distributed.  This  proportion  is  a 
very  favorable  one  and  the  Oshkosh  hatching  station  is  un- 
doubtedly well  adapted  to  the  service  which  is  expected  of  it. 
A  considerable  number  of  lake  trout  eggs  will  be  transferred 
from  the  Bayfield  hatchery  to  Oshkosh  during  the  present 
winter,  and  after  hatching,  distributed  from  Oshkosh.  In  this 
way  the  fry  for  the  central  and  southern  part  of  the  state  will 
be  distributed  more  easily  than  from  the  Bayfield  hatchery. 


F.    MADISON    HATCHERY. 

At  the  Madison  hatchery  ordinary  repairs  have  been  made 
sufficient  to  keep  the  property  in  good  repair,  including  the 
replacement  of  sidewalks  and  the  renewal  of  the  bulkheads 
of  the  ponds.  The 'supply  of  water  at  this  hatchery  has 
not  increased  during  the  past  two  years,  though  per- 
haps it  has  not  diminished.  In  the  years  immediately 
preceding  this  report  the  supply  of  water  declined  rapidly 
and  greatly.  As  a  result  of  the  continued  diminution 
of  water  supply  the  ponds  have  become  unable  to  maintain  th% 
breeding  fish  in  the  best  condition  and  their  fertility  fias  con- 
sequently diminished.  The  commissioners  expect  to  transfer  a 
considerable  number  of  the  fish  to  the  Bayfield  hatchery,  where 
there  will  be  sufficient  room  for  their  proper  development,  as 
soon  as  the  ponds  at  Bayfield  are  constructed. 


INLAND    FISHERIES. 

The  inland  fisheries  are  becoming  more  valuable  each  year. 
It  is  impossible  to  state  their  exact  value  or  to  approximate 
it  with  any  degree  of  accuracy.  Their  value  lies  not  only 
in  the  amount  of  food  produced;  but  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent in  the-  fact  that  they  are  a  drawing  attraction 
to  the  summer  tourists  who  come  into  this  state  to  spend 
their  summers  and  vacations  in  fishing  and  other  recreations 
and  lavishly  spend  their  money  while    here.     Excellent   fishing

in  our  lakes  and  streams  also  induces  the  summer  resorters  of 
Wisconsin  to  stay  within  the  borders  of  our  state  in  their  search 
for  recreation.  The  amount  of  money  left  within  our  borders 
on  these  accounts  must  extend  into  the  millions 
of  dollars  annually.  With  an  increasing  number  of 
wealthy  people  in  the  several  large  cities  in  and  ad- 
jacent to  our  state,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  this 
source  of  profit  will  increase  in  the  future  more  rapidly  than  it 
has  in  the  past.  It  is  interesting  to  contemplate  the  vast 
amount  of  revenue  the  citizens  of  this  state  will  derive  from 
this  source  twenty- five  years  hence,  if  our  lakes  and  streams 
are  kept  stocked  with  the  better  varieties  of  game  fish,  and 
the  fish  are  given  adequate  protection  by  good  laws  rigidly  en- 
forced. 

PHEASANTS. 

In  accordance  with  the  statutes  of  1897,  the  commissioners 
have  devoted  much  time  and  a  small  amount  of  money  to  the 
propagation  of  pheasants.  It  did  not  seem  advisable  to 
expend  the  full  sum  which  they  were  authorized  to  expend 
by  the  act  of  the  legislature,  since  the  enterprise  was 
a  new  one  and  the  commissioners  were  aware  that  there 
were  many  difficulties  attending  the  propagation  of  these 
birds.  The  reports  of  the  superintendent  for  1897-8  will  show 
what  has  been  accomplished  in  this  direction.  The  work  has 
been  more  difficult  than  the  commissioners  anticipated,  and  only 
a  small  degree  of  success  has  been  reached  up  to  this  time. 
They  trust,  however,-  that  the  initial  difficulties  are  now  past 
and  that  a  larger  measure  of  success  will  attend  their  efforts  in 
the  future. 

O.    OO-OPEBATION   OF  THE   RAILWAYS. 

The  several  railway  companies  of  the  state  have  rendered  great 
assistance  to  the  work  of  the  commissioners  by  extending  free 
transportation  to  the  fish  car  and  to  the  employees  of  the  commis- 
sioners when  engaged  in  the  distribution  of  fish.  The  fish  car, 
"  Badger, "  traveled  over  the  several  railway  lines  in  the  state 
18,725  miles  in  1897,  and  21,441  miles  in  1898.  If  the  com- 
missioners had  paid  regular  rates  for  this  transportation,  the 
necessary  sum.  would  have  been  a  large  portion  of  the  amount 
appropriated  for  their  use.  The  commissioners  desire  to  make 
acknowledgment  of  the  great  service  rendered  them  by  the 
railroads  of  the  state  with  so  much  promptness  and  courtesy. 

Two  of  the  railways  of  the  state  have  especially  co-operated 
with  the  work  of  the  commissioners  in  the  distribution  of 
white  bass.  The  C.  and  N.  W.  railway  and  the  C,  M.  and 
St.  P.  railway  each  fitted  up  a  baggage  car  with  tanks 
suitable  for  the  distribution  of  adult  white  bass,  and  during 
the  spring  of  1898  they  co-operated    with   the   commissioners,. 
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the  commissioners  catching  and  distributing  the  bass,  and  the 
companies  furnishing  these  cars  and  their  free  transportation. 
Only  a  limited  number  of  these  adult  fish  can  be  carried  in  a  car 
at  one  shipment,  and  the  time  during  which  they  can  be  caught 
and  shipped  is  short.  By  the  simultaneous  use  of  these  two 
cars  and  the  state  fish  car,  "Badger,  '*  a  much  larger  number  of 
fish  could  be  handled  than  when  only  one  car  was  employed. 
More  than  23,000  bass  were  transplanted  in  the  state  during 
the  spring  of  1898;  a  number  much  greater  than  has  ever  been 
distributed  in  one  season  before. 


H.    LEGISLATION  AFFECTING  THE  WORK  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS 
OF  FISHERIES. 

A  bill  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of  1897,  making  a  close 
time  for  fishing  in  the  great  lakes,  and  a  similar  bill,  amend- 
atory of  this  act,  has  been  prepared  by  a  joint  committee  from 
the  several  states  bordering  the  great  lakes,  and  is  to  be 
presented  to  this  session  of  the  legislature.  Should  this 
bill  pass  and  should  fishing  be  prohibited  in  the  great 
lakes  during  the  spawning  season  of  the  fall,  the  com- 
missioners will  be  unable  to  procure  the  eggs  of  white- 
fish  and  lake  trout  from  the  fishermen  as  they  have  done  here- 
tofore. If  fishing  is  prohibited  during  this  season,  the  com- 
missioners will  be  restricted  for  eggs  to  fish  which  are  taken 
by  their  employees.  The  expense,  however,  of  providing  tugs 
and  crews  is  so  great  that  the  commissioners  will  be  unable  to 
procure  eggs  in  large  numbers,  and  should  they  attempt  to  take 
the  fish  in  large  numbers,  their  action  would  necessarily 
result  in  -the  death  of  large  numbers  of  fish  during 
the  spawning  season.  It  may  well  be  doubted  whether  the  best 
method  of  preserving  the  fish  of  the  great  lakes  is  by  establish- 
ing a  close  season,  or  by  securing  the  taking  of  eggs  from  all 
fish  caught  during  the  spawning  season,  and  providing  a  place 
where  they  may  be  hatched  and  from  which  they  may  be  planted 
in  the  lakes  from  which  they  were  taken.  However  this  ques- 
tion of  policy  may  be  decided,  it  is  right  that  the  legislature 
should  understand  that  the  enforcement  of  the  close  season  will 
render  it  necessary  for  the  commissioners  of  fisheries  to  direct 
most  of  their  work  to  the  fish  of  the  inland  lakes,  unless  large 
appropriations  are  made  to  enable  the  commissioners  to  catch 
fish  for  spawning  purposes  from  the  great  lakes. 

The  fisheries  of  the  great  lakes  form  an  important  industry, 
and  are  worth  at  a  low  estimate  a  mplion  dollars  per  year  to 
the  state.     They  give  emplopment  to  1,500  people. 

The  beneficent  results  of  stocking  Lake  Superior  with  white- 
fish  and  lake  trout  from  the  Bayfield  hatchery  are  already  ap- 
parent in  the  increased  catch  of  both  species. 
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A  second  matter  of  proposed  legislation,  which  may  affect 
the  work  of  the  commission  relates  to  free  transportation  on 
the  railways  of  the  state.  Since  the  commissioners  began 
their  work,  the  various  railways  of  the  state  have  granted 
free  transportation  to  the  fish  and  to  the  fish  car  and  to  the 
employees  of  the  commission  while  engaged  in  the  work  of 
distributing  fish.  The  commissioners  would  respectfully  re- 
quest that  in  any  bill  abolishing  free  transportation  within 
the  state,  the  fish  car  and  the  employees  of  the  commission 
should  be  excepted.  If,  however,  it  seems  wise  to  the  legis- 
lature to  require  the  commissioners  to  pay  for  this  transporta- 
tion, the  commissioners  would  request  an  appropriation  suffi- 
cient to  defray  this  expense  be  made.  If  the  commissioners  are 
required  to  pay  transportation  for  the  car  out  of  the  regular 
appropriation  made  for  their  use,  their  work  will  be  very  greatly 
reduced. 

In  conclusion  the  commissioners  would  say  that  the  sum  of 
money  now  appropriated  by  law  is  sufficient  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  propagation  of  fish  at  the  hatcheries  already  estab- 
lished; to  make  the  ordinary  repairs;  and  to  improve  by  de- 
grees the  hatcheries,  especially  at  Bayfield  and  Oshkosh.  If, 
however,  it  should  seem  wise  to  the  legislature  to  enact  laws 
which  will  seriously  increase  the  expenses  of  conducting  the 
operations  of  the  commissioners,  it  is  obvious  that  their  work 
must  be  restricted,  unless  the  necessary  additional  funds  are 
appropriated  by  the  legislatur'e.  #

Gentlemen  of  the  Joint  Convention:  It  is  with  great  pleasure 
that  I  present  to  you  the  candidate  of  your  choice,  the  Hon. 
Joseph  V.  Quarles,  United  States  senator-elect. 

The  senator-elect  addressed  the  joint  convention  as  follows: 
"Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and    Assembly: 
Your  most  gracious  message   announcing    my    election    to    the 
high    office    of    United   States    senator   for    Wisconsin  has  just 
reached  me,   with  a  request  for  my  personal  presence  with  you. 
"  You  can  hardly  understand  how   such    a    message    has    un- 
fitted me  to  make  any  suitable  appearance    or  address    at  this 
time. 
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"  Being  a  native  of  Wisconsin,  words  cannot  portray  the  love 
I  bear  her.  Wisconsin  and  I  were  infants  together.  No  sym- 
pathy or  friendship  is  stronger  or  more  enduring  than  such  as 
springs  out  of  early  associations.  Wisconsin  of  the  future, 
great»  rich,  powerful,  will  never  attract  to  herself  such  ardent 
love  as  kindled  in  the  breasts  of  her  hardy  pioneers. 

To  serve  this  state  will  be  a  labor  of  love.  It  remains  fdr 
me  to  say  that  your  commission  is  thus  interpreted  and  under- 
stood. Your  servant — now  commissioned — is  not  to  represent 
any  particular  district  or  section,  but  the  whole  state  of  Wis- 
consin.    No  party,  but  the  whole  people. 

"  I  hope  the  time  will  never  come  during  my  public  service 
when  any  citizen  of  Wisconsin,  no  matter  how  humble  or  of 
whatsoever  party,  shall  hesitate  to  come  and  take  me  by  the 
hand  and  frankly  make  known  his  views  or  wishes  on  any  pub- 
lic question.  You  expect  me  to  favor  legislation  that  shall  en- 
courage not  one  line  of  trade,  but  every  industry  to  develop  all 
the  resources  of  this  state  so  favored  in  point  of  location  and 
natural  advantages,  to  encourage  commerce  on  her  lakes  and 
rivers,  and  make  secure  the  safety  of  the  citizen  and  the  seren- 
ity of  the  home  wherever  the  starry  banner  waves. 

"Gentlemen,  you  will  not  at  this  hour  expect  any  speech 
from  me.  My  chief  regret  is  that  I  cannot  bring  to  your  ser- 
vice greater  ability;  but  such  as  it  is  shall  be  enlisted  during  the 
term  of  my  public  service  with  the  utmost  zeal  and  loyalty,  not 
only  in  the  interest  of  our  noble  state,  but  also  on  behalf  of  this 
glorious  and  immortal  union  of  states  which  now  challenges  the 
admiration  of  the  world.  My  hope  and  prayer  is  that  you  will 
never  have  occasion  to  regret  the  action  of  this  day."

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COMMUNICATION  TO  THE  LEGISLATURE. 
By  Senator  Stout: 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  COMMISSIOXERS 
FOR  ERECTING  THE  STATE  HISTORICAL  LI- 
BRARY BUILDING. 

(Acting  under  the  laws  of  Wisconsin — for  1895,  chap.  298; 
for  1897,  chaps.  237,  293.) 

Madison^  Wis.^  January  16,  1899. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  Wisconsin: 

Athough  not  called  upon  to  report  to  the  legislature,  by  the 
terms  of  the  statutes  under  which  they  operate,  the  board  of  com- 
missioners for  erecting  the  state  historical  library  building  deem, 
it  proper  to  render  a  report  to  the  representatives  of  the  people, 
of  their  efforts  to  accomplish  the  task  imposed  upon  them  by 
the  two  previous  sessions  of  the  legislature.  It  is  also  due  to 
themselves  to  submit  a  statement  of  the  embarrassments  and  dif- 
ficulties w^hich  they  have  encountered  in  the  execution  of  this 
trust. 

In  chapter  298,  laws  of  1895,  the  legislature  appropriated 
a  tax  of  one-tenth  of  a  mill  on  each  dollar  of  the  assessed  valu- 
ation of  the  taxable  property  of  the  state,  for  three  years,  com- 
mencing in  the  year  1897,  for  the  construction  of  a  building  "for 
the  accommodation  of  the  library  and  museum  of  the  state  his- 
torical society,  and  such  other  libraries  and  collections  as  may 
be  placed  in  the  custody  of  said  historical  society."  This  ap- 
propriation aggregated  $180,000,  the  tax  being  levied  for  the 
jears  1897,  1898,  and  1899. 

In  accepting  oflSce  under  this  act,  the  commissioners  under- 
stood that  the  first  appropriation  was  but  preliminary,  and  that 
it  was  expected  of  them  that  they  should  adopt  plans  suitable 
to  the  needs  of  the  institution.  They  recognized  the  intent  of 
the  legislature  to  construct  a  building  which  should  be  an  object 
of  just  pride  to  the  state,  and  carry  the  good  name  and  repute 
of  this  generation  to  future  generations.  In  their  invitation 
to  the  architects  of  the  country  to  submit  plans,  they  offered  sug- 
gestions in  harmony  with  this  intent:  they  sought  an  archi- 
tectural design  worthy  of  a  great  and  rich  commonwealth,  and 
of  the  institution  which  it  was  designed  to  house — a  noble  ref- 
erence library,  one  of  the  best  of  its  character  in  the  Union, 
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which,  together  with  its  manuscript  collections,  accompanying 
litate  archives,  and  historical  museum  and  portrait  gallery,  has 
-carried  the  name  and  fame  of  Wisconsin  not  only  throughout  our 
country,  but  to  foreign  lands.  By  the  legislature  itself,  a  site 
was  selected  for  the  building,  which  is  admirably  in  keeping 
with  the  character  and  uses  of  the  library.  It  required,  how- 
ever, four  facades,  as  every  side  would  be  open  to  approach  and 
view.  It  was  insisted,  moreover,  that  the  building  should  be  of 
fireproof  construction,  and  should  be  so  planned  that  it  could 
readily  be  expanded  according  to  the  growing  needs  of  future 
times — ^not  only  to  accommodate  the  present  possessions  which 
the  state  historical  society  holds  in  trust  for  the  people  of  the 
state,  but  to  provide  for  its  fast-growing  acquisitions  for  a  long 
term  of  years.  Of  the  many  plans  offered  in  competition  by  sev- 
eral of  the  foremost  architects  of  the  country,  the  present — by 
Messrs.  Ferry  &  Clas,  of  Milwaukee — ^was  selected  on  accoimt  of 
its  dignity,  the  symmetry  of  its  proportions,  and  the  extent  of  its 
accommodations  according  to  cost.  As  the  work  has  progressed, 
the  commissioners  have  felt  an  increasing  satisfaction  with  the 
choice  then  made,  and  they  believe  that  the  people  of  the  state 
will  welcome  the  result  as  being  in  harmony  with  the  high  pur- 
pose of  the  legislature  and  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

Construction  upon  the  plans  of  Ferry  &  Clas  was  commenced 
in  the  summer  of  1896,  the  contract  then  awarded  to  Thomas  R. 
Bei*tley,  of  Milwaukee,  being  necessarily  for  but  a  small  por- 
tion of  the  contemplated  building.  The  next  legislature,  that 
of  1897,  approved  the  course  taken  by  the  board,  and,  after  care- 
fully examining  the  plans,  voted  (in  chap.  237,  laws  of  1897) 
an  additional  appropriation  of  $240,000 — being  an  extension  of 
the  one-ten th-of-a-mill  tax  through  the  years  1900,  1901,  1902, 
and  1903.  These  two  appropriations  for  construction  aggre- 
gated $420,000— seven  years  of  tax,  to  be  levied  in  1897-1903. 

To  have  slowly  and  spasmodically  constructed  the  building, 
as  fast  only  as  the  board  received  its  money  from  the  state  treas- 
urer,— ^$60,000  per  year,  extending  through  seven  years, — 
would  have  been  from  every  point  of  view  a  costly,  if  not  an  im- 
practicable method.  This  fact  was  imderstood  by  the  legisle- 
ture,  for  the  acts  both  of  1895  and  1897  expresslv  authorized 
the  board  to  borrow  money  in  the  open  market  or  from  the  state 
trust  funds,  as  was  most  practicable,  "to  enable  [them]  to  expe- 
dite the  construction  of  said  library  building."  Obviously, 
however,  the  legislature  failed  to  take  into  view  how  much  the 
interest  charge  would  be — doubtless  no  calculation  of  it  was 
made.  But  when  the  board  came  to  compute  carefully  their 
means  for  the  completion  of  the  building,  it  was  found  that  so 
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very  large  a  sum  as  $40,000  would  be  necessary  for  interest 
alone,  and  this  must  necessarily  be  subtracted  from  the  amount 
apparently  appropriated  for  their  expenditure,  in  order  to  obtain 
the  means  to  proceed  to  a  direct  construction,  as  contemplated 
by  the  law.  Nearly  every  dollar  of  this  $40,000  will  have  been 
paid  back  into  the  treasury  of  the  state,  for  practically  all  of  the 
money  has  thus  far  been  obtained  from  the  state  trust  funds — 
only  two  small  loans  having  been  made  outside,  and  they  for  a: 
brief  period,  at  a  time  when  state  funds  were  not  available. 

WTien  the  commissioners  found  that  the  amount  available  ta 
them  was  thus  seriously  curtailed  by  these  interest  payments^ 
returnable  to  the  state,  they  carefully  reconsidered  the  plans  and 
the  details  of  their  construction,  with  a  view  to  forcing  the  cost 
of  the  building  within  the  amount  at  their  command. 

Bids  for  completion  were  then  advertised  for  in  the  early 
summer  of  1807.  When  they  were  openeil,  it  was  discovered 
that  the  lowest  ($371r,(>05)  was  in  excess  of  the  money  at  the 
disposal  of  the  board — for  meanwhile  there  had  been  a  consid- 
erable rise  in  the  prices  of  building  materials  of  every  kind ;  att 
important  circumstance,  which  in  large  part  accounts  for  the 
fact  that  the  cost  of  the  building  had  been  somewhat  underesti^ 
mated  by  the  architects.  The  architects  and  the  board  had  been 
guided  in  their  estimates,  to  a  considerable  extent^  by  the  prices 
at  which  had  been  let  the  construction  of  the  Milwaukee  public 
library  and  museum,  a  somewhat  similar  building  by  the  same 
architects. 

The  board  were  now  confronted  by  a  dilemma.  The  legisla- 
ture had  seen  the  plans  and  approved  them ;  a  certain  size,  style,, 
and  quality  of  building  was  made  necessary  by  the  fact  that  it 
had  been  be^m  on  plans  adopted  nearly  two  years  before ;  and 
a  portion  of  the  building  had  already  been  constructed  under  the 
first  appropriation.  It  was  absolutely  necessary  to  erect  the 
remainder  of  the  building  upon  similar  lines  and  in  due  pro- 
portion thereto.  Yet  there  had  been  an  imexpected  shrinkage 
in  the  available  fimds  of  the  board,  arising  from  the  heavy  in- 
terest charges  and  the  rise  in  prices  of  materials.  The  board  felt 
obliged,  therefore,  again  to  modify  the'plans  that  the  cost  of  con- 
struction might  be  redui-ed  to  the  amount  available. 

Acting  according  to  their  sense  of  duty  to  the  public,  the  com- 
missioners rejected  all  bids,  and  amended  the  specifications  at 
many  points.  They  omitted  the  northwest  book-stack  wing,  the 
outside  carving,  the  stucco  cornices  in  fifteen  rooms  and  on  all 
of  the  fourth  (museum)  floor,  the  tile  floors  in  twenty  rooms, 
and  the  passenger  elevator;  substituted  yellow  pine  for  maple 
floors,  changed  and  cheapened  the  heating  and  ventilating  sys- 
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tern,  omitted  the  sodding  and  grading  of  the  terrace,  omitted 
concrete  sidewalks  and  gutters,  and  in  many  other  ways  omitted 
or  cheapened  the  finish  and  decoration.  They  were,  at  the  time, 
freely  criticised  for  their  action,  by  some  of  the  highest  state 
officials,  members  of  the  legislature,  and  members  of  the  state 
press.  It  was  strongly  urged  upon  your  commissioners  that  the 
original  plans  should  have  been  adhered  to,  and  bids  accepted 
therefor,  leaving  the  legislature  of  1899  to  meet  the  deficit  in- 
volved. This  course,  however,  they  did  not,  as  public  servants, 
deem  themselves  authorized  to  pursue,  without  special  authority 
from  the  legislature.  They  therefore  advertised  for  new  bids, 
for  the  whole  or  separate  portions  of  the  work,  upon  the  basis  of 
the  reduced  specifications.  When  opened,  those  for  the  com- 
plete work  (with  the  omissions  and  changes  above  noted)  were 
as  follows:

After  mature  consideration,  the  contract  was  let  to  Harry 
Johnson,  the  lowest  bidder.  The  commissioners  consider  that 
they  secured  a  reasonable  and  moderate,  if  not  a  low,  price  for 
the  entire  work,  as  ia  apparent  from  a  consideration  of  the  fore- 
going bids.  In  letting  the  contract  to  Mr.  Johnson,  the  board 
reserved  the  right  to  revert  to  the  original  plans  in  the  ultimate 
finish  of  the  building,  should  the  legislature  of  1899  authorize 
them  so  to  do — the  present  condition  of  construction  being  such 
that  this  course  is  at  most  points  still  possible,  without  waste. 

While  your  commissioners  have  thus  acted,  their  judgment 
impels  them  to  suggest  to  the  legislature  that  it  is  not  in  keeping 
with  the  dignity  of  this  great  state  or  of  the  splendid  institu- 
tion for  which  provision  is  being  made,  and  in  which  every  citi- 
zen of  Wisconsin  must  feel  pride,  to  allow  this  beautiful  build- 
ing— whose  cost  of  construction  is  quite  as  low,  for  the  quality 
of  work  exhibited  therein,  as  any  ever  erected  in  the  state — ^to 
be  bereft  of  proper  finish,  or  even  of  appropriate  ornament. 
These,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioners,  are  quite  as  neces- 
sary to  the  beauty  of  the  building  and  the  satisfaction  it  will 
give  to  the  public,  as  any  part  of  the  exterior.       It  is  not  be- 
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lieved  that  the  plans  as  fully  developed  by  the  architects  provide 
for  an  excessive  amount  of  finish  and  ornament.  The  commis- 
sioners consider  that  these  features,  as  proposed,  are  moderate 
and  tasteful  in  quality  and  extent,  and  such  as  are  essential  to 
the  proper  interior  treatment  of  the  kind  of  building  in  course 
of  erection. 

Your  commissioners  beg  leave,  therefore,  First,  To  urge  upon 
the  legislature  the  necessity  of  providing  for  the  proper  finish, 
according  to  the  original  plans,  of  at  least  the  portion  of  the 
building  already  constructed — the  northwest  wing  not  yet  being 
built.  They  readily  admit  to  the  legislature  that  this  additional 
^ant  of  money  was  not  originally  contemplated,  but  has  been 
rendered  necessary  by  the  facts  above  enumerated. 

Secondly,  The  commissioners  also  request  the  legislature  to 
consider  whether  it  is  not  wiser  to  provide  at  this  time  for  the 
completion,  either  at  once  or  at  some  specified  time  in  the  near 
future,  of  the  northwest  book-stack  wing.  This  is  not  immedi- 
ately necessary,  but  its  omission  will  make  it  impossible  for  the 
commissioners  properly  to  house  at  once  the  library  of  the  state 
university  and  the  library  of  the  Wisconsin  academy  of  sciences, 
arts,  and  letters.  Within  the  lapse  of  another  five  years,  how- 
ever, its  necessity  will  become  imperative.  In  the  opinion  of 
the  commissioners,  the  legislature  should  consider  whether  it 
will  not  be  cheaper  and  better  to  build  this  w4ng  at  the  present 
time,  while  the  other  construction  is  proceeding,  than  to  delay  it, 
and  in  the  meantime  suffer  the  undoubted  disfigurement  of  an 
otherwise  beautiful  state  building.  Careful  inquiry  has  shown, 
and  especially  in  regard  to  the  public  buildings  of  the  federal 
government,  that  where  construction  has  proceeded  piecemeal, 
from  time  to  time  as  appropriations  have  been  provided,  instead 
of  directly  as  an  entirety,  the  lowest  estimate  of  extra  cost  is 
not  less  than  twenty-five  per  cent — a  truth  which  probably  the 
experience  of  every  man  familiar  with  work  of  this  kind  will 
commend  to  his  judgment. 

Although  the  title  of  the  appropriation  act  of  1897  contained 
the  word  "equipment,"  it  is  evident  that  this  must  have  related 
to  the  bill  at  an  early  stage  of  its  development,  for  the  terms  of 
the  act  only  authorize  the  use  of  the  money  voted,  in  the  con- 
struction. Upon  the  plans,  of  which  the  legislature  approved, 
no  money  for  equipment  could  possibly  have  been  spared  from 
the  construction  fund,  even  had  the  amount  available  been  the 
nominal  appropriation,  without  interest  charges;  nor  could  it 
even  have  been  so  used,  under  the  terms  of  the  act. 

It  therefore  remains  for  your  honorable  body  to  meet  the  cost 
of  properly  equipping  and  furnishing  the  building,  for  which 
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coustrueiion  alone  has  chus  far  Deen  provided.  The  equipment 
and  furnishing  of  a  reference  library  are  necessarily  expensive. 
They  involve,  among  other  items,  steel  book-stacks  in  fire-proof 
wings  constructed  like  vaults,  where  the  bulk  of  the  books  are 
stored.  There  are  twelve  stories  (two  wings  of  six  stories  each) 
of  stacks  provided  for  in  this  building,  and  similar  double- 
storied  book-stacks  are  necessary  in  several  departmental  li- 
braries in  the  building.  The  cost  of  tables,  chairs,  desks,  trucks, 
card-catalogue  cases,  and  map  and  file  cabinets,  and  especially 
accommodation  for  newspaper  files,  is  very  considerable,  involv- 
ing special  construction.  The  building  is  ilecessarily  of  great 
size,  and  the  cost  of  electric  fixtures  is  correspondingly  large. 
An  electric  passenger  elevator,  to  transport  to  the  fourth  floor 
the  60,000  persons  or  more  who  annually  visit  the  museum  and 
crallerv,  and  a  small  electric  service  elevator  in  each  wing  of  the 
book-stacks,  to  reduce  the  cost  of  labor,  are  necessary  but  costly 
features.  Your  commissioners  mention  these  items,  at  ran- 
dom, as  indicating  the  great  cost  of  equipment,  which  might  not 
otherwise  be  apparent  to  those  unfamiliar  with  the  apparatus 
and  fixtures  necessary  to  the  proper  working  of  a  building  of  this 
size  and  character. 

The  following  estimates  of  the  architects,  carefully  revised 
and  verified  by  the  board,  are  respectfully  submitted  to  the  legis- 
lature for  its  information : 

1.  To   complete   construction    (excepting  the   northwest   book-stack 

wing)  according  to  the  original  plans,  Including  rainwater  res- 
ervoir, grading,  sodding,  concrete  sidewalks,  and  curbing |24,70<> 

2.  To  complete  equipment  and  furnishing,  consisting  of  the  erection 

of  steel  t>ook-8tack8,  electric  fixtures,  and  suitable  furniture  for 

the  building   (excepting  northwest  book-stack  wing) 175,750 

3.  To  erect,  equip,  and  furnish  the  northwest  book-stack  wing 80.000^ 

4.  Unforeseen  extras   (a  moderate  estimate) 9,550 


$290,000 


Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  board  are  now  in  need  of 
$290,000  net,  for  the  completion  of  the  task  imposed  upon  them 
by  the  legislature,  if  the  building  is  to  be  completed,  equipped,, 
and  furnished  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  state  historical  society 
and  the  several  allied  libraries,  according  to  the  approved  plans. 

Provided  your  honorable  body  deem  it  proper  to  grant  us  this 
sum,  the  question  arises  as  to  the  best  means  of  raising  the 
money.  The  extension  of  the  present  one-tenth-of-a-mill  tax, 
through  a  series  of  years  following  1903,  would,  we  think,  in 
view  of  the  unfortunate  experience  of  the  board,  be  unwise. 
The  interest  charge  upon  loans  from  the  state  trust  funds,  not 
to  be  liquidated  until  a  period  so  far  in  the  future,  would  con- 
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sume  a  considerable  portion  of  the  appropriation.  Provision 
would  have  to  be  made  for  a  large  sum  in  addition  to  the  need<^ 
of  the  board,  to  meet  this  charge  alone.  In  the  judgment  of 
the  board,  therefore,  some  speedier  method  of  meeting  the  re- 
quirements of  the  case  are  demanded,  the  details  of  which  we 
leave  to  the  wisdom  of  the  legislature. 

Appended  hereto,  is  a  summarized  statement  of  the  moneys  al- 
ready received  by  the  board,  and  of  the  expenditures  therefrom ; 
together  with  an  estimate,  at  this  date,  of  the  amount  required 
under  the  contracts  and  arrangements  already  made.  It  will  be 
seen  that  notwithstanding  some  imexpected  charges  (notably  in 
connection  with  the  steam-heating  plant  and  rainwater  reservoir 
— the  latter,  because  the  city  authorities  have  forbidden  the 
emptying  of  rainwater  spouts  into  the  public  sewer),  the  antici- 
pated deficit  of  expenditure  for  what  the  board  has  already  un- 
dertaken is  but  $2,354.88  ;  the  sum  of  expenditures  already  made 
and  of  those  contemplated,  including  over  $40,000  of  interest 
returnable  to  the  state,  exceeding  by  that  amount  only,  the  appro- 
priations heretofore  made. 

The  commissioners  finally  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  your 
honorable  body  to  the  fact  that  they  have,  without  personal  com- 
pensation and  at  a  very  considerable  expenditure  of  time  and 
thought,  conducted  the  task  assigned  to  them  upon  what  is 
believed  to  be  an  economical  and  business-like  basis,  with  due 
regard  to  what  they  have  considered  the  true  interests  of  the 
people  of  the  state.  The  commissioners  feel  satisfied  that  an 
examination  by  the  legislature — and  the  more  critical  and  par- 
ticular the  better — will  strongly  commend  to  its  favor  the  work 
which  has  already  been  constructed,  and  the  plans  for  its  com- 
pletion, not  only  in  respect  to  beauty  and  fitness  of  design,  but 
particularly  in  respect  to  the  economy  of  construction.  The 
board  feel  themselves  entitled  to  the  credit  of  having  expended 
well  and  to  good  advantage  the  money  which  has  been  commit- 
ted to  their  trust  for  the  noble  object  of  the  legislature. 

Should  the  full  appropriation  herein  requested  be  voted,  the 
net  cost  of  the  building,  fully  equipped  and  furnished,  will  be 
about  $650,000,  which  is  quite  moderate  for  a  structure  of  this 
great  size  and  unusually  complex  character,  built  in  an  enduring 
manner  according  to  the  best  modern  methods,  and  surpassing 
in  excellence  any  other  building  thus  far  erected  by  the  state. 
Although  a  much  more  complicated  building  than  that  recently 
erected  by  the  city  of  Milwaukee  for  its  public  library  and  mu- 
seum,— because  of  differences  in  plan,  and  because  its  exposed 
situation  requires  four  facades, — the  most  rigid  economy  in 
outside  carving  and  interior  decoration  has  resulted  in  scaling 
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the  cost  down  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  that  exi)ended  by  our 
metropolitan  city  for  a  like  purpose. 

It  is  the  firm  belief  of  your  commissioners  that  in  this  build- 
ing to  house  its  great  state  historical  library,  the  commonwealth  = 
is  receiving  and  will  receive  full  value  for  its  money ;  and  the 
result  will  be,  if  the  appropriation  asked  for  is  voted  them,  a 
monumental  structure  with  which  not  only  Wisconsin  but  the 
entire  West  may  well  feel  satisfied. 

Your  commissioners  are  unwilling  to  conclude  this  communi- 
cation without  some  expression  of  the  deep  sense  of  loss  which 
they  have  suffered  in  the  death  of  two  of  their  number,  Gen. 
Lucius  Fairchild  in  1896,  and  the  Hon.  Frank  Challoner  dur- 
ing the  current  month — in  both  instances,  not  less  a  personal 
affliction  than  a  public  deprivation.       Until  the  approach  of 
-death,  both  constantly  contributed  counsel  and  aid  of  the  highest 
value  to  the  task  of  the  commission,  both  lightened  and  cheered 
ibe  work  of  all  by  the  pleasures  of  intercourse  with  them.     More 
than   reverent   and   affectionate  mention,  your  commissioners 
need  not  here  record  of  associates  whose  memory  is  the  common 
treasure  of  the  good  citizens  of  the  state.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  leg- 
islative visiting  committee,  appointed  in  November  last,  as 
directed  by  section  526b,  of  the  Wisconsin  statutes,  to  visit 
the  state  charitable  and  penal  institutions,  and  to  make  a  re- 
port thereon.

To  Hon.  Edward  Scojield,   Governor: 

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  your  excellency  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  section  5H2b  of  the  statutes,  to  visit  the  charit- 
able, penal  and  reformatory  institutions  of  the  state,  having 
made  the  inspection  required  by  law,  do  respectfully  report  as 
follows:  I 

The  committee  visited  nine  institutions  maintained  by  the 
state,  the  tenth,  the  state  public  school  for  dependent  children, 
which  is  located  at  Sparta,  was  visited  by  the  chairman. 
--  In  performance  of  its  duties,  the  committee  endeavored  to 
make  as  thorough  an  examination  of  the  condition  and  manage- 
ment of  the  several  institutions,  as  was  possible  under  the 
circumstances,  but  when  the  fact  is  considered  that  these  sev- 
eral institutions  are  scattered  over  the  state;  that  they  are  of 
sufficient  size  and  importance  to  require  the  annual  expenditure 
of  about  six  hundred  thousand  dollars,  it  must  be  evident  that 
in  the  short  time  allowed,  the  examination  was  necessarily  more 
or  .ess  superficial. 

There  are  several  things  to  be  said  which  apply  to  all  the  in- 
stitutions visited. 

There  is  an  evident  effort  upon  the  part  of  the  state  board  of 
control  and  the  superintendents,  to  administer  the  affairs  of 
these  several  institutions  in  a  careful,  prudent  and  economical 
manner,  having  regard  of  course,  to  the  various  interests  of 
each.  We  believe  that  the  people  may  feel  assured  that  the 
moneys  appropriated  for  the  support  of  these  institutions  will 
be  carefully  and  prudently  expended. 

The  general  health  and  sanitary  conditions,  we  found  to  be 
good,  although  in  several  institutions,  notably  the  two  state 
hospitals  for  the  insane  and  the  school  for  feeble  minded,  a 
class  of  people  are  confined  who  are  uncleanly  and  filthy  in  the 
extreme,  in  their  habits. 
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This  condition  is  only  preserved  by  the  most  constant  and 
watchful  care  on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  attendants.  In 
some  of  thp  older  state  institutions  the  plumbing  is  defective, 
and  an  appropriation  will  be  necessary  to  remedy  the  difficulty. 

We  paid  especial  attention  to  the  food  furnished  and  are 
pleased  to  say  that  in  all  the  institutions  the  inmates  are  fur- 
nished with  an  abundant  quantity  of  good,  wholesome  food. 

Your  committee  was  greatly  pleased  with  the  provisions  made 
by  the  state  for  the  care  of  its  criminal  and  defective  classes, 
and  the  present  condition  of  state  institutions  is  a  testimonial 
to  the  business  capacity  and  efficiency  of  the  board  of  control 
and  the  superintendents  appointed  by  it. 

We  have  endeavored  to  ascertain  the  present  needs  and  re- 
quirements of  each  institution,  and  will  now  proceed  to  call  at- 
tention to  them. 

SCBOOL  FOR  TUB   FEEBLE  MINDED. 

This  institution  is  located  a  short  distance  from  Chippewa 
Falls,  and  is  under  the  management  of  Dr.  A.  W.  Wilmarth. 
The  plan  thereof  contemplates  the  erection  of  seventeen  build- 
ings. There  are  at  present  five,  including  a  power  house,  laun- 
dry and  three  cottages. 

There  had  been  at  the  time  of  making  the  inspection,  six 
hundred  and  forty-seven  applications  for  admission.  On  account 
of  lack  of  accommodations,  two  hundred  and  forty  applications 
had  to  be  denied.  There  are  at  presnt  three  hundred  and  sev- 
enty children  in  this  home. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  the  legislature  should  im- 
mediately increase  the  capacity  of  this  institution  so  as  to  ac- 
commodate at  least  six  hundred  children.  In  order  to  do  this,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  build  three  dormitory  buildings,  aschoal  house 
and  assembly  hall,  and  an  administration  building.  These  ad- 
ditions will  necessitate  the  placing  of  one  additional  boiler  in 
the  power  house,  and  one  additional  washing  machine  in  the 
laundry. 

The  engine  and  dynamo  now  in  use,  are  of  sufficient  capacity 
for  all  present  needs,  but  in  case  the  same  should  break  down, 
the  institution  would  be  left  in  total  darkness  until  the  break 
could  be  repaired.  A  duplicate  engine  and  dynamo  should  be 
provided  for  reserve,  as  is  the  case  in  all  the  other  state  institu- 
tions. 

NORTHERN    HOSPITAL  FOR  THE-  INSANE. 

This  institution  is  under  charge  of  Dr.  W.  A.  Gordon.  The 
inmates  number  five  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  of  which  three 
hundred  and  forty-two  are  male,  and  two  hundred  and  seven- 
teen female.  The  various  wards  in  the  institution,  as  well  as 
the  dining  room  and  other  quarters,  are  kept   in   an  extremely 
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neat  condition,  although,  to  do  this,  necessitates  the  most  con- 
stant care.     The  general  health  of  the  inmates  is  good. 

Your  committee,  however,  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  plumb- 
ing in  this  hospital  is  defective  and  should  be  repaired,  and  rec- 
ommend that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

The  present  superintendent  has  inaugurated  the  practice  of 
giving  the  patients  Turkish  baths,  which  he  finds  to  be  very 
beneficial.  The  present  quarters  used  are  crowded,  and  not  of 
suflBcient  capacity  to  treat  the  patients  as  desired.  We  recom- 
mend that  provision  be  made  for  the  erection  of  new  bath 
rooms,  one  for  the  male  and  one  for  the  female  insane. 

The  tank  in  the  water  tower  is  decayed  and  leaky. 
An  appropriation  is  necessary  to  replace  the  present  tank  with 
a  new  steel  one. 

There  should  also  .be  a  filter  for  lake  water,  which  is  the 
source  of  supply  for  all  water  used  except  for  drinking  purposes. 
At  stated  times  concerts  and  theatricals  are  provided  for  the 
entertainment  of  the  patients.  These  entertainments  are  given 
in  the  dining  room.  When  a  stage  is  necessary  it  has  to  be 
built  for  the  occasion  and  then  torn  down  after  the  entertain- 
ment is  over.  This  is  a  very  inconvenient  arrangement  and 
could  be  remedied  by  building  a  stage  at  one  end  of  the  dining 
room.     We  recommend  that  this  improvement  be  provided  for. 

Dr.  Gordon  has  inaugurated  the  practice  of  having  the  cloth- 
ing and  person  of  every  patient  thoroughly  disinfected  before 
reception  into  the  hospital.  An  old  dwelling  house  has  been 
converted  into  a  receiving  department  and  a  sterilizer  placed 
therein.  This  building  however  is  small  and  by  reason  of  its 
original  design  is  poorly  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
being  used. 

The  committee  recommend  the  erection  of  a  new  building 
designed  especially  for  a  reception  hospital.  The  expense 
thereof  would  be  small  and  probably  would  not  exceed  two 
thousand  dollars. 

STATE    nOSPITAL    FOR   THE    INSANE    AT    MENDOTA. 

This  institution  is  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  W.  B.  Lyman. 
We  found  the  same  care  here  as  to  the  sanitary  and  cleanly  con- 
dition of  the  hospital,  as  is  manifested  at  the  northern  hospital. 

There  is  needed  at  this  institution,  an  automatic  coal  carrier 
for  feeding  the  coal  into  the  furnaces.  The  coal  is  at  present 
wheeled  to  the  furnace  door  in  wheel  barrows,  and  shovelled  in 
by  hand.  The  automatic  coal  carrier  would  cost  but  little,  and 
would  prove  to  be  a  more  satisfactory  and  economical  w^y  of 
feeding  the  coal  to  the  furnaces. 

The  machinery  in  the  laundry  is  old  and  worn  out,  and  should 
be  replaced  with  new. 
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HOSPITAL    FOR   THE    CRIMINAL    1N8ANK. 

In  both  of  the  insane  hospitals  and  also  in^  the  various  county 
asylums  scattered  through  the  state,  there  are  confined  insane 
criminals  and  patients  of  homicidal  tendencies.  These  patients 
are  under  constant  restraint.  Patients  in  these  hospitals  ought 
not  to  be  subjected  to  the  enforced  society  of  criminals  even 
though  they  are  of  unsound  mind.  Their  influence  is  bad,  and 
ofttimes  retards  the  recovery  of  other  patients.  A  separate  in- 
stitution should  be  provided,  wherein  patients  of  this  class 
could  be  confined.  The  expense  of  buildinor  such  an  institution 
would  be  small,  and  your  committee  is  informed,  would  not  ex- 
ceed forty  thousand  dollars. 

SCHOOL    FOR    THE    BLIND. 

This  institution  is  under  charge  of  Mr.  H.  F.  Bliss  as  super- 
intendent. The  buildings  were  found  to  be  in  first  ciass  condi- 
tion in  every  respect.  At  the  time* of  our  visit  there  were 
in  the  school  one  hundred  and  ten  pupils,  who,  in  addition  to 
the  regular  school  work,  are  allowed  lo  select  various  mechan- 
ical trades  and  are  instructed  therein.  The  following  are  the 
industries  in  which  instruction  is  given :  broom  making, 
mattress  making,  hammock  making,  carpet  weaving,  chair 
caning,  cooking,  knitting  and  sewing;  also  piano  tun- 
ing. A  large  number  of  the  pupils  are  instructed 
in  music,  which  is  of  material  assistance  to  many  after  leaving 
the  institution.  At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  a  special 
appropriation  was  made  for  the  purchase  of  a  pipe  organ.  This 
has  been  erected  and  is  in  constant  use.  We  were  informed  by 
the  superintendent  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  additions 
that  has  been  made  to  the  institution.  As  an  instance  of  the 
economical  management  of  this  institution,  we  may  mention  the 
fact  that  there  is  on  hand,  out  of  the  moneys  appropriated  for 
current  expenses,  the  sum  of  fifty-eight  hundred  dollars. 

SCHOOL    FOR    THE    DEAF    AT    DELAVAN. 

This  institution  is  under  the  charge  of  Prof.  John  Swiler,  and 
under  his  management  the  pupils  are  receiving  the  latest  and 
best  methods  of  instruction  possible.  In  addition  to  receiving  in- 
struction in  the  sign  language  many  of  the  pupils  are  instructed 
in  reading  words  by  the  rao/eraent  of  the  lips,  and  also  by  a  long, 
careful  and  laborious  process,  are  taught  to  use  their  own  vocal 
organs.  "We  cannot  commend  too  highly  the  work  that  is  being 
performed  at  this  institution.  There  are  here  two  hundred 
pupils.  Some  of  the  pupils  graduated  in  the  past  are  now  in- 
structors in  the  institution,  and  some  have  become  instructors 
in  other  institutions  of  like  character.  A  manual  training  de- 
partment has  been  established,  in  which  many  of  the  industrial 
trades  are  taught.  This  cannot  fail  to  prove  to  be  of  great 
benefit. 
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STATE    PUBLIC    SCHOOL    AT    SPARTA. 

This  institution   is  under  the  charge  of  Mr.   S.  S.  Landt. 

There  are  at  present  under  his  charge,  one  hundred  and  fifty  b? 
the  dependent  children  of  this  state,  of  which  about  three-fourth^ 
the  number  are  boys,  and  one-fourth  girls.  The  number  of  pupils 
has  decreased  somewhat,  and  as  a  consequence,  two  of  the  cottages 
provided  as  homes,  are  now  vacant.  The  institution  is  doing 
a  good  work,  and  as  fast- as  possible,  children  are  provided 
with  permanent  homes  in  good  families,  the  officers  visitiag 
them  from  time  to  time,  thus  insuring  good  treatment.  There 
is  a  farm  connected  with  the  school,  consisting  of  about  two 
hundred  acres,  in  which  the  pupils  receive  practical  instruction 
in  agricultural  pursuits.  The  farm  and  stock  are  In  the  best 
possible  condition  and  are  an  evidence  of  careful  and  intelligent 
management. 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

This  institution  located  at  Waukesha,  is  an  charge  of  Prof. 
C.  O.  Merica,  number  of  inmates,  three  hundred  and  ten.  O^ 
the  26th  day  of  March,  1898,  fire  destroyed  the  general  shopa 
and  the  power  house,  which  have  since  been  replaced  with  new 
buildings,  superior  in  every  way  to  the  ones  destroyed.  The 
new  buildings  are  handsome  and  are  especially  well  adapted  tp 
the  uses  for  which  they  are  intended.  The  fire  is  supposed 
to  have  been  occasioned  by  defective  insulation  of  electric 
wires.  ;  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  buildings  ^should 
be  re- wired  according  to  modern  methods.  The  fences  o|i 
the  place  are  in  bad  condition,  and  should  be  replaced 
at  once.  In  the  cottages  in  which  the  boys  live,  there 
should  be  placed  modern  stationary  washbowls,  to  take  the  place 
of  the  lavatories  now  in  use.  The  committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  more  dormitory  room  is  needed.  At  present  in  some  oif 
the  cottages,  the  condition  is  so  crowded,  that  as  many  as  thirty- 
six  boys  occupy  a  room  which  is  not  large  eaough  for  half  that 
number.  This  is  accomplished  by  using  bedsteads  which  are 
built  for  the  use  of  two  boys,  one  bed  being  placed  above  the 
other. 

state's  prison. 

This  institution  is  under  the  charge  of  J.  J.  Roberts,  warden. 
It  is  an  old  building  and  seems  to  have  been  built  with  no  other 
idea  than  that  of  confining  the  criminals  committed  thereto, 
and  without  any  particular  regard  to  the  health  of  the  inmates. 
The  cell  room  in  which  male  prisoners  are  confined  contains 
about  five  hundred  and  fifty  cells,  which  are  seven  feet  long, 
seven  feet  high  and  about  four  feet  wide.  The  cells  are 
arranged  in  three  tiers  connected  with  wooden  stairways  and 
balconies.     In   spite  of   the  existing  conditions,   however,  the 
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health  of  the  prisoners  seems  to  be  reasonably  good,  there  be- 
ing eighteen  patients  in  the  hospital,  and  twelve  of  these  were 
^suffering  froni  mumps.  The  improvements  that  we  recommend 
are  that  cement  floors  replace  the  present  stone  flagging  in  the 
corridor;  that  the  present  dining  room  be  provided  with  a  ce- 
ment floor  and  converted  into  a  kitchen,  which  is  sadly  needed; 
that  the  room  above  the  present  dining  room  be  extended  and 
made  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  prisoners. 

The  boilers  and  furnaces  now  in  use  are  old  and  worn  out, 
%Qd  should  be  replaced  with  new. 

There  were,  on  the  30th  of  September,  1898,  six  hundred  and 
one  prisoners  in  the  prison,  of  which  ^ve  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  were  male  and  nineteen  female. 

THB  STATE  REFORM ATOBY. 

This,  the  latest  of  the  state  institutions,  is  under  the  charge 
of  Mr.  J.  E.  Heg,  as  superintendent.  The  legislature  of  1897, 
provided  for  the  establishment  of  the  state  reformatory  which 
has  been  located  at  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin.  Plans  have  been 
adopted  which,  when  the  buildings  are  completed,  will  make 
this  institution  the  equal  of  any  of  like  character  in  the  United 
States.  It  is  intended  that  the  youthful  offenders  who 
cannot  be  sent  to  the  industrial  school  at 
Waukesha,  shall  here  be  confined,  thus  separating 
them  from  the  habitual  criminals  in  the  state  prison 
at  Waupun.  The  institution  is  designed  to  be  distinctly  refor- 
matory in  its  character,  and  the  persons  there  confined  are  given 
a  thorough  course  In  all  elementary  educational  branches.  In 
addition  to  this  they  receive  instruction  in  the  manual  training 
department,  and  when  discharged,  it  is  intended  that  each  per- 
son shall  be  furnished  with  a  good  education,  and  be  thoroughly 
instructed  in  a  trade,  whereby  he  may  earn  an  honest  living. 

The  completion  of  the  buildings  according  to  the  plans  adopted 
will  necessarily  cost  a  considerable  amount  of  money.  At  pres- 
ent, there  is  about  one-thiid  of  one  cell  house  erected.  There 
is  no  provision  made  for  officers'  quarters,  for  an  administratio^i 
building  or  for  shops  or  school  rooms;  an  old  building  which 
was  on  the  ground  at  the  time  of  the  purchase  by  the  state, 
being  now  used  for  all  of  these  purposes,  as  well  as  for  a  dorm- 
itory for  the  officers  and  inmates.  Provision  should  be  made 
for  the  completion  of  the  cell  house  and  also  for  shops,  school 
rooms  and  officers'  quarters. 

INDUSTRIAL    SCHOOL    FOE   GIRLS. 

In  addition  to  inspecting  the  state  institutions  mentioned,  the 
committee  also  visited  ^he  industrial  school  for  girls,  located  at 
Milwaukee.  This  is  not  strictly  a  state  institution.  The  state 
owns  the  grounds  and  the  buildings,  but  the  institution  is  con 
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ducted  by  the  ladies  of  Milwaukee,  the  state  paying  a  certain 
sum  per  week  for  each  person  there  confined.  The  school  seems  to 
be  very  well  managed,  and  the  ladies  in  charge  seem  to  take  a 
great  interest  in  the  work.  At  present  there  are  two  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  pupils,  which  is  more  than  can  be  accommodated 
comfortably.  An  additional  building  for  the  accommodation  of 
pupils  seems  to  be  an  immediate  necessity.  In  case  an  appro- 
priation is  made,  it  should  be  for  a  sufficient  amount  to  erect  a 
building  similar  to  the  one  known  as  the  Russell  cottage. 

The  different  buildings  have  at  present  independent  heating 
apparatus,  which  is  old  and  greatly  worn,  A  central  heating 
plant  is  very  much  needed,  thus  making  it  possible  to  heat  the 
building  at  considerably  reduced  cost,  also  greatly  lessening 
the  danger  from  fire. 

THE    VETERANS'    HOME. 

This  institution  was  established  in  order  to  provide  a  home  for 
the  veterans  of  the  civil  war,  where  they  might  pass  their  declining 
days  in  j^eace  and  comfort.  Its  management  is  lodged  in  a  board 
of  trustees  appointed  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Rspublic.  It  is  lo- 
cated on  the  banks  of  a  beautiful  lake  about  four  miles  from  Wau- 
paca. It  consists  of  several  main  bmildings,  an  amusement 
hall,  dispensary,  a  church,  dormitory  for  single  men,  a  dormi- 
tory for  men  with  their  wives,  and  several  cottages.  During  the 
past  year  the  average  number  of  inmates  was  four  hundred  fifty- 
two.  When  visited  by  the  committee,  although  the  weather  was  ex- 
tremely cold,  we  found  the  inmates  comfortable  and  well  cared  for. 
The  management  seems  to  be  efficient  and  all  that  could  be  desired, 
and  the  home  appears  to  be  fully  performing  the  functions 
for  which  it  was  intended.  We  would  recommend  it  to  the 
most  favorable  consideration  ot  the  people  of  the  state.  Last 
year  the  hospital  building  was  destroyed  by  fire,  causing  quite 
a  loss  to  the  home,  which  will  have  to  be  replaced  by  a  new 
building,  and  we  recommend  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 
In  conclusion  the  committee  desire  to  say  that  in  its  investi- 
gation it  has  received  valuable  assistance  from  the  superinten- 
dents and  officers,  and  from  the  state  board  of  control,  all  of 
whom  seemed  desirous  of  affording  the  committee  t)ae  fullest 
opportunity  for  a  complete  and  exhaustive  examination.

Section  2,  Any  public  officer  neglecting  to  do  this  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  ftve  hundred  dollars  ($500)  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  for  each  and  every  offense.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  a  copy  of  a  letter  this 
day  received  by  me  from  the  Honorable  John  Hay,  secretary  of 
state,  at  Washington,  concerning  certain  bills  now  under  con- 
sideration by  your  honorable  body.

Madison,  Wisconsin. 
Sir: — The  minister  of  the  Swiss  Confederation  to  this 
country  has  called  the  attention  of  the  Department  to 
the  fact  that  a  bill  is  now  pending  before  the  legis- 
ture  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin  which  fixes  a  much  higher 
rate  of  taxation  on  current  premiums  of  the  Swiss  insur- 
ance companies  doing  business  in  that  state  than  are  re- 
quired of  American  companies.  As  this  legislation,  if  adopted, 
would  -discriminate  against  the  Swiss  insurance  companies 
and  probably  render  it  impossible  for  them  to  do  busi- 
ness in  the  state  of  Wisconsin  or  force  them  to  con- 
tinue business  under  great  disadvantages,  the  Swiss 
minister  calls  attention  to  Article  Second  of  the  Convention  of 
Prendship,  Commerce  and  Extradition,  between  the  United 
State/ and  the  Swiss  Confederation,  concluded  November  25, 
1850.  Article  Second  of  this  treaty  contains  the  following  recip- 
rocal agreement: 
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"No  higher  impost  under  whatever  name  shall  be  exacted 
from  the  citizens  of  one  of  the  two  countries  residing  or  estab- 
lished in  the  other  than  shall  be  levied  upon  citizens  of  the 
country  in  which  they  reside,  nor  any  contribution  whatsoever 
to  which  the  latter  shall  not  be  liable." 

I  have  the  honor  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Excellency  to 
this  treaty  arrangement  and  to  say  that  the  Swiss  government 
has  enacted  no  legislation  discriminating  against  the  insurance 
companies  of  the  United  States,  or  tending  to  embarrass  their 
business  in  that  country.

The  minority  of  the  senate  Judiciary  committee  dissenting 
from  the  report  to  substitute  270,  S.,  hereby  submit  our  rea- 
sons for  such  dissent: 

The  bill  does  not  attempt  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
party  platform  in  relation  to  the  subject  of  a  lobby.  It  reads 
as  follows: 

"The  existence  of  a  lobby  at  the  seat  of  government  during 
the  sessions  of  the  legislature  to  control  legislation  in  the  in- 
terest of  private  corporations  or  special  interests  is  an  evil  that 
should  be  abolished  by  law. " 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  platform  demands  that  the  lobby 
therein  mentioned  should  be  abolished  by  law.  This  bill  makes 
no  attempt  to  abolish  the  lobby,  but  seeks  merely  to  throw  re- 
strictions and  conditions  about  the  same,  which  in  our  opinion 
will  answer  no  good  purpose  whatever,  and  will  only  tend  to 
embarrass       the    honest      people     of      the       state    in       their 
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efforts  to  meet  the  members  of  the  legislature,  advise  and  en- 
lighten them  about  pending  legislation,  and  thus  enable  them 
to  act  intelligently  so  that  justice  may  be  done.  Our  form  of 
government  contemplates  that  the  people  should  have  the  fullest 
freedom  in  petitioning  the  legislature,  and  this  petitioning  can 
be  done  in  no  manner  so  effectly  as  by  personally  seeing  and  ex- 
plaining matters  to  th^  members. 

This  grand  old  commonwealth  of  ours  has  ever  stood  in  the 
front  rank  of  the  conservative,  honorable  and  honest  states  of  the 
Union.  You  could  always  bank  on  Wisconsin  being  about 
right;  and  if  her  equilibrium  has  for  a  moment  been  lost,  she 
could  be  relied  upon  to  regain    it  at  the  first  opportunity. 

Her  people  are  honest,  and  her  legislators  are  elected  from 
the  people,  by  the  people.  We  believe  they  need  no  guardians  to 
watch  over  them,  nor  a  string  of  red  tape  to  be  gone  through 
before  a  so- called  loobyyist  can  talk  to  one  of  them,  or  to  one  of 
the  committees  thereof,  such  as  is  provided  for  by  this  bill. 

An  honest  lobby  is  something  which  ought  to  be  encouraged. 
The  committees  of  the  legislature  sit  and  listen  to  questions 
largely  in  the  nature  of  a  court.  The  highest  court  of 
our  land  feels  it  a  source  of  great  help  to  have  attorneys 
appear  before  them  who  have  given  the  matters  under  con- 
sideration great  attention  and  give  to  the  court  the  benefit 
of  their  research  and  study.  The  committees  of  the  legis- 
lature are  compelled,  day  after  day,  to  take  up  subjects,  many 
of  which  they  have  never  given  any  consideration ;  and  it  is 
proper  and  wise  that  they  should  listen  to  arguments  and  ex- 
planations on  the  part  of  citizens  who  have  given  these  ques- 
tions their  careful  consideration.  It  is  not  at  all  improper 
that  a  person  or  corporation  should  be  represented  before  these 
committees  by  others  hired  by  them  to  do  so. 

Our  supreme  court  in  the  case  of  Bryan  vs.  Reynolds,  5  Wis., 
page  200,  decided  in  1856,  said: 

"It  is  certainly  contrary  to  public  policy  to  authorize  or 
encourage  the  use  of  improper  influences  with  the  legislature 
to  procure  the  passage  of  law;  and  contracts  which  have 
been  made  for  the  payment  of  money  in  consideration  that 
the  promissee  would  use  such  influences,  have  uniformly 
been  declared  void;  and  a  contract  by  which  the 
person  to  whom  the  money  was  to  be  paid  bound  himself 
to  use  his  influence  and  personal  solicitation  with  the  members 
have  been  always  held  to  be  of  this  description.  The  reason 
is  that  it  is  important  to  just  legislation  and  most  essen- 
tial to  the  public  interest  that  the  members  of  the  legis- 
lature should  be  free  from  any  influence  which  might 
deceive  or  corrupt  them.  A  person  may  lawfully  make  a  pub- 
lic argument  before  a  committee  of  the  legislature  or  before  the 
legislature  itself,  if  he  should  be  permitted  to  do  so,  in  favor  of 
or  against  a  public  or  private  act  of  the  legislature;  and  an 
agreement  by  which  he  was  promised    to  be  paid  for  such  ser 
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vice  could  be  enforced,    because   a  public   discussion   could  not- 
tend  to  deceive  or  corrupt  the  legislature. " 

This  bill  not  only  requires  the  registration  of  a  so-called 
agent,  but  requires  that  a  counsel  who  is  to  address  committees 
of  the  legislature  shall  also  register  and  record  a  lot  of  other 
useless  facts.  The  bill,  therefore,  legalizes  what  is  known 
as  an  agent  as  well  as  counsel,  and  would  undoubtedly 
give  to  such  agents  more  power,  and  greater  rights 
than  they  now  have,  and  would  make  them  more  in- 
dependant  than  they  now  are.  The  members  of  the  legislature, 
under  this  bill,  recognize  and  encourage  them.  Now  they 
have  such  standing  only  as  each  member  chooses  to  accord 
them. 

The  governor  in  his  message,  speaking  upon  this  subject  uses 
the  following  language: 

"It  is  not  supposed  that  it  was  or  could  be  intended  to  pre- 
clude, if  it  were  possible  so  to  do  by  the  legislative  enactment, 
the  people  from  communicating  to  their  representatives,  either  at 
the  capitol  or  otherwise,  their  wishes  or  wants  as  to  legislation. 
Every  citizen  has  the  right,  which  cannot  be  taken  away  from  him 
or  her,  to  ask  for  or  to  oppose  legislation,  and  to  present  in  a  proper 
manner  the  reason  for  his  or  her  contention.  The  plat- 
form declarations  are  evidently  not  intended  to  isolate  the 
legislature  from  its  constituency.  To  do  so  would  be  to  de- 
stroy in  a  considerable  measure  its  representative  capacity. 
Members  of  the  legislature,  like  the  executive,  are  but 
agents  of  the  people,  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  out, 
within  the  limits  of  the  constitution,  the  will  of  the  people 
properly  expressed.  The  evil  sought  to  be  reached  is  to  remove 
from  the  legislature  the  supposed  danger  of  undue  influence  re- 
sulting either  in  the  defeat  of  needed  legislation  or  the  enact- 
ment of  vicious  legislation. 

Just  what  form  efficient  legislation  for  the  purpose  indicated 
can  take  without  doing  harm  as  well  as  good,  I  confess  my  in- 
ability at  this  time  to  see.  The  legislature  can  pass  no  law 
which  will  prevent  persons  from  coming  to  or  residing  in  the 
capital  city  during  the  session  of  the  legislature." 

I  hereby  call  attention  to  the  provisions  of  our  statutes 
governing  bribery,  and  applying  directly  to  persons  attempting 
corrupt  lobbying: 

"Any  person  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  give  or  agree 
or  offer  to  ^ive,  any  mjney  or  property,  or  valuable  thing,  or 
any  security  therefor,  to  any  person  for  Ihe  service  of  such  per- 
son, or  of  any  other  person,  in  procuring  the  ])assage  or  defeat 
of  any  measure  before  the  legislature,  or  before  either 
house  or  any  committee  thereof,  upon  the  contingen- 
cy or  condition  of  the  passage  or  defeat  of  such 
measures,  or  who  shall  receive,  directly  or  indirectly,  or  agree 
to  receive,  any  such  money,  property,  thing  of  value  or  se- 
curity therefor,  for  such  service,  upon  any  such  contingency  or 
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condition,  or  who,  having  a  pecuniary  or  other  interest,  or 
acting  as  the  agent  or  attorney  of  any  person,  in  procuring  or 
attempting  to  procure,  the  passage  or  defeat  of  any  measure 
before  the  legislature,  or  before  either  house  or  any  committee 
thereof,  shall  attempt  in  any  manner  to  influence  any  member 
of  such  legislature,  for  or  against  any  such  measure,  without 
first  making  known  to  such  member  the  real  and  true  interest 
he  has  in  such  measure,  either  personally  or  as  such  agent  or 
attorney,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail, 
not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
dollars. " 

Section  102  of  the  revised  statutes  is  as  follows: 
"Each     huu£ie    may  punish  as  for  a  contempt,    by    imprison- 
ment, a  breach  of  its  privileges  or  the  privileges    of    its  mem- 
bers, but  only  for  one  or  more  of  the  following  ofifenses,   to-wit: 
4.     That    of    giving    or    offering    a    bribe     to    a 
member,     or     of     attempting     by     menace,      or      other      cor- 
rupt    means  or  device,     directly    or    indirectly,  to    control  or 
influence  a  member  in  giving  his  vote,  or  to  prevent  his  giving 
the  same;  but  the  term  of  imprisonment  which  such    house  may 
impose  for  any  contempt  specified  in  this   section  shall    not  ex- 
tend beyond  the  same  session  of  the  legislature. " 
Section  4475  declares  that: 

"Any  person  who  shall  corruptly  give,  offer  or  promise  to 
any  executive,  judicial,  legislative,  administrative  or  other 
officer  of  the  state,  or  of  any  county,  town,  city,  village,  school 
district,  or  of  other  municipal  corporation  or  subdivision  there- 
in, after  his  election  or  appointment,  and  either  before 
or  after  he  shall  have  been  qualified,  or  shall  have 
taken  his  seat,  any  gift  or  gratuity,  or  any  money,  goods, 
thing  in  action,  personal  or  real  property,  or  anything  of  value, 
or  any  pecuniary  or  other  personal  advantage,  present  or  pro- 
spective, with  intent  to  influence  his  vote,  opinion,  judgment 
or  action  upon  any  question,  matter,  cause  or  proceeding  which 
then  may  be  pending  or  which  may  by  law  come  or 
be  brought  before  him  in  his  official  capacity,  and  any  such 
officer  who  shall  corruptly  accept  or  receive  any  such  gift, 
gratuity,  money,  goods,  thing  in  action,  personal  or  real  prop- 
erty, or  anything  of  value,  or  any  such  pecuniary  or  other  per- 
sonal advantage,  present  or  prospective,  under  any  agreement 
or  understanding  that  his  vole,  opinion,  judgment  or  action 
should  be  thereby  so  influenced,  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  state  prison  not  more  than  five  years  nor  less  than 
one  year,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  nor  less 
than  two  hundred  dollars." 

Section  8  of  article  4  of  the  constitution'provides  that: 
"Each  house  may  determine  the    rules    of    its    own    proceed- 
ings,  punish  for  contempt    and    disorderly    behavior,  and  with 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of    all  the  members  elected,  expel 
a  member,"  etc. 
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Our  supreme  court  has  declared  in  a  case  decided  in  7  Wis., 
630: 

"It  is  competent  for  the  legislature  to  investigate  into  the 
alleged  bribery  of  any  of  its  members  or  of  members  of  a  pre- 
vious legislature  in  the  disposal  of  a  trust,  and  it  may  compel 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  inflict  punishment  upon  them 
for  contempt.  There  is  no  appellate  or  supervisory  jurisdiction 
over  legislative  proceedings  in  such  matters. " 

If  this  be  the  law,  why  should  the  legislature  itself  not  pun- 
ish corrupt  lobbying?  Must  the  legislature  appeal  to  the  courts 
to  protect  itself?  We  believe  the  legislature  is  amply  able  to 
take  care  of  itself  and  punish  any  person  attempting  to  corruptly 
influence  it  without  appealing  to  the  courts  for  aid. 

Rule  5  of  the  rules  of  the  legislature  provides  who  may  be 
admitted  to  the  floor  and  reads  as  follows: 

"Persons  of  the  following  classes,  and  no  others,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  floor  of  the  two  houses  during  the  session  thereof, 
viz.  :  The  governor,  lieutenant  governor,  members  of  the  legis- 
lature, state  ofiicers,  regents  of  the  university,  regents  of  the 
normal  schools,  members  of  congress,  judges  of  the  supreme 
court  and  other  courts,  ex-members  of  the  Wisconsin  legislature, 
all  editors  of  newspapers  within  the  state,  and  reporters  for  the 
press,  and  such  other  persons  as  the  presiding  officer  may  in- 
vite. " 

The  only  object  of  any  law  attempting  to  abolish  or  regulate 
the  legislative  lobby  is  to  prevent  evil  practices,  and  the  law 
as  it  now  stands,  we  believe,  is  ample  to  reach  any  abuse. 

Believing  as  we  do,  that  the  law  as  it  now  stands  is  ample 
we  deem  it  unwise  to  enact  such  a  law  as  No.  270,  S. 

The  republican  platform  calls  for  the  abolishment  of  the  lobby 
therein  mentioned.   This  bill  legalizes  it  instead  of  abolishing  it.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  and  to  ask  your  im- 
mediate attention  to  the  matter  referred  to,  a  letter  from  the 
honorable  secretary  of  the  treasury  at  Washington,  concerning 
the  seceding  of  lands  by  the  state  of  Wisconsin  to  the  United 
States.

To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  Wisconsin^ 
Madison,  Wisconsin. 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  by  the  provisions 
of  two  acts  of  congress  approved  March  2,  1899,  the  secretary 
of  the  treasury  is  authorized  to  acquire  sites  and  to  erect  there- 
on a  public  building  in  the  respective  cities  of  Eau  Claire  and 
Janesville,  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin. 

Section  355,  revised  statutes  of  the  United  States,  prohibits 
the  expenditure  of  any  money  upon  any  site  or  land 
purchased  by  the  United  States  for  such  a  purpose, 
"until  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  in 
which  the  land  or  site  may  be,  to  such  purchase,  has 
been  given."  It  appears,  by  reference  to  the  revised 
statutes  tof  Wisconsin,  chapter  1,  section  2,  (1878),  that  the 
legislature  of  Wisconsin  has  heretofore  enacted  legislation 
consenting  to  the  purchase  "by  the  United  States  of  any 
place  or  pla'^es  within  the  state,  for  the  erection  of 
forts,  magazines,  arsenals,  dock  yards,  or  other  needful 
buildings,  under  authority  of  any  act  of  the  congress, 
*  *  *. "  This  act,  however,  was  held  by  the  attorney  general 
of  the  United  States  to  be  insufficient  for  the  purpose,  be- 
cause said  act  reserves  to  the  state  "concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  every  such  place,  to  the  extent  that  all  legal  and 
military  process  issued  under  the  authority  of  the 
state,  may  be  executed  anywhere  on  such  place,  or  in 
any  building  thereon,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  that  any  offense 
against  the  laws  of  the  state,  committed  on  such  place,  may  be 
tried  and  punished  by  any  competent  court  or  magistrate  of  the 
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state,  to  the  same   extent  as  if  such  place    had    not  been    pur- 
chased by  the  United  States." 

In  view  of  the  opinion  of  the  attorney  general  above  referred 
to,  this  department  does  not  feel  justified  in  taking  any  steps 
to  secure  sites  for  the  buildings  referred  to  until  a  general  act, 
or  special  act  relating  to  the  sites  for  said  buildings,  sufficiently 
broad  in  scope,  shall  have  been  enacted  by  the  legislature  of  the 
state  of  Wisconsin. 

I  have  the  honor,  therefore,  to  request  that  you  will  recom- 
mend to  the  legislature  of  your  state  the  amendment  of  the 
general  act  hereinbefore  mentioned,  by  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  conditions  on  which  the  consent  was 
given,  and  the  substitution  therefor  of  a  provision 
making  the  consent  conditional  upon  the  reservation  to  the 
state  of  concurrent  jurisdiction  over  such  sites  so  far  as  to 
permit  of  the  service  of  civil  or  criminal  process  on  such  sites, 
the  same  as  if  the  consent  had  not  been  given. 

tt  is  suggested,  in  this  connection,  that  some  such 
provision  as  the  following  would  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  case,  viz. :  "And  upon  the  further  condition  that  the 
state  shall  forever  retain  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the 
United  States  over  every  such  place  to  the  extent  that  all 
process,  civil  or  criminal,  issuing  under  the  authority 
of  this  state,  or  any  of  the  courts  or  judicial  officers  thereof, 
may  be  executed  by  the  proper  officer  thereof,  upon  any  person 
or  persons,  amenable  to  the  same,  within  any  such  place  or 
places,  or  the  buildings  thereon,  in  like  manner  and  to  like  ef- 
fect as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed,  except  so  far  as  such 
process  may  affect  the  real  or  personal  property  of  the  United 
States. " 

As  it  is  desired  to  begin  the  erection  of  buildings  named 
without  unnecessary  delay,  the  desired  action  by  the  legislature 
should  be  had  at  the  earliest  practicable  date  and  the  legisla- 
tion made  immediately  effective.

Extract  from  opinion  of  attorney  general  of  the  United  States, 
dated  June  7,  1893,  addressed  to  the  secretary  of  war  (20  Opin- 
ions, Attorney  General,  611). 

By  the  statute  of  Wisconsin,  cited  above,  the  consent  of  the 
legislature  of  that  state  is  given  to  "the  purchase  by  the 
United  States  of  any  place  or  places  within  the  state 
for  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals,  dock  yards, 
or  other  needful  buildings,  under  authority  of  any  act 
(J(  congress,"  upon  certain  conditions  therein  set  forth. 
It  also  provides  for  the  execution  by  the  governor  of  a  certifi- 
cate of  such  consent,  which  certificate  is  declared  to  be  suffi- 
cient evidence  thereof.  Among  other  conditions  in  this  statute, 
coupled  with  the  consent  thereby  granted,  is  the  following: 
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"That  the  state  shall  forever  retain  concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  every  such  place  to  the  extent  that  all  legal  and  military 
process  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  state  may  be  exe- 
cuted anywhere  on  such  place  or  in  any  building  thereon 
or  any  part  thereof,  and  that  any  offense  against 
the  laws  of  the  state  committed  on  such  place  may  be  tried  and 
punished  by  any  competent  court  or  magistrate  of  the  state,  to 
the  same  extent  as  if  such  place  had  not  been  purchased  by  the 
United  States."  This  condition  is  embodied  in  the  certificate 
of  the  governor  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

In  acts  of  the  different  state  legislatures  giving  consent  to  the 
purchase  of  lands  by  the  United  States,  as  well  as  in  their  acts  ex- 
pressly ceding  jurisdiction  over  such  lands,  it  is  usual  to  reserve 
to  the  state  the  right  to  serve  on  the  land  purchased  its  civil  and 
criminal  process,  and  a  reservation  of  jurisdiction  to 
that  extent  has  always  been  regarded  as  consistent  with 
the  requirements  of  the  provision  in  section  355  referred 
to  above.  Thus  in  Fort  Leavenworth  R.  R.  Co.,  Lowe, 
(114  U.  S.,  525)  it  is  observed  by  the  court:  "The  reserva- 
tion which  has  usually  accompanied  the  consent  of  the  states, 
that  civil  and  criminal  process  of  the  state  courts  may  be  served 
in  the  places  purchased,  is  not  considered  as  interfering  in 
any  respect  with  the  supremacy  of  the  United  States  over  them, 
but  it  is  admitted  to  prevent  them  from  becoming  an  asylum  for 
fugitives  from  justice. " 

But  the  Wisconsin  act,  already  adverted  to,  goes  still  further. 
Besides  the  right  to  execute  "all  legal  and  military  process  is- 
sued under  the  authority  of  the  state,"  it  reserves  a  concurrent 
Jurisdiction  over  offenses  against  the  laws  of  the  state  committed 
on  the  piece,  to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  place  had  not  been  pur- 
chased by  the  United  States.  Where  an  act  ceding  jurisdiction 
contained  a  reservation  similar  to  the  latter,  Attorney  General 
Gushing  regarded  the  reservation  as  insuperably  objectionable, 
declaring  it  to  be  "altogether  inconsistent  with  any  possible 
construction  of  that  < exclusive'  jurisdiction  which,  according 
tQ  the  letter  and  intent  of  the  constitution,  are  in  such  cases  to 
be  vested  in  the  United  States."     (8  Opin.,  419.) 

The  above  mentioned  provision  of  355  is  reproduced  from  the 
joint  resolution  of  September  11.  1841  (5  Stat.,  468),  which  was 
in  force  when  Mr  Gushing  was  attorney  general,  and  which,  as 
interpreted  by  him,  demands  that  a  transfer  of  jurisdiction  in 
order  to  satisfy  its  requirements  must  be  co-extensive  with  that 
contemplated  by  article  1,  section  8  of  the  constitution.  In 
this  view  of  the  requirements  of  said  provision  I    fully   concur.

To  the  Ho7iorable,  the  Senate: 

I  return  herewith,  without  approval,  bill  No.  251,  originating 
in  the  senate,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  municipal  court 
act  of  Douglas  county." 

I  cannot  give  my  approval  to  this  bill  because  I  believe  some 
portions  of  it  clearly  contravene  the  state  constitution.  The 
constitution  provides,  in  section  10,  article  13,  that  "the  legis- 
lature may  declare  the  cases  in  which  any  office  shall  be  deemed 
vacant,  and  also  the  manner  of  filling  the  vacancies  where  no 
provision  is  made  for  that  purpose  in  this  constitution." 

Section  9  of  the  same  article  provides,  after  specifying  how 
county  officers  shall  be  elected,  that:  "All  other  officers  whose 
election  or  appointment  is  not  provided  for  by  this  constitution, 
and  all  officers  whose  office  may  hereafter  be  created  by  law, 
shall  be  elected  by  the  people,  or  appointed,  as  the  legislature 
may  direct. " 

In  the  bill  under  consideration,  the  legislature  has  gone  fur- 
ther than  the  constitution  contemplated;  it  has  undertaken  to 
delegate  to  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Superior  the  power 
to  confer  judicial  powers  upon  persons  not  authorized  to  exercise 
the  same  by  the  constitution.  The  clause  delegating  this  power 
reads  as  follows:  "In  case  the  office  of  municipal  judge 
shall  become  vacant,  the  duties  of  the  office  shall  be  performed 
by  such  person  as  shall  be  thereunto  designated  by  the  common 
council  of  the  city  of  Superior,  until  such  time  as  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled. " 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  clause  does  not  delegate  power  to  the 
common  council  to  fill  a  vacany  in  the  office  of  municipal  judge, 
the  authority  to  do  which  is  clearly  granted,  as  I  have  already 
indicated,  by  the  constitution;  but  it  proposes  to  give  author- 
ity to  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Superior  to  designate 
a  person  to  perform  the  duties  of  municipal  judge  during  a 
vacancy  in  that  office. 

The  words  in  this  bill  are  the  same  as  those  used  in  the  law 
of  1893,  by  which  the  municipal  court  is  given  jurisdiction, 
and  this  unconstitutional  feature  will  still  remain,  even  if  the 
bill  under  consideration  do  not  become  a  law. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  section  of  the  law  which 
this  bill  proposes  to  amend,  be  so  amended  as  to  leave  out  the 
clause  delegating  to  persons  not  having  judicial  powers  the 
power  to  perform  the  duties  of  municipal  judge  during  a  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  municipal  judge.

tation of  any  person  or  property,  or  the  transmission  of  any 
message  or  communication. 

No  political  committee,  and  no  member  or  employee  thereof, 
no  candidate  for  and  no  incumbent  of  any  office  or  position  under 
the  constitution  or  laws,  or  under  any  ordinance  of  any  town  or 
municipality  of  this  state,  shall  ask  for,  or  accept  from  any  person, 
association,  co-partnership,  or  corporation,  or  use.  in  any  manner, 
or  for  any  purpose,  any  free  pass  or  frank,  or  any  privilege 
withheld  from  any  person,  for  the  traveling  accommodation  or 
transportation  of  any  person  or  property,  or  the  transmission 
of  any  message  or  communication. 

Any  violation  of  any  of  the  above  provisions  shall  be  bribery 
and  punished  as  provided  by  law,  and  if  any  officer  or  any 
member  of  the  legislature  be  guilty  thereof,  his  office  shall  be- 
come  vacant. 

No  person  within  the  purview  of  this  act  shall  be  privileged 
from  testifying  in  relation  to  anything  therein  prohibited;  and 
no  person  having  so  testified  shall  be  liable  to  any  prosecution 
or  punishment  for  any  offense  concerning  which  he  was  re- 
quired to  give  his  testimony  or  produce  any  documentary  evi- 
dence.

My  Dear  Sib: — As  a  member  of  the  committee  of  States  and 
Foreign  Relations  for  the  Pan-American  Exposition  I  am  re- 
quested to  ask  your  favorable  consideration  of  an  appropri- 
ation for  an  exhibit  in  Buffalo  in  1901.  To  make  the  reason 
for  this  clear.  H  may  be  necessary  to  explain  that  the 
citizens  of  Buffalo  have  subscribed  for  that  purpose  over 
a  million,  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  that  congress 
has  made  an  appropriation  for  its  exhibit  of  half  a  million,  the 
state  of  New  York  for  three  hundred  thousand  and  most  if  not 
all  other  states  will  undoubtedly  make  appropriations  for  that 
exhibit.  This  is  not  to  be,  however,  an  exhibit  of  states  alone, 
but  the  countries  of  North  and  South  America  have  been  invit- 
ed by  the  United  States  government  to  join  in  the  exposition 
and  the  representatives  of  several  have  indicated  their  readi- 
ness to  do  so.

To  the  Hofiorable,  the  Senate: 

I  return  herewith,  without  approval,  bill  No.  243,  originating 
in  the  senate,  entitled,  "An  act  relating  to  the  office  of  water 
registrar  or  superintendent  and  appointments  thereof  in  cities 
of  the  first  and  second  class. " 

The  bill  proposes  a  very  important  change  in  the 
method  of  appointing  a  water  registrar  or  superintendent 
in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class.  It  is  easy  to  believe 
that,  considered  as  an  abstract  proposition,  such  a 
measure  might  possess  merit;  but  I  cannot,  if  I 
would,  decline  to  take  notice  of  the  fact  that  the  bill  is  meant 
to  apply  specially  to  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  nor  to  observe,  as 
well,  that  in  its  spirit  if  not  in  the  letter,  it  violates  the  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution  which  prohibits  special  or  class 
legislation.  This,  however,  is  not  its  only  objectionable  fea- 
tiire. 

The  occasions  are  rare  when  the  executive  is  justified  in 
opposing  his  judgment  upon  questions  of  public  policy,  to  that 
of  the  legislature ;  but  their  rarity  does  not  lessen  his  obliga- 
tion so  to  do,  when  the  occasion  arises. 

The  measure  under  consideration,  because  of  its  special  ap- 
plication, is,  I  believe,  in  direct  opposition  to  a  wise  public 
policy,  and  I  cannot,  therefore,  give  it  my  approval.

I  return  herewith,  without  approval,  bill  No.  72,  originating 
in  the  senate,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  management  of 
public  museums  in  citiesof  the  first  class. " 

As  Milwaukee  is  the  only  city  in  the  state  authorized  by  a 
special  law  to  establish  and  maintain  a  public  museum,  there 
is  some  reason  for  believing  that  this  measure  is  unconstitu- 
tional; but  for  reasons  other  than  that  I  cannot  give  it  my  ap- 
proval. 

The  city  of  Milwaukee  was  authorized  by  chapter  328  of  the 
laws  of  1882  to  establish  a  public  museum.  Section  3  of  that 
law  provides  that  "The  museum  established  and  maintained  un- 
der this  act  shall  be  under  the  general  management,  control  and 
supervision  of  a  board  of  nine  trustees, "  etc. 
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The  powers  and  responsibilities  of  the  board  "of  trustees 
are  further  defined  in  section  5  of  the  same  act^ 
which  reads  as  follows:  "The  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  general  care,  control  and  supervision  of  the  public 
museum,  its  appvrtenance,  fixtures  and  furniture,  and  of 
the  selection,  arrangement  and  disposition  of  the  specimens  and 
effects  appertaining  to  said  museum  *  »  *  and  the  said 
board  shall  adopt,  at  their  discretion,  modify,  amend  or  repeal 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management,  care  and  use 
of  the  public  museum,"  etc. 

Section  5  of  the  same  act  provides,  in  substance,  that 
"The  board  of  trustees  shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  or 
thereafter  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  every  five 
years  thereafter,  at  an  annual  meeting  elect  by  bal* 
lot  a  person  of  suitable  scientific  attainments,  ability 
and  experience  for  custodian,  who  shall  so  act,  and  be  ex-oflicio 
secretary  of  said  board  of  trustees  *  *  *  Said  board  of 
trustees  shall  also  appoint  such  assistants  and  employes  for 
said  museum  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  expedient,  and 
shall  fix  their  coinpensation. " 

This  act  in  other  sections  still  further  specifies  the  duties  and 
obligations  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

The  bill  herewith  returned  proposes,  without  lessening  the 
responsibilities  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  a  public  museum,  to 
take  out  of  its  hands  absolutely,  the  appointment  of  an  assist- 
ant custodian,  and  give  such  power  of  appointment  to  the  cus- 
todian. 

Whatever  may  be  the  purpose  of  this  bill,  and  I  do  not  doubt 
that  it  is  meant  to  apply  to  a  certain  case,  to  give  to  the  cus- 
todian of  a  public  museum,  himself  the  appointee  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  authority  to  make  an  appointment  of  an  assistant, 
independent  of  the  board  which  is  charged  with  the  manage- 
ment, care  and  conservation  of  the  museum,  is  so  pointedly  in 
opposition  to  a  wise  public  policy,  that  I  could  not  justify  my- 
self in  its  approval.

tion itself  being  conducted  by  a  corporation  organized  under  spe- 
cial and  advantageous  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York,  with  an  auth-

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EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS. 

State  op  Wisconsin 

Executive  Office, 
Madison,  April  28,  1899. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature: 

In  the^  absence  of  objection  based  upon  constitutional 
grounds  I  have  not  deemed  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  executive 
to  withhold  approval  from  any  of  the  measures  carrying  large 
appropriations  which  have  been  passed  at  this  ses- 
sion; but  J  am  impelled  at  this  time  in  view  of  the 
liberal  manner  in  which  appropriations  have  been  made,  to 
recall  the  suggestion  relative  to  appropriations  contained  in  my 
last  biennial  message  to  your  honorable  body,  and  point  to  the 
necessity  for  making  adequate  provision  to  meet  the  demands 
thus  made  upon  the  state  treasury. 

The    biennial  message  referred  to  contained   the  following: 

"There are  asked  special  appropriations  amounting  to  more 
than  $800,000,  which  you  will  be  called  upon  to  consider. 

"If  all,  or  any  of  these  appropriations  are  made,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  the  legislature  to  provide  by  special  tax  levy,  or 
otherwise,  the  money  to  meet  them." 

From  the  chairman  of  the  joint  committee  on  Claims,  I  learn 
that  that  committee  has  recommended  for  passage,  bills,  the 
majority  of  which  have  become  laws,  carrying  appropriations 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  about  $800, 000,  which  sum  may  be 
considered  as  representing  the  excess  of  the  proposed  disburse- 
ments of  the  state  for  the  present  biennial  period  over  its  es- 
timated income  for  the  same  period.  Up  to  this  timo,  aside 
from  certain  taxation  measures,  the  returns  from  which  cannot 
be  calculated  with  accuracy,  no  provision  has  been  made  by  the 
legislature  to  meet  this  excess. 

It  is  true  that  there  has  been  passed  a  bill  authorizing  a  trans- 
fer from  the  trust  funds  to  the  general  fund  of  sufficient 
money  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  general  fund  when  the  latter 
is  exhausted,  the  sum  thus  transferred  to  be  returned  to 
the  trust  funds  when  .the  taxes  are  collected.  I  believe  that 
I  am  right  in  interpreting  your  purpose  in  providing  for  such 
transfer  from  the  trust  funds,  to  mean  simply  a  temporary 
expedient  for  meeting  rare  emergencies;  for,  to  establish  as  a 
regular  practice  transfers  from  the  trust  funds,  in  lieu  of  mak- 
ing proper  provision  for  keeping  the  general  fund  solvent,  would 
be  unbusiness-like  and  misleading.  Excepting  upon  rare 
occasions  such  as  came  last  December  when  the  unusual  military 
expenses  of  the  year  had  depleted  the  general  fund,  such  trans- 
fer, which  is  in  effect  a  loan,  should  not  be  made,  even  upon 
the    understanding    that    the  transfer  is  but  for  a  brief  period. 
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If  the  legislature  will  make  special  provision  to  meet  the  excess 
of  appropriations,  there  will  follow  a  clear  understanding  on 
the  part  of  the  public  generally,  of  the  purposes  for  which  the 
appropriations  were  made,  as  well  as  a  more  general  recogni- 
tion of  the  necessity  for  making  them. 

I  know  it  is  held  by  some  that  the  law  now  gives  ample 
authority  to  the  secretary  of  state  to  add  to  the  regular  tax 
levy  whatever  amount  is  required  to  meet  legislative  appropri- 
ations, but  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  a  communication 
made  by  the  executive  to  the  legislature  of  1897,  touching  upon 
this  point.     I  quote  here  from  that  communication: 

"The  condition  of  the  law  as  to  the  levy  of  taxes  for  the  gen- 
eral fund  seems  to  me  unsatisfactory.  Section  5  of  article 
VIII.  of  the  constitution  is  as  follows:  *  The  legislature  shall 
provide  for  an  annual  tax  sufficient  to  defray  the  estimated  ex- 
penses of  the  state  for  each  year ;  and  whenever  the  expenses  of 
any  year  shall  exceed  the  income  the  legislature  shall  provide 
for  levying  a  tax  for  the  ensuing  year  sufficient  with  other 
sources  of  income  to  pay  the  deficiency  as  well  as  the  estimated 
expenses  of  such  ensuing  year. ' 

"  The  legislature  has  '  provided  '  by  tSection  1070  of  Sanborn 
d:Berryman's  Annotated  Statutes^  that  the  'secretary  of  state 
shall  annually  apportion  the  state  tax  levied  for  the  year,  and 
all  other  taxes  which  he  is  directed  by  law  to  levy  as  or  in  the 
manner  of  a  state  tax  among  the  several  counties  according  and 
in  proportion  as  the  relative  valuation  of  each  county  to  the 
aggregate  valuation  of  the  whole  state,  etc'  " 

"It  will  be  seen  that  the  succeeding  section,  1071.  is  the 
exercise  by  the  legislature  of  the  powers  granted  by  the 
last  clause  of  section  5  of  article  VIII  of  the  constitution 
above  cited,  and  authorizefi  the  secretary  of  state  to  levy  for 
any  apportionment  in  excess  of  a  prior  levy ;  but  this  *  prior 
levy  *  the  secretary  of  state  is  nowhere  expressly  authorized  to 
make.  It  has  hitherto  beer,  made  by  legislative  act,  but  since 
1883  no  levy  for  general  fund  purposes  ha=  been  authorized  by  the 
legislature,  except  in  the  year  1887  and  that  only  for  a  special 
purpose.  Authority  should  be  given  under  this  constitutional 
provision  for  the  proper  state  officer  to  levy  the  annual  state 
tax  for  the  maintenance  of  the  general  fund,  including  the,  ex- 
cess of  appropriations.  And  it  is  worthy  of  consideration 
whether  this  should  not  be  made  a  duty  rather  than  permissive. 
The  people  are  always  willing  to  pay  their  state  debts  when 
due,  and  to  provide,  by  taxation,  the  funds  for  that  purpose. " 

The  legislature  now  has  under  consideration  measures,  which 
should  they  become  laws,  will  add  materially  to  the  income  of 
the  state;  but  even  should  these  pass  in  their  present  form, 
it  will  still  be  necessary  to  make  special  provision 
for  a  portioi?  of  the  excess.  Unless  adequate  provision 
be  made,  I  shall  deem  it  to  be  my  duty  where  the  executive  ap- 
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proval  is  necessary  before  appropriations  can  be  expended,  to 
withhold  approval  from  all  such  expenditures  which  are  in  ex- 
cess of  the  assured  income  of  the  state.
